Please answer if there is now a U.S. Post Office rule which re- , 


quires that if there are more than 15 persons receiving mail at 
one location, a proper list of the names must be furnished so the 
letter carrier can see same. Many big apartment houses have 
nothing of the sort. In some cases the letter carrier sorts out the 
mail at the Post Office where he uses a typewritten list of the 
apartment numbers of the occupants. In other cases he has to 
ask someone which apartment Mr. or Mrs. So and So lives. 
—Boston. 
If you live in a private residence, the Post Office will deliver any 
mail addressed to that address regardless of the name. But if you 
live in an apartment building, you must post names on the mail 
box so the carrier can deliver. The reason is the transient nature 
_ of more than one-family dwellings. If you are worried about the 
laws regarding more than so many unrelated people living 
~ together, I suggest you put the person’s name who is on the lease 
on the mailbox and under that, list the other names with a 
heading “I also receive mail for the following people . . .”” The 
Post Office doesn’t need the list nor does the carrier, it simply 
must be posted.

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IMPEACHMENT 
To the Editor: 

Some people, numerous 
Senators among them, are say- 
ing that we can not begin im- 
peachment proceedings against 
President Nixon because he 
must be presumed innocent until 
proven guilty. Such an argument 
is based on a misunderstanding 
of the law. When there is a prima 
facie case, a reasonable assump- 


mitted a crime, he is then tried 
to see whether he has in fact 
committed that crime or not. 
The presumption of innocence 
says that a man must be tried 
and convicted before he can be 
judged guilty. It doesn’t say, and 
it would be an absurdity to say, 
that he cannot be tried until he 
is proven guilty..We try him to 
find out whether he is innocent 
or guilty. In the case of a Presi- 
dent. in office, impeachment is 
not a punishment for being guil- 
ty, but the process by which we 
establish his innocence or guilt. 


In the matter of the secret 
bombing of Cambodia, a nation 
with whom we were not at war 
and whose neutrality we were 
sworn to protect, and the 
calculated and prolong lying to 
Congress and the people about 
this bombing, there is no doubt 
whatever of the President’s 
responsibility. These acts alone 
would in my opinion justify 
removing: him from office. They 
are the most serious violation of 
the Constitution and the 
President’s own oath of office 
that have taken place in the 
history of the country. Unless we 
wish to establish in law that a 
president has the right to do 
such things, we have no choice 
but to institute impeachment 
proceedings.

We want to make known our 
disgust with the proposals for 
new housing for Columbia Point 
being suggested by City officials 
and U. Mass. spokesmen. 

For months and years, DTAC 
(Dorchester Tenants Action 
Council) has been in the 
‘forefront of groups calling for the 
building of new, decent, low- 
income housing to eliminate the 
serious impact of 6,000 students 
seeking housing in the area. 

We called for this housing 
because we have seen the soaring 
rents, illegal breakups, and the 
“forced” renewal of low-income 
families in Allston-Brighton, 
Back Bay etc. 

Now after two years, a couple 
of officials of the two most guilty 
parties, U. Mass. and the City of 
Boston, make the vaguest of 
vague statements about housing. 
Free mention is made of hun- 
dreds of vacancies at Columbia 
Point, without the slightest 
reference to the enormous 
waiting list of tenants seeking 
decent public housing and the 
blithe assumption that these 
units should be renovated for 
students, not families. 

This is the same old plan 
which spells slow but sure evic 
. tion for Project residents, soarin; 
rents in the rest of Dorchester, 
‘speculation and Mattapan-style 
blockbusting. 
U. Mass. has created the 
“problems. U. Mass. has the 


1,500 low-income families at 

Columbia Pt. are not moved and 

have decent housing. The only 

genuine solution is for U. Mass. 

to build at least 2,000 units of 

low-income housing for families 
and students now.

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Dé Mau Mau: Their Side of the Story

Since the murder of Fred Hampton, 
Bobby Seale’s conversion to political and 
social respectability, and the general 
decline of the Black Panthers, a new 
black militant group, just as angry and 
even more threatening, has moved into 
the public consciousness, that is into news 
columns of the white media. Over the last 
year De Mau Mau, a group born in Viet- 
nam of the American involvement there 
and largely comprised of vets, has been 
accused of the killings of nine whites in 
Chicago, a black leader in Boston, and of 
planning to eradicate the white race. The 
following, a reprint from The Chicago 
Daily News, ran in the Globe last Oc- 
tober. “There are supposed to be some 3,- 
000 or more of these vicious, mindless 
assassins across the country, and, by in- 
ference, untold numbers of white lives are 
in jeopardy.” 

Fact or fiction? 

Fact is that in the last month the 
Boston Police seem to have been hunting 
the De Mau Mau “‘Teepee,”’ a dilapidated 
three decker that serves as headquarters 
for the group. On August 24, August 29, 
and September 2 the group claims police 
ransacked the place, tearing down the 
African liberation flag outside of the 
building,. taking down some posters, 
scrawling “KKK” on another, “white 
Power” on a picture of black man 
breaking his chains, “Fuck you” and 
“Suck you” on a poster of an Angolan 
woman carrying a baby and a gun. The 
telephone was torn out of the wall, clothes 
in cupboards strewn about, a faucet 
broken and a sofa ripped, according to 
Osagyefo Sharriff El-Shabazz, political 
commissar of the Boston group. “It was 
an attempt to put the place in such a con- 
dition we couldn’t have meetings there,” 
Sharriff said. 

In court last Monday, police 
superintendant Leroy Chase maintained 
the police had been at the Teepee these 
and other dates ‘‘responding to 
legitimate complaints’ but denied 
“entering the premises.” Judge Andrew 
A. Coffrey of the district court refused to 
grant De Mau Mau lawyers an injunction 
barring the cops from entering the Teepee 
illegally. But Superintendent Chase 
promised he had promulgated a new rule 
to deal. with “the sensitive area” around 


De Mau Mau headquarters: as of Friday, 
Sept. 7 (before his court appearance) of- . 
ficers would only enter the building if the — 


disturbances were of a serious nature. 

_ On Saturday, the day after his new 
rule, police were back at the Teepee 
checking out a call that ‘‘a white boy was 
being lynched in there,”’ Chase went on to 
tell the court. That and other reports, 
such as an earlier story about two police 
officers trapped in the building, turned 
out not to be true. “There was no bona 
fide incident,’’ Chase had to admit. 

Also in the last month, two De Mau 
Mau members have been arrested and 
charged with serious crimes. First it was 
Amilcar Dessaline El-Shabazz, a political 
commissar for the group (‘“We got one of 
their generals,” Sharriff reports the police 
said pointing to a Real Paper picture of 
Dessaline at the station). Dessaline was 
stopped by the police as he was driving up 
to his house. He couldn’t produce a 
license or registration papers (the car 
belongs to a friend), and was handcuffed 
and whisked into the police cruiser as a 
crowd began to gather. The next day he 
found he was charged with assaulting two 
police officers with a 9 millimeter Brow- 
ning automatic. The De Mau Mau say 
Dessaline had no gun and there was no 
gun in the car. Bail was finally set at $60,- 
000. 
A second De Mau Mau was arrested 
Friday morning, September 7, The police 
entered his house as he slept. The charge 
is armed robbery. 

Meanwhile in Chicago, four of the six 
De Mau Mau charged with the killings 
there (including a suburban kid, the fami- 
ly of a retired insurance executive in their 
suburban home, and another suburban 


family of three) are still awaiting trial. 


Their arrest had been announced with 
great fanfare at a press conference by then 
state’s attorney Edward Hanrahan, in- 
volved in a desperate electoral battle to 
retain his post after disclosure of his in- 
volvement. in the murderous -raid on 
Chicago Panther headquarters. Even the 
relatively comservative Chicago dailies 
voiced concern over the political flavor of

the’ arrests, and were skeptical of 


Hanrahan’s claims he had nipped a plot 


“scheduled to go into effect Friday, Oc- 
tober 13 to kill white cops systematically. 


The fact is that of the six originally 
charged two are now dead, murdered in 
prison under mysterious circumstances. 
The official version is that the two were 
r~ing to turn state’s evidence and so were 
«led by the remaining four. But it is 
possible someone else could have gained 
access to their cell. Boston De Mau Mau 
discount the official version of the deaths. 
“The pigs blame the victims for the kill- 
ing — that’s the usual pattern,” Sharriff 
told me. ‘‘We hear from our brothers in 
Chicago that they (the police) want to kill 
the brothers before the trial, like they did 
George Jackson.” 

De Mau Mau also think the three men 
convicted this summer for the murder of 
black leader Hakim Jamal were framed. 
Again, the details of the case are troubl- 
ing. The apparently motiveless murder 
took place in Jamal’s living room, 
witnessed unharmed by his new white 
wife, and two others who claimed to 
recognize five De Mau Maus as the 
killers. Hakim had been on friendly terms 
with all of them. Of the five, one has dis- 
appeared, another turned informer, and 
the remaining three are in Walpole. 

De Mau Mau say the murder was ac- 
tually committed by Kidogo Jamal, one of 
the witnesses who is also wanted in 
Trinidad for the killing of Hakim’s first 
white girl friend. Their theory is that 
Hakim found out about the murder and 
Kidogo forestalled any action on his part 
by acting first. Now, they claim, his ex- 
tradition to Trinidad has been slowed to 
allow him to discredit De Mau Mau. 

For a murder trial, it didn’t take very 
long to convict the De Mau Mau this 
summer; the judge didn’t allow the 
defense to present any evidence against 
Kidogo. 

The murder has had an important 
effect on De Mau Mau. It has not helped 
the group’s reputation in the black com- 
munity. And it has forced the group to ig- 
nore the lesson they felt they’d learned 


from the Panthers — stay underground, 
and spread the word by example. They 
have sought publicity to counterattack of- 
ficial truths, to fight what they see as an 
attempt to isolate them and wipe them 
out. The trial, says Sharriff was “‘the okay 


for a license to kill De Mau Mau here.’” 


And on Channel Seven’s Black News, 
reporter Greg Mathis hypothesized that 
the police here are using the same tactics 
as the Chicage police prior to the murder 
of Fred Hampton. 

On Friday, September 7, I had a two 
hour interview with Sharriff in the Blue 
Hill Ave. storefront basement of the 
United Community Construction 
Workers, a black group which trains and 
places blacks in the construction in- 
dustry. We agreed the most honest way to 
present the discussion would be to 
reproduce the questions and answers, 
separating out my own interpretation of 
and reaction to the conversation. The es- 
tablishment press is often criticized in 
newspapers such as this one for serving up 
unexamined government press releases as 
gospel, failing to check out what is 
generally propaganda. While I don’t pre- 
tend to have researched each point De 
Mau Mau spokesman made to me about 
the organization, I do not feel there is any 
parallel. For one, De Mau Mau has no or 
little access to the media. They have a 
hard time getting their side of the story 
across. Second, both Sharriff and I felt it 
important to present the interview as his 
side of the story. Finally, and I do not 
mean this as an excuse, it is hard to find 
independent corroboration for some parts 
of their story, in part because De Mau 
Mau purposely make it so. I have a cer- 
tain sympathy for their position. They 
feel, indeed, are, threatened by the police. 
It is not rare for cops to mask as reporters, 
and they must be careful of informers. 
And some of their activities are probably 
not legal in the strictest sense. 

To try to set the scene: Sharriff is in his 
early twenties. He generally wears an old 
army shirt with “De Mau Mau” inked 
over one pocket, ““Nkrumahism”’ over the 
other, one earring, a red, green and black 


knitted cap, combat boots, a black braid- 
ed bracelet, and a leather choker. During 
the interview his manner was intense and 
friendly but never personal. He is ex- 
tremely fluent and well read. 

Sharriff: I want to focus on the repres- 
sion of De Mau Mau in Boston. The 
Jamal case was an attempt to set us up for 
what has happened. They (the police) are 
trying to cut off our support from the 
black community. The pigs in power see 
De Mau Mau as posing a serious threat to 
the legitimacy of the Boston Police 
Department. We are showing the police 
are irrelevant and should be negated in 
our community. That’s the essence, the 
rest is trimming. The pigs don’t ap- 
preciate that we are giving kids off the 
street a revolutionary motivation and that 
middle class and elderly black people are 
responding well to us. 

Getting the pigs out is part and parcel 
of our plan for community liberation. 

The four witnesses (who testified 
against De Mau Mau in the Jamal trial) 
were fools. They were addicted to money. 
And the same fools will be used in other 
parts of the country to bring down repres- 
sion on blacks. This can’t be separated 
from the over all political situation — 
from Watergate. Nixon himself has said 


‘the black movement is infiltrated. 


Massachusetts is supposed to have a 
reputation as an abolitionist state. That’s 
bogus, a goddam lie. To wit, three years 


‘ago a black revolutionary by the name of 


Malik Hakim, he was a fugitive slave 
from Missouri just like Dred Scott, and 
Massachussetts was ready to hand him 
over. The abolitionists are just another 
bunch of racists. 

This country is on the road to open 
fascism; there is a specifically severe 
repression coming down on black freedom 
fighters. In every big city, political 
workers are in prison’ on unreasonable 
bond. The majority are nationalists who 
are being singled out. (The effectiveness 
of the repression is seen by the fact that) 
very few of those who are out on the 
streets in the sixties are still there —

Studies by the U.S. 
Agricultural Department in- 
dicate that air pollution in the 
United States is now producing 
more than half-a-billion dollars 
in damage to crops each year — 
and the losses are increasing an- 
nually. 

The U.S.D.A.’s agriculture 
research service reports that 
“ozone” appears to be the most 
harmful chemical to most food 
crops. Ozone is produced when 
sunlight interacts with exhaust 
emissions in the air. 

The U.S.D.A. says that potato 
production in parts of Michigan 
has been cut in half in some 
areas because of increasing air 
pollution there. The department 
reports that the crop pollution 
problem is growing more severe 
each year.

VARIETY magazine reports 
that virtually every radio station 
which has been approached has 
refused to carry advertisements 
for comedian David Fry’s 
Watergate album.

The conflict. arises from the 
fact that the name of the Arizona 
newspaper is THE NEW 
TIMES; and the name of the 
New York-based magazine, to 
begin publishing next month, 
will be ... THE NEW TIMES. 

The New York version of THE 
NEW TIMES will be a “very 
liberal” national news magazine 
which will feature, on a regular 
basis, such writers as Jimmy 
Breslin, Mike Royko and 
Nicholas Von Hoffman. The 
publication is put together by 
publishing heavy George Hirsh, 
who reportedly has raised several 
million dollars for his left- 
leaning version of TIME and 
NEWSWEEK. 

Hirsh has already spent many 
thousands of dollars promoting 
his new magazine, and its name, 
throughout college campuses 
across the nation. 

In the meantime, the Arizona 
NEW TIMES has trade-marked 
its name, a name it has used for 
the past three-and-a-half years. 
The crusading underground 
weekly has since hired attorneys 
who have informed the New 
York corporation that in view of 
the trademark laws, the Arizona 
paper’s rights are exclusive. 

The Arizona NEW TIMES is 
demanding that the New York 
NEW TIMES change its name, 
arguing that the identical names 
will cause confusion among sub- 
scribers and advertisers.

Straight Up 


A U.C.L.A. urologist has 
created a plastic device that can 
be implanted in men who are im- 
potent. 

Dr. Robert Pearman has im- 
planted what he calls his “penile 
prosthesis” into more than 300 
male patients and: reports 
successes in 90 percent of the 
cases. According to Dr. Pear- 
man, the device is inserted into 
the penis, and acts as a kind of. 
plastic scaffold enabling normal 
sexual intercourse. 

The doctor stressed that 
between 85 and 90 percent of all - 
impotency cases are caused by 
psychological rather than 
physical factors: he said that his 
device is implanted only where 
physical injuries or illnesses per- 
manently prevent a male from 
obtaining an erect organ.

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City Hospital: A Question of Dollars and Sense

Leon White is an ex-academic from 
MIT, affable, balding and intelligent. 

As Boston’s new Commissioner of 
Health and Hospitals, he wants to make 
Boston City Hospital into “an efficient, 
economical, competitive” enterprise 
without compromising the quality of care. 
To that end, he has recently supervised a 
cutback in patient beds and staffing, and 
the consolidation of the hospital’s services 
under the aegis of Boston University 
Medical School, replacing the former 
tripartite arrangement with B.U., Tufts 
and Harvard. He has done all this at the 
behest of Mayor White (no relation) who 
last January began a citywide economy 
drive. Because of the joint efforts of Leon 
White and City Hospital’s administrator, 
Frank Guiney, taxpayers can look forward 
to spending $21,222,000 less in the 
eighteen-month fiscal period ending™ in 
June, 1974. 

On September 7, the. Commission 
nounced that 400 more employees would 
be excised from the hospital, bringing to 
1000 the number of jobs eliminated. He 
justifies the. cuts with a study comparing 
Boston City to other similar institutions 
across the country, including Peter. Bent 
Brigham Hospital. He allowed -the 
Phoenix a quick glance at the stiidy, 
which does indicate that City Hospital 
has a higher ratio of employees per. 
patient bed than other hospitals. 

Reducing the fat at the hospital has not 
been a pleasant task and Leon White has 
made many enemies. “I am a sensitive 
person.”’ he says. “I sometimes wonder if 
I’m capable of doing these things because 
it moves me—like letting go four hundred 
employees. But you have to make your 
choices. Do I let the system drift with an 
overstaffed hospital knowing full well that 
the political system will wipe the whole 
thing out?” 
500-Bed Limit 

Where City Hospital had an 
elastic bed capacity, accommodating as 
many as 800, patients, as of July 1 there 
has been a 500-bed limit. This means that 
a large number of socially marginal peo- 
ple can no longer use the hospital in quite 
the same way as before. 

There is the alcoholic who stumbles 
into the emergency room at night after all 
the beds are filled, and the elderly lady

White cannot offer alamastives yet for 
the people who.don’t need principally 
medical care, but he is convinced that 
one-time. City Hospital patients with real 
medical problems will receive attention. 
He is toying with the idea, for example, of 
dispersing emergency care to, other 
locations around Boston, particularly the 
nine neighborhood health centers. One of 
the features that historically has drawn 
topnotch department heads and -enter- 
prising medical students to Boston City, 
however, has been the large load of 
trauma patients, victims of serious ac- 
cidents. Will the de-centralization of acci- 
dent patients not detract from City 
Hospital’s attractiveness to doctors-in- 
training? Leon White was asked. 

“T hope you’re not talking about jeopar- 
dizing a person’s life for another six or 
eight blocks because we want to attract 
students to trauma,” he answers. “If we 
de-centralize the emergency system, is 
our concern with patients or students?” 

Primarily, Leon White is banking on 
the expectation that sometime in the near 
future there will be national health in- 
surance. Such a program, which he sees as 
the federal government’s responsibility, 


would ease the burden on municipal 


hospitals like City that traditionally have 
absorbed the health care costs of the poor, 
and would encourage private non-profit 
hospitals to accept medically indigent 
patients who now represent a financial 
risk, Leon White anticipates that in the 
meantime, the private hospitals will 
assume part of City’s former caseload. 
White canriot force their cooperation

legally and does not contemplate using 
strategies like withdrawing police protec- 
tion or tax-exempt status. He is relying 
rather on the integrity of the medical 


- profession and their sensitivity to bad 


publicity. 

_ The directors of the hospitals in 
Boston are way ahead of their controllers 
in terms of what they feel is their respon- 


sibility for patient care,’ says Leon 
White.

“Leon White is a dreamer,” says Dr. 


Steve Saltzman. ‘‘He’s picking a 
dangerous way to change things and it’s 


not going to work. If he thinks that by cut- © 
ting back at City Hospital and turning 


loose 250 alcoholics and elderly demented 
ladies he’s going to force the private 
hospitals to become community facilities, 
he’s wrong. 

“The academic medical centers (like 
Massachusetts General Hospital) are 
referral centers. They take care of 
patients with different exotic diseases 
because enough people come in from ‘all 
over the world to justify those services. 
There’s no way for Leon White to change 
that. If he tries to make those into com- 
munity hospitals, the specialists will 
leave, but that won’t happen because all 
those people are a lot more powerful than 
he is. You can’t expect a specialist to call 
a patient from Atlanta, Georgia, who’s 

_ scheduled for complicated heart, surgery 
and tell him not to come because they

have an alcoholic with pneumonia taking 
his bed.” 

Saltzman is president of the City 
Hospital House Officers Association. 
Comprised of the medical students, in- 
terns and resident doctors who are in 
charge of patient care, the House Officers 
Association has long been acting the gad- 
fly to the elephantine bureaucracy that 
runs City Hospital. Saltzman was incens- 
ed when he heard about White’s model for 
a de-centralized emergency system. 
“Emergency by its very nature has to 
have followup. Community health centers 
aren’t equipped to take bad trauma like 
gunshot wounds or OD’s. All they can do 
is stabilize the patient and send him to 
the hospital. A lot of people are going to 
die if he does that.” 


Politicians vs. Professionals 


Saltzman’s snipes at Leon White are 
only part of the bloody battle between 
politicians and professionals over the 
future of health care in Boston. Ever since 
Mayor White chose Boston City Hospital 
as his first target for fiscal reform, Saltz- 
man and his colleagues have been arguing 
that the cutbacks have been far too 
drastic and may spell the end of com- 
prehensive medical service to the poor. 

The House Officers may not be far from 
wrong, for the indications are that the 


-private hospitals will not continue to 


? accept the indigent. Said a University 
- Hospital official who asked not to be nam- 
ed, “As a private, non-profit, voluntary 
hospital, we cannot just swing open the 
= doors like a drop-in health center, 
treating anyone who comes in. We already 
have a deficit of one million dollars.” 
Indeed, evidence from the state’s Social 
Welfare Committee suggests that these 
hospitals have already begun to resist the 
influx of the poor. ““We have documented 
cases,” says a legislative aide there, “in 
which the private hospitals have taken 
people into their emergency wards and 
then sent them after the initial work-up to 
Boston City if they can’t pay.” ; 
Beyond financial considerations is the 
question of whether the other hospitals 
-have the capacity to absorb more 
patients. According to the plan worked 
out by the Commissioner, University 
Hospital was to be the first in line to take 
the overflow once Boston City was full. 
Saltzman reports that recently University 
has been running 110 percent occupancy. 
In one instance which he observed, two 
old ladies with minor problems had to be

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Phreaking Out in Black 


Masks and Dungarees

It could only happen in America, as 
they say. Two hundred technological 
guerrillas, would-be technological 
guerrillas and undercover agents gather- 
ing in a New York hotel to discuss the 
latest methods of ripping off the phone 
company. 

It was the Phone Phreaks Convention, 
held: Saturday (Sept. 8) at the Hotel 
Diplomat. and sponsored by the 
Technological American Party (previous- 
ly known as the Youth International Par- 
ty Line). Phree enterprise at work. 

The hippie Zorros in black masks and 
dungarees began descending on the sleazy 
Times Square hotel at 10 a.m. for the day- 
long event. The masks were to prevent 
identification by an agent; the dungarees 
were to prevent identification as an agent. 
Last year, at the first such gathering, the 
AT&T operatives almost outnumbered 
the phreaks, but this time a lot more peo- 
ple turned out and the estimated quota of 
agents remained the same, so there was a 
more acceptable balance. All things con- 
sidered, the paranoia level was quite low. 

They got together to teach old tricks, 
learn new tricks and reaffirm their identi- 
ty. For several years now the phone 
phreaks have been at it, some acting out 
of distaste for the giant monopoly, others 
simply because they’re fascinated by the 
equipment, most for a combination of the 
two. But the Bell System is not happy. 
Last year they lost an estimated $17.8 
million in phony credit card calls alone, 
and with only $2.5 billion in profits you 
can see why they’re worried. 

Most of the really big phone phreaks 
didn’t turn out for the convention — too 
much heat — but a lot of serious people 
did, along with those just in it for kicks, 
and the merely curious. One of the most 
serious people around was“Alvin P. Bell”, 
spokesman and to most people the per- 
sonification of YIPL. 

In its two years of existence, YIPL has 
gathered several hundred members and 


kept them up-to-date on the latest 
developments in the war against the 
phone company with a more-or-less 
monthly newsletter. The newsletter is 
considered by most to be the best single 
source of information on how to phreak, 
and at $2 a year it’s definitely a bargain. 
The recent name change, Bell explained, 
was necessary to show that the organiza- 
tion is aimed at all technology, not just 
the phone system, and to get away from 
the old Yippie identification. TAP, as it’s 
called now, has a mail drop at Room 504, 


152 W. 42 St., New York, N.Y. 10036, but 
there’s no phone. ‘“Too dangerous,” Bell 
says. He claims he hasn’t had any legal 
problems yet, but he doesn’t like 
questions just the same. “This is a 
clandestine organization,” he asserts, “in 
case you haven’t noticed.” 

To tell the truth, I hadn’t., The hotel 
directory in the lobby said ‘‘YIPL 
CONVENTION GRAND 
BALLROOM”, and a steady stream of 
conventioneers kept the elevator operator 
unusually surly. The ballroom itself was 


an echo chamber for a jangling symphony 
of Bell tones, video soundtracks and ran- 
dom conversation about how to wreck 
computers, destroy the phone company 
and make a free call to Tokyo. All you had 
to do to identify an agent was look for a 
worried expression. 

“Two dimes is too much,” read the 
banner across the top of the stage. Two 
dimes is what AT&T wants to charge for 
pay phone calls, and they’ve already got it 
up to 15 cents in Washington State. When 
Al Bell got onstage to start things off he 
pointed out that a 1968 manual for local 
phone companies had predicted that by 
1974 the rate for pay calls would be 20 
cents. “It’s obvious to most of us why this 
is,” he said, “‘ — because they own the 
state commissions lock, stock and 


A few minutes earlier a videotape 
shown on four TV monitors had explained 
the make-up of the 1973 credit card code 
(the phone number to be billed plus a 
three-digit regional account code plus a 
code letter corresponding to the last digit 
of the phone number) and demonstrated 
“how you can personalize your telephone 
bill” — by adding extra holes in the com- 
puter card. A mimeographed sheet with 
the credit card numbers for various offices 
of such organizations as ITT, IBM, 
United Airlines, GE, Chase Manhattan, 
Honeywell, Gulf Oil, the CIA and the FBI 
was being passed around. It was accom- 
panied by discussions on the merits of the 
credit card method, which is probably the 
simplest and most widely-used way to 
make free long-distance calls. The codes 
are changed every year, but one guy was 
saying, “I’ve used last year’s credit card 
numbers on up until February, March, 
even June.”

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A Mother Speaks 
On Attica Uprising

Attica, N.Y. — The woman steps to the 
center of the crowd. She is forty-ish, 
dressed stylishly but quietly in a pantsuit 
and heeled sandals. She unfolds some 
notes written in longhand on lined paper, 
swallows hard, and begins to read. “I am 
not a public speaker. The things I feel are 
so great in magnitude and number that it 
is necessary for me to write them down, so 
that I say only those things I feel relevant 
today.” She is trying hard to hold on to 
her voice. Her neat Afro shines in the 
afternoon sun. 

“When I think’of Attica, I see anxious 
mothers, daughters, wives, friends — 
fearful and praying for their men that 
they will survive. I see relatives of inmates 
who came to keep a vigil being mis- 
treated, not being able to buy 
refreshments, being subjected to insults 
by this racist community. I see a governor 

turn a deaf ear'‘to pleas and tele- 
grams... The two hundred people who 
have come here to mark the second an- 
niversary of the Attica rebellion stand 
silent in the lee of the prison’s featureless 
grey walls while she turns loose her awful 
memories. 

“T see helicopters, I see lies coming from 
those helicopters, saying, ‘nothing to fear, 
put up your hands, you won’t be harmed.’ 
I see high-powered rifles cut down loved 
ones, I see the use of bullets used on them 
which are outlawed to use on our enemies 
in wartime...” Her voice breaks finally, a 
few tears slide down her cheeks. Most of 
the people who surround her are crying 
too. 

Big Black, one of the men who face 
charges stemming from the uprising, is 
standing behind her and he steps forward 
to put his arm around her shoulder saying 
softly in his husky voice, “Now, Mrs. 
Barkley. . .” 

It is significant to see these two 
together. Black, who has been out of 
prison only four weeks now after serving 
nine years, is wearing his prison greens 
still. He has been indicted, under the 
name Frank Smith — Big Black is a 
“righteous name” he has chosen — on 37 
counts of kidnapping and murder, each 
of which carries a life sentence. He talks 
about himself as having been an un- 
political person before the rebellion. But 
since those four days, and in the weeks 
since he came'out of the prison, he has 
worked tirelessly organizing the brothers’ 
defense. He looks bulky and rough, trying 
to comfort this carefully groomed woman 
who hardly resembles one’s image of an 
activist. But she and Black have more in 
common than their age and race. 

She goes on, surer now. “My son, Elliot 
James Barkley, better known as L.D., was 


incarcerated here at the time of the upris- 


ing. I’m sure there’s nothing good you'll 
hear about him of the other inmates who 
were slaughtered here. But Elliot was his 
own man, a black man who knew more 
about life and suffering at 21 than many 
of us learn in a lifetime. He had a high 
school diploma and a year of college, but 
that education was nothing compared to 
the education prison life taught him.” 

L.D. was the young brother in wire rims 
at the negotiating table who put into 
words the spirit of the 1300 men in D 
Yard, saying, “We are men, We are not 
beasts, and we do not intend to be beaten 
or driven as such.” He was not the only 
spokesperson who was seen alive after the 
yard had been recaptured but turned up 
dead the following day. His mother con- 
tinues. 

“I visited him that Sunday, September 
5th, before the uprising. We were very 
happy that Sunday because Elliot was 
coming home. Elliot had written a book 
about his times and trials here at Attica. 
He asked me to bring that book home 
with me. I said to him, ‘Elliot, why don’t 
you bring it home when you come. You'll 
be home in a few days.’ I’ve never seen 
that book or anything of his personal 
belongings. The massacre did not occur in 
his cell, it occurred in the yard. Yet 
Elliot’s possessions, every single thing was 
destroyed. 


He Never Came Home 


“It’s a matter of history that Elliot 
never came home again. He could have 
been cool, and kept out of things when the 
rebellion started. He could have decided 
not to jeopardize his parole. Instead he 
chose to speak out against the conditions 
and inhuman treatment just as all the 
other inmates did.” She pauses to draw a 
wet breath. “And they were murdered. 
They were murdered for that, for speaking 
the truth. If Elliot had lived he would 
have continued to write and talk in an ef- 
fort to expose the prison system and help 
his brothers. For that reason I stand here 
for him today, hoping that in some small 
way I can be of some help. This is my 
motivation, and it should be your motiva- 
tion. We must not let our cries be buried 
in the same restless graves.”

The afternoon was dying. Down in the 
belly of City Hall — where the Pharoah’s 
Mausoleum would be if City Hall were 
really in upside down pryamid instead of 
just a pretend one — one of the Earnest 
Young Men rose to Speak. There was fire 
in his eye and passion in his aspect, for he 
was one of the several Earnest Young Men 
of the Boston City Council, who 
periodically run for re-election or move on 
to higher things, and are admired by the 
city’s star-struck and who are praised in 
editorials as “fresh voice’’ or “new 
winds.” A campaign worker for one of the 
other Earnest Young Men leaned over to 
me and pointed at the speaker. 

“You see him?” he hissed. 

I dumbly nodded. 

“That guy wants to be a Kennedy so 
much, his ambition in life is to be shot in 
a motorcade.” 

Which told me a lot about the Earnest 
Young Men on the Boston City Council. 

It begins again, the biennial madness, 
on September 25, with the warm-up elec- 
tion to cut three players from the roster 
before the final slate reaches its fighting 
strength with eighteen candidates. The 
names from my political childhood are 

. still there — Langone and Iannella, 
‘McDonough, and Sullivan — and the 
names which we will bequeath to 
generations yet unborn — DiCara and 
O’Leary and Tierney. Indeed, even Louise 
Day Hicks has graced this race with her 
presence. 

The carpets in the Council ziggurat are

Unvarying Rhetoric 


The rhetoric never varies, not much at 
least.

deaf and dumb given to put off their infir- 
mities, and every family in Dorchester 
given a personalized MBTA car with 
motorman and liveried attendants. 

There are of course, exceptions to the 
political promissory note style of cam- 
paigning; we have, for instance, one fellow 
who wants to reinstate the death penalty 
(presumably under local option) and has 
volunteered to pull the switch himself. Of 
course, we also have the lady who has won 
our hearts for years by telling us that we 
know where she stands, and refusing to 
say anything else about her platform. I 
am expecting the arrival of a candidate 
who will offer, if elected, to turn rainwater 
into beer. 

The Phoenix has been talking to can- 
didates, attempting to draw them out on 
the issues and their reasons for running.

Louise Day Hicks, Columbia Read, 
South Boston: 

Who is this faded rose from days gone 
by? 

In 1965, Flanders and Swann, the Lon- 
don comedians, used to open their act 
with Louise Day Hicks jokes. Whenever 
Time or Newsweek ran a story on 
backlash (Remember backlash?), Mrs.

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School Committee Reform Goes up in Smoke

To know how dramatic it was, you must 
understand how dull it usually is. The 
same Boston City Council that became 
the focus of a fight for city school reform 
last week is usually a chamber of comfor- 
table tedium and mumbled, seemingly 
irrelevant proceedings. The nine coun- 
cillors wander in and out, the clerk 
whispers advice to the President, and 
votes are often taken with no one 
voting—there is merely no objection to 
the President’s decision. After a few hours 
comes the day’s most decisive ac- 
tion—adjournment. 

But by the close of last Monday’s six- 
hour meeting, that scenario had been 
radically altered. The cusioned chamber 
had been magnetized into action. In a 
tense, hold-your-breath roll call vote, the 
Council effectively killed chances of a 
November city referendum on reform of 
the scandal-tainted Boston School Com- 
mittee. By a 5 to 4 vote, it tabled until 
November 15 any consideration of the 
idea of putting three reform plans on the 
ballot, with voters to pick their favorite. 

Immediately afterward, the gallery of 
parents from districts like Dorchester and 
East Boston—long counted by politicians 
to be among those tolerant of below- 
average reading scores and crumbling 
schoolhouses out of that fear called 
busing—made known some revised 
opinions. 


‘‘Phoney Ahsholes,” said Olive 
Costello of the Parents League for Better 
Education, one of two major reform 
coalitions. In the accent and demeanor 
usually associated “stop busing” 
buttons, she added, “That’s my kid ya 
sold out, you five morons. That’s 


democracy down the drain.” 

The sergeant-at-arms had to have 
police restrain ‘“‘the ladies.’’ Had he not, 
Olive Costello, with friends like Elvira 
Paladino, May O’Shea, and Rosemary 
Ruggerrio might well have climbed the 
concrete barrier in the council chamber to 


No Change Until 1978 


When the Boston City Council tabl- 
ed plans for a school reform referen- 
dum until Nov. 15, it had the effect of 
delaying any chance for a change in the 
city School Committee until January, 
1978. The explanation for that lies in 
the complex mechanism known as the 
Massachusetts home-rule law, which 
directs the process by which 
municipalities may change their 
charters. 

The three school reform plans must, 
before any change occurs, be put on a 
referendum ballot for voters to choose 
their favorite. In the next general elec- 
tion, that favorite is pitted against the 
existing School Committee system. 
But for such a reform referendum to 
occur in the first place, the ‘“‘home rule 
petition” asking for it must be ap- 
proved by the City Council, the 


Mayor, the state Legislature and the 
Governor. For that petition to find a 
place on this November’s ballot, it 
would have had to be on Beacon Hill 
by the first week in October. Come 
November 15, the Legislature will have 
gone home long ago. Thus no referen- 
dum could be held until November, 
1974, and no run-off between reform 
and status-quo until 1976—the same 
year a new School Committee will be 
elected to two-year terms. Those terms 
will not runout, then, until January, 
1978. 

Councillors who voted to table were 
Gerald O’Leary, Patrick McDonough, 
Albert O’Neill, John Kerrigan and 
Gabriel Piemonte. Voting to put 
reform on the ballot were Lawrence 
DiCara, Christopher Ianella, Frederick 
Langone, and Joseph Tierney.

Instead, they were forced to content 
themselves with some pointed ex- 
planations. 

“It was racism,” said Mrs. Paladino. 
“Louise Day Hicks got to all of them. 
(Councillor) Gerry O’Leary especially. 
He’s a Southie boy. They don’t want that 
busing issue resolved and that’s what 
reform is all about. If they lose that 
issue—especially if Louise loses it—what 
else will they have to run on?” 

“It’s no secret,” said pro-reform Coun- 
cillor ‘Fearless’ Fred Langone, “that 
there was pressure from the School Com- 
mittee to table the plans.” 

David Smith of the Coalition for School 
System Reform, shaking his head as the 
roll was called, muttered, “It’s hard to 
believe that the fate of 100,000 Boston 
school kids comes down to this.” 

It all came down in an aura of political 
dealing that could not have been better 
achieved had smoke been piped in for at- 
mosphere. Throughout the lengthy 
meeting the school committeemen 
themselves took time off from their 
worries about the Boston Finance Com- 
mission’s investigation of their fund- 
raising, to caucus with a few councillors. 
There, in what can only be called a back 
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room, was Council President Patrick 
McDonough’s brother, Committeeman 
John J. McDonough, along with Com- 
mitteeman Paul Ellison and Robert 
McKay, head of the patronage-haven 
Custodians Union. With them was a 
steady stream of councillors, including 
Gerald O’Leary and Gabriel Piemonte. 

Then, with the TV cameras gone and 
the stenographer away, O’Leary strode 
out to call for the roll-call that would 
table school reform — and Piemonte cast 
the deciding vote. 

The gasps and curses might not have 
filled the air of the usually vacant gallery 
had not the same Council, a bare two 
weeks before, voted the three school 
system restructuring plans out of com- 
mittee, 7 to 0. Liberal editorialists 
applauded Council promises of getting 
the home-rule petition to Beacon Hill this 
month to beat the deadline for the 
November ballot. It was around that time 
that Council President McDonough, 
replying to a questionnaire for Council 
candidates, said this: 

“As a councillor, I think the people of 
Boston should be given an opportunity to 
review the various options and to make a 
selection of the Boston School Committee 
structure they prefer.” 

It was the same McDonough who, over 
the past two years, helped draft a Home 
Rule Committee report on school reform. 
And it was the same McDonough huddling 
behind the scenes as Monday afternoon 


quarterback. 
Nevertheless, McDonough’s seeming 
turnaround — like that of the entire 


Council, was no real reverse, but merely a 
showing of the-Council’s true colors, a 
pointed lesson in the political incest and 
racial undercurrents virtually syn- 
onymous with Boston politics. Unwritten 
Council law dictates that a member can 
talk reform wherever necessary — but do 
nothing controversial in an election year. 


Pandora’s Box 


A change in the School Commiteee 
would be controversial like nothing else — 
a political Pandora’s box whose horrors, 
in time, would be visited on the Council 
as much as the Committee. Plenty of 


careers have been built on the city-wide 
base of the School Committee, and 
financed with the lucrative testimonial 
campaign dinners and no-bid contracts 
now drawing incumbent committeeman 
unwillingly into headlines. Reforms that 
given financial power to parents, that give 
each neighborhood its own com- 
mitteeman, that establish modern schools 
to draw from diverse districts might even, 
as Elvira Paladino bitterly pointed out, 
expose the bogeyman of busing. Gone 
would be that electoral magnet that has 
Lad parents shouting for the Governor’s 
head while reading scores fell to new lows 
and the school budget rose to a new high. 

“The School Committee is basically 
political,” said pro-reform Councillor 
Lawrence DiCara, “and will remain that 
way as long as it is elected at-large. It will 
continue to be an ideal political base, it 
will continue to require large-scale finan- 
cial backing for elections, and continue to 
be a political steppingstone.” 


The Reform Plans 


All three major proposed reform plans 
would have answered, in varying degree, 
that critique. 

The Parents League plan for a district 
School Committee would end the political 
base used most memorably by Committee 
chairman of the ’60’s Louise Day Hicks, 
who went from the Committee to Council 
to Congress and will likely return this fall 
to Council. The Committee would be 
composed of 11 members, elected from 
neighborhoods, along with an advisory 
“congress” of 22 members. “People in 
East Boston,” says Elvira Paladino, 
“thaven’t had a school committeeman in 
50 years. The blacks have never had one.” 

The so-called Mayor’s plan (which 
parallels one proposed by Kevin White in 
early August and-was also tabled until 
Nov. 15), would abolish the Committee 
outright. Daily decisions would come 
from a school superintendent, with finan- 
cial power held by 36 parent-teacher- 
student councils. Backed by the Coalition 
for School System Reform, its proponents 
claim it would avoid the chaos of New 
York’s community control system by in- 
cluding teachers in decision-making.

3% allow race to guide their hands on the 


voting lever. 


Even the plan proposed by School 
Committee Chairman Paul Tierney, 
which would expand the committee to 9 
at-large members, would make the Mayor 
the ninth man and the tie-breaker—a 
minor opening of the closed committee 
doors, but something of a power check 
nonetheless. Tierney proposes, 
too—doubtless because of Fincom 
publicity — that fund-raising dinners for 
the unsalaried committeemen be outlaw- 
ed and replaced by a $75/meeting pay- 
ment. The oath of fealty implicit in 
superintendents and teachers forced to 
buy testimonial tickets would thereby be 
broken. 

No City Councillor, of course, would 
admit last week to opposing school 
reform. Perish the thought. They only 
wanted, according to Gabe Piemonte, “an 


enlightened public” to have time to con- 
sider the plans. There would not be 
enough interest in an off-year municipal 
election, said Gerald O’Leary, whose own 
name will be on this November’s ballot. 

“What he’s saying,” Olive Costello said 
of O’Leary, “‘is that no one cares about 
city elections. He’s gonna find out 
otherwise.”

No one from the Monday afternoon 
gallery was really less angry at City Hall 
on Tuesday when the various reform 
groups met in the Mayor’s office. But the 
energy was in strategy, not anger. The 
Globe billed it as “former foes unite,” 
because the Coalition was started by 
blacks, the Parents League by whites.But 
somehow an integrated meeting of Boston 
parents seemed more momentous than 
that next-day headline. 

For Olive Costello and her friends, the 

- Council vote had confirmed a realization 

that could shake this city’s political struc-

“People are through just looking for an 
Irish or Italian name on the ballot,” said 
Mrs. Costello. “I can tell you that Gerry 
O’Leary is through for sure. And I’m not 
voting for any of those School Com- 
mitteemen.” 

In a City Hall corridor, Mrs. Costello 
had her arm around Pat Bonner-Lyons, 
the Afroed reform candidate who finsihed 
just out of the money in the 1971 school 
election. Black and white together has 
become trite for political ideologues, but 
for those who know Boston’s 
neighborhoods, it is, at least faintly, stirr- 
ing. 

“We brought the busing and stop- 
busing people together,” says Olive 
Costello. 

In that, she may have gotten a large, if 
unwitting, boost last Monday from the 
City Council. Even if the reformers fail in 
their announced task of reversing one vote 
in the Council, something about City Hall 
last week suggested that a decade of racial 
politics in Boston may finally be ending.

somewhere and you can get away with 
anything.” 

The phony credit card scam is just a 
matter of fooling the operator by sounding 
brusque and businesslike and of course 
having the code right. Operators are get- 
ting wary because they have to try to 
track down bad calls that are placed 
through them, and some areas have com- 
puters to check credit card numbers. 
Most phone phreaks prefer to use more 
sophisticated methods of beating. the 
system. 

There are a number of devices for this: 
the basic ones are black boxes (mute box- 
es), which permit free incoming calls; 
blue boxes (multifrequency boxes), which 
allow outgoing free calls to be made, and 
red boxes, which duplicate the tones 
made by coins in pay phones. A “Whistle 
2600 Box”’ in the ballroom illustrated the 
principle of the blue box: that a 2600- 
cycle tone, when played into a phone after 
dialing a toll-free long distance number, 
enables a phreak to seize a tandem. Then, 
by giving a series of double-frequency 


tones on the blue box, the M-Fer (as blue 


box users are known) can complete a call 
to just about anywhere. 

Phone phreaking took a giant leap when 
John Draper discovered that the whistle 
which used to be given away in boxes of 
Captain Crunch cereal emits a 2600-cycle 
tone, as a video tape on the blue box 
pointed out. Draper went on to become 
“Captain Crunch”, a legendary figure in 
phreaking, but he was caught about a 
year ago, fined and put on probation. All 
part of ‘the electronic war’’, as the tape 
put it — “corporate electronics versus 
people’s electronics — tones versus tones 
— the electronic war. The blue box is only 
the beginning.” 

For some, however, it’s more like a 
game than a war. Danny, a 15-year-old 
from Queens, has only been phreaking for 
a couple of months. He and his friends — 
who range in age from 15 to 25 — like to 
play with loops and party lines. A loop is a 
set of two numbers used by the phone 
company as test lines (usually toll-free); if 
two people each call one of the numbers, 


they have a direct connection to each 


- other. Loops have common four-digit en- 


dings, so all you have to do to find one is 
try different prefixes. The phone company 
shuts them down as soon as they’re dis- 
covered. 


Party lines are busy-signal lines for 
large telephone customers. If you call a 
major bank, say, and all the lines are tied 
up, you’re bumped to a line which carries 
nothing but a busy signal. These lines 
become party lines in the early hours of 
the morning, when dozens of people call 
them to talk to each other over the busy 
signal. There is a vast subculture of party- 
line addicts who sit up until four in the 
morning talking to people they may never 
have met. There are even “pick-up lines” 
used by kids who ask things like “Any 
chicks out there? Anybody wanna ball?” 

“That’s really the idiots’ line,” Danny 
says. “We've got our own little group, if 
not in person then on the phone.” Some of 
them were turned onto it by friends, 
others just dialed a wrong number in the 
middle of the night. A lot of them use fake 
any like Elephant, Igor Hunchback, 

God (“he uses a lot of reverb”), Dracula. 
“But I just call myself Danny.” 

“You’re Danny?” screams another 
high-school kid, incredulous. “I’m Flick!” 

“You’re Flick? Oh my God! Hey 
Richie! Flick! 

“Oh wow!” 

Workshops and videotapes were 
featured on the agenda; there were blue- 
box workshops, red-box workshops, 
phone-attachment workshops. Con Ed 


workshops. A “basic workshop”’, offered 
instruction in hooking up an extension 
phone (splice the red and green wires in the 
phone to the red and green wires in the 
phone line) and converting a one-line 
phone to a multi-line phone. Both were 
detailed in the first issue of the YIPL 
newsletter, and later issues carried such 
items as the 1973 credit card code and the 
secret to making free calls overseas. “All 
people who want to buy issues number 12 
and 16, please form a single line,” came 
the announcement from the stage. Back 
issues were selling for 50 cents apiece, and 
12 and 16 were hot stuff because they 
carried the plans for red boxes and blue 
boxes. “The back issues have come in 
now. We’re gonna form a single line. . .” 

I started talking to a fiftyish-looking 
man with a full gray beard. He was a radio 
operator for Pan Am who said he’d heard 
about the convention on the citizen bands 
and decided to check it out. “I haven’t 
had a phone in my house for eight years,” 
he said. “I’m not interested in cheating 
them, I just don’t want to contribute.” 

Nobody wants to contribute, but an in- 
creasing number of people find it 
challenging to ‘“‘cheat”. That’s what 
phreaking is all about. As Danny said, 
“My goal is to rip off the phone company 
before they rip me off.”

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Checking In on Banks and Banking 
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By Sharon Basco 

Banking used to require a lot of shop- 
ping. Interest rates were rarely standard 
and service charges between the bank on 
the corner and the one down the street 
differed by five dollars a month. That’s no 
longer the case. The whole business of 
banking has become downright boring. 
There are still some special deals to be 
made, bargains to be found, but the roar 
of competition is down to a barely audible 
hum. 

First National Bank of Boston has put 
together a rather unique loan that sounds 
like a marketing tool, but tool or not it’s a 
convenience for a minor who needs 
money. It’s a loan up to $500 for 18-and- 
overs who have been employed for at least 
six months. (Bank spokesmen say there’s 
not a minimum salary limit, but they in- 
fer that it might be difficult to get a loan if 
you make less than $60 a week — and 
can’t afford bank payments of $25 to $35 a 
month.) The law says that anyone under 
21 can’t be obligated on a contract, so 
First National is taking their chances on 
this one. The bank says that when minors 
agree to terms of the loan they have no 
legal obligation, but they do have a moral 
one, and it’s this one that First National 
is banking on. The plan seems to be 
holding up for both First National and the 
minors whom it has begun to court, but 
other area banks are hesitant to institute 
a similar honor system. 

Most banks are now offering a checking 


that does away — 
the game rules — with service and check 
charges. The catch is that you have to 
keep a minimum of $100 in the checking 
account, and if you go below $100 you pay 
a $3 fine (which can be charged only once 
a month.) The plan has benefits: Check 
cashing is not only free, but unlimited. So 
if you cash a lot of checks, this one’s a 
good idea. 

If you have more than $100 to play with 
there are other ways to get a service free 
checking account. State Street Bank and 
Trust Company offers a free checking ac- 
count to its depositors who maintain at 
least two accounts. First National Bank of 
Boston features a checking account with 
services on the house to anyone main- 
taining a minimum of $500 in their 
savings account. 

Now, for those of you with Really Large 
bankrolls. . . Suffolk Franklin Savings 
Bank and Boston Five Cents Savings 
Bank don’t have checking accounts, but 
they have something similar for the per- 
son who wants to collect interest on ALL 
his money ALL the time. This account 
gives you a negotiable order of withdrawal 
called a draft which is, for the most part, 
interchangeable with checks. The draft 
looks like a check, except that when you 
look at the small print you notice the 
check’s wording is different. A draft says 
‘payable through. . . (bank)” and a check 
says “payable at. . .”” You have a 15 cents 


pir draf, chanps@t ath beaks 
from lolling altogether in the pleasure of 
collecting 5% percent computed daily. 

This past July the Federal Reserve 
Board lifted the limitations on interest for. 
long range (four years or more) maturity 
certificates, and raised the legal interest 
on other accounts. Area banks can now 
offer temptingly high rates for those four 
year maturity plans. These vary bank to 
bank, ranging from 7.63 percent interest 
at First National to 7.25 at State Street 
Bank and Trust. Most banks raised the 
interest for the old standby passbook ac- 
count from 41 to 5 percent when the legal 
limit was raised. 

Special plan savings accounts offer 
higher interest, and these rates differ very 
little bank to bank in Boston. These are: 
90 day notice account, 5.5%; 1 to 2' years 


matusity, 6%; 2% to 4 years maturity, 


6.5%. Nearly every bank now computes ~ 
interest daily with a computerized system 
and probably to let everyone know this is 
something Big they’ve changed the ter- 
minology. Now they call it continuous 
computation. Some banks demand a cer- 
tain amount of money in the account 
before interest begins being computed. 
Harvard Trust, for example, begins at - 
$25, whereas New England Merchants 
and National Shawmut start immediately 
with the first few dollars you deposit. 
Charges for closing an account within a 
year after opening is $2 at National Shaw- 
mut, Harvard Trust and New England 
Merchants National Banks. No closing 
fee is required (no matter how soon after 
opening) at State Street, Boston Five 
Cents, Suffolk Franklin or First National.

rural setting, one of the few alternative 
sources of employment to farming. Of the 
23 members of the county grand jury im- 
panelled to deal with the uprising, 15 
know or are related to people who work in 
the prison or local law enforcement, and 5 
knew prison personnel who were killed in 
the massacre. While the prison popula- 
tion is over 80% third world, the members 
of the jury are all white. 

So it was not particularly surprising 
when, after sitting for over a year, the 
grand jury returned 37 indictments nam- 
ing 59 people, all of them inmates. 
Despite ample evidence, including 


documentation and testimony published - 


by the state’s McKay Commission, which 
was established to investigate the Attica 
events, no law enforcement personnel 
have been charged. And two years later, 
the grand jury continues to meet, from 


time to time handing down additional in- 
dictments. 


The indictees and their defense workers 
see the state’s strategy as an attempt to 
mire them in the courts. Not only does 
each indictment require a separate trial, 
but many of the 1300 counts cited are near 
duplications of each other. A defendant 
might be charged, for example, with 
several counts of kidnapping regarding 
the same hostage: once for holding him in 
spot A, once for moving him from spot A 
to spot B, again for holding him at spot B, 


‘and so forth. Lately the grand jury has 


issued a number of superceding in- 
dictments which further complicates the 
defendants’ legal work. Savs defense 
counsel Barbara Handschu, “We spent 8 


months writing and filing motions on In-' 


dictment number 6. Now we learn that it 
has been replaced by asuperceding indict- 
ment numbered 6%, with one sentence 
reworded. All that work is now useless. 
We’d like to know what went on in the 
grand jury to warrant the change, and 
whether we should be expecting indict- 


ment number 6%?” The court cases will 
stretch on for another several years, while 


- the Attica Brothers are forced to defend, 


in the dead language and protocol of the 
law, the desperate move they made to 
stay alive. 


What’s Happened Since? 


And what has happened inside Attica 
since the confrontation? At that time the 
inmates presented a list of demands for 
changes in conditions and practices. The 
day of the memorial rally last week, black 
New York Assemblyman Arthur Eve, who 
chaired the committee of outside 
observers who tried to help avert the 
massacre, made an investigative tour of 
the prison. 

While he found some improvements in 
the recreation program and the food, the 
bulk of the grievances have gone un- 
answered. ‘“There’ve been some cosmetic 
changes made,” he told the people 
assembled outside the gates, “‘but the real 
kind of institutional changes, 
philosophies, attitudes — that building 


itself should come down, that whole struc- 
ture should come down. As long as you 
have Atticas — physically, a structure 
like that — you're going to have the kind 
of mentality of the people who work in 
these institutions. I don’t know how we 
can get that done unless the total com- 
munities and the media begin a fantastic 
crusade to get rid of these kinds of max- 
imum security institutions.” 

Arthur Eve may be a politician, but he 
is up front about the impact of his ex- 
perience on the observer committee. “One 
thing Attica did for me, it made me give 
up drinking completely. I ain’t drank 
since. It almost blew my mind, and I pray 
more than I ever done before in my life. 

“That struggle, what happened in there 
is a lesson we should never, ever forget. 
Watergate doesn’t surprise me one iota 
because we saw the capabilities of the 
people who lead this nation. For one who 
has been looked upon as a Black activist, 
or a Black militant politically, I thought I 
understood the system. But I didn’t un-

transferred to a $202-a-day intensive care 
unit for lack of space on the wards. 

So far the slack has been taken up 
elsewhere. In the wintertime, however, 
because of the weather, the school year 
and seasonal employment, City Hospital 
traditionally has been more crowded. Ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by the 
hospital, three times last January and 
twice in February, the census rose way 
over 700 and only once went below 600. 
On January 23, it was 702, 202 over the 
present limit. On that same day, five 
other major hospitals in Boston (Beth 
Israel, New England Deaconess, Mass. 
General, New England Medical Center 


and University) were running high, too, 
with just 168 beds collectively available. 
"This data does not take into account, 
moreover, two factors that influence the 
accessibility of beds. For one, some 
patients need special care on appropriate 
wards and cannot be boarded randomly in 
‘a statistically empty bed. Also, hospitals 
cannot operateforany length of time at full 
capacity. As the figures demonstrate, if 
this winter is anything like last, there 
simply will not be enough room day after 
day for hundreds of prospective patients. 


Hurting for Help 

Beyond abandoning a host of former 
patients, City Hospital is undergoing a 
convulsion of change due to the reduction 
of staff members. Even before the most 
recent cut, apparently, the hospital was 
hurting for help. The Phoenix has ob- 
tained the minutes of a meeting last 


March of the Hospital Infection Com- 
mittee which attributes the unsanitary 
condition of the accident floor to 
“decreases in personnel.” Now, months 
. later, third year resident Dr. Dave Burns 
says that he has experiénced delays when 
trying to get blood samples to the 
chemistry lab from the accident floor. 
_ Saltzman has found that patients are not 
getting transported around the hospital 
quickly enough, and the transportation 
workers claim this is because they are 
short of employees and their equipment 
needs repair. Many doctors complain that 


they are routinely burdened with time- - 


consuming tasks better done by para- 
professionals, such as drawing blood and 
delivering or retrieving patients or 
records. Dr. Neil Feins, head of Pediatric 
Surgery, adds that his service has been 
crippled by a decrease in doctors, par- 
ticularly when one goes on vacation.

Dave Burns explains, moreover, that Ci- 
ty, much more than the Brigham, uses its 
employees for an extensive outpatient 
unit and anciliary support services like 
laboratory testing. Furthermore, the 
patients at City Hospital, says Burns, are 
far sicker and require far more care than 
those at the private hospitals. 


In addition, argue the House Officers, 
Mayor White’s poormouthing—accepted 
as yet without public dissent from Leon 
White—is a cynical display of power 
politics designed to help him in his next 
bid for office. The saving accumulated 
from curtailing services at City Hospital, 
they point out, are minuscule compared 
to the whole of Boston’s budget. In fact, 
only 6 percent of the total outlay goes to 
subsidize health care and City Hospital 
has so far contributed a disporportionate 
72 percent of the budget cut. 


Since, as Steve Saltzman puts it, 
“patients are not a natural pressure 
group,’’ the House Officers are con- 
sidering several tactics to try to force the © 
hospital to change its new policies. One 
possibility is a lawsuit, another a job ac- 
tion or a strike. Dave Burns estimates 
that if they organize effectively, they 
probably could elicit support from at least 
80 percent of their colleagues. 


Arrayed against them, however, is the 
unbeatable team of a successful politician 
and a shrewd systems analyst, both 
liberals to the hilt, along with the over- 
taxed citizens of Boston, and it is not like- 
ly that the House Officers are going to 
win. 
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Rioting Roosevelt to See Change. |

The Roosevelt Towers public housing 
project returned to normal last week, 
which did not mean either peace or 
change for this scene of racial street- 
fighting in East Cambridge two weeks 


The focus of action did, however, shift 
from the open courtyard of the project to 
closed doors of state and city government. 
One official was chosen for sacrifice, and 
others promised massive rehabilitation as 
an alternative to tearing down the 23- 
year-old tower building which dominates 
the project. 

The decision for reconstruction as op- 
posed to wrecking was announced Thurs- 
day by state Secretary for Community 
Development Thomas Atkins following a 
two and a half hour meeting with city of- 
ficials. It will, said Atkins, likely mean 
emptying of the 96-unit tower building 
while repairs are made, a precedent- 
setting move for public housing. Atkins 
also announced a series of meetings 
among his department, the Cambridge 
Housing Authority, which administers 
the state-owned project, and a soon-to-be- 
formed Towers Tenants Council. 
“Tenants need other avenues of recourse 
beside street fighting,” said Atkins. 

“Tearing down the place wouldn’t 
bother me,” he continued, “It’s just too 
drastic at this time.’’ Atkins conceded,

though, that the threat by Cambridge 
Health Commr. James Hartgering to con- 
demn the tower had “put the heat on” 
government. Hartgering’s threat is one of 
the few examples of political leverage that 
can be used on the Towers, which seems 
to float among an array of city and state 
agencies. 


“The city and state have a responsibili- 
ty to try to make that a decent place to 
live,” said Atkins after admitting the 
project had been poorly designed and the 
state was now “stuck with it.” “It can be 
done,” he said of repairing. “The question 
is will it?” 

Neighborhood residents were quick to 


ask the same question. Wes Profit éf Hard 
Times, an East Cambridge community 
organizing group, said of Atkins’ an- 
os plan, “T’ll believe it when I see

The neighborhood has known similar 
promises before, and as recently as 
January $168,000 in state money was ear- 
marked for the Tower. The apparent 

“‘misplacing”’ of that money led last week 
to the firing of Cambridge Housing 
Authority executive director Reginald 
Guichard who had served for 10 months 
following what was called a nationwide 
search for a director. Observers saw the 
former Oakland, California official as a 
scapegoat, with CHA Chairman Mary 
Castriotti, a political appointee and 
relative untouchable, as the real culprit in 
the inefficiency. 


Cambridge Mayor Barbara Ackerman, 
said when asked if street violence had 
spurred government action. “Things had 
never really settled down there since the 
Largey incident (when Tower resident 
Larry Largey died following his arrest by 
city police). 

“Nothing new happened there last 
week.”

least four guns, drawn and aimed, and a 
report from the Cambridge Police that it 
was all about a bomb factory somewhere 
down there on Pear! Street. 

Bomb factory? Bomb factory. That 
threw a looper through the neighborhood. 
Reported in the Wednesday PM Globe, 
the following day, it caused a stir in a 
community where rubbish on the street 
sets off a dozen phone calls to city hall. 
Pearl Street runs through the heart of 
Cambridgeport, a proud working class 
section caught between Mass. Ave and 
the River and squeezed at both ends from 
Harvard and MIT. It’s been an active 
area for real estate speculators but still as 
many people own as rent. The curate at 
Blessed Sacrament church on Pearl 
Street said that “If God were a sociologist 
he’d want to live in Cambridgeport. It’s 
got it all; families, young, old, black, 
white, yellow.” It’s also bred more than 
it’s share of Cambridge Police officers and 
gives home today to more than it’s share 
of radical activists. It’s a self-aware 
neighborhood, a hell of a mix, reasonable 
tolerant on all sides, big on beer and full 
of the bustle of little kids. 

Carolyn returned home to her husband 
Torbie, Torbert Jr., son of Congressman 
Torbert MacDonald, a pale slim man 
with a grave serious manner and long 
straw-colored hair, who was sharing 
breakfast with Mike Roach. Torbie, who 
has been at odds with his dad politically 
‘> several years, recently decided. to try 


the old man’s way and announced his 
candidacy for city council on Saundra 
Graham’s radical GRO slate. Roach, an 
old friend, has been working in the cam- 
paign. The two have also been working 
together on the federally-funded Com- 
munity Oriented Policing (COP) program 
in the neighborhood; MacDonald was on 
the planning committee and Roach was 
elected to the community board. Mike 
Roach is a gangly guy who with his grizzl- 
ed beard and lumpy grin looks as if he dis- 
covered the difference between pot and 
Pabst in Vietnam, which he did, and 
decided to alternate rather than switch. 
He’s also a hard working political activist, 
a former regional co-ordinator for the 
Vietnam Veterans Against the War, who 
has spent a lot of time in Cambridgeport 
community organizing. 

Both men, in short, were the sort who 
would be curious and a little offended 
when Carolyn reported that she thought 
there was a cop taking pictures of people 
in the neighborhood. Watergate made the 
paranoids respectable, but these guys 
hadn’t waited for respectability. They 
walked down to take a look. 

“We walked up to the van and saw the 


_ guy there and asked him who he was and 


what he was doing,” said Roach. “His 
mind connected with my wife right 
away,” said MacDonald, “he said right 
off, ‘That girl is crazy. I’m waiting here for 
my girl, she’s going to get off at the bus 
stop over there at one.’ This, mind you, 
was at 10 a.m. and he had apparently 
been there for some time.” Kanaskie was 
still seated in the back of the van with the 
camera, but the two had apparently sur- 
prised him and in the front, between the 


two seats, he had left a clipboard with an 
‘orange pad on it. “I could see that the pad 
was blocked out with time notations and 
very finely written notes on it,” said 
Roach. “I asked about it and he snatched 
it back behind the curtain.” 

“Michael asked him, ‘If you’re a police 
officer, could you please identify yourself 
with an ID?’ said MacDonald, “and the 
guy really got very upset. He yelled, ‘You 
calling me a fuckin’ pig, man? He was 
really upset, said we were harassing him 
and interfering with his civil rights. I told 
him we were concerned because it was a 
high crime area and identified myself to 
him by name, address and occupation 
and said, ‘Hey man, I'd feel a hell of a lot 
better about you if you identified yourself 
in the same way.” After a lot of blunder- 
buss fencing between he and Roach, the 
man identified himself as George Bryant 
of 58 Austin Street, Cambridge, a student 
at B.C. 

Roach and MacDonald then left and 
went back to MacDonald’s home, and, as 
paranoids are wont to do, started check- 
ing. There was no Bryant in the precinct 
street directory for Austin Street and B.C. 
had no such student. “It was obvious the 
guy was lying,” said MacDonald, “so I 
called tip Jim Ball (city co-ordinator for 
the GRO slate), who lives on Pearl, told 
him what had happened and asked him to 
bring his camera and meet us up the 
street.” 

The three met at the corner of Decatur 
and Pearl. A few steps away the red and 
beige VW, was parked but they didn’t 
notice. 

Roach and MacDonald approached the 
van on the street side, Ball walked up the 


sidewalk, all from the rear. “Mike said, 
‘We found out you were lying, now who 
are you? If you’re a police officer identify 
yourself.’ Then he came back, ‘What do 
you mean, lying!’ and we told him we had 
checked out B.C. and the address he had 
given us and then he said, ‘So what.’ and 
leaned forward through the curtains and 
Jim started taking pictures,’’ said 
MacDonald. “‘He started saying ‘I’ve got 
my rights’ and then he saw Jim,” said 
Roach, “‘so he pushed out the side door 
and went around the bus to Jim and shov- 
ed him hard. He was a big big guy and we 
didn’t want to mess with him so I said, I 
was right behind him, I said: ‘Hey, there 
is no need for physical stuff, no one is 
threatening you.” 

Kanaskie said later that he had felt sur- 

rounded and threatened at this time, 
although standing about 190 lbs., he 
could check them all out for bald spots. 
Ball, for one, wasn’t surrounding anyone. 
“He didn’t want me near him and I had 
no desire to crowd him. No kiddin’, he 
was big.” All this took maybe five seconds 
and suddenly there was the sound of run- 
ning feet and up behind Ball comes this 
guy in a track suit. 
' “This body hit me in the back of the 
shoulder, knocking me off balance,” ex- 
plained Ball, “and this guy grabs the 
camera, which I’ve got around my neck, 
lifts it with both hands ‘and yanks it 
downward, breaking the strap..

swollen. “I started to go down, but I 
grabbed his leg. He kicked me off and 
started running, me right behind him.

And this 
blond guy I’m chasing is in the middle of 
the street saying, ‘Ok motherfucker, let’s 
see how tough you are.” 

MacDonald and Ball came around the 
corner as the two cars screeched into one 
of those FBI Story “V” roadblocks and 
the guns started waving. There were three 
or four pre-teen kids gawking from the 
sidelines, Roach stood there like Ozyman- 
dias in the desert, rigid and yelled: 
“‘Torbeeeeeeeee!” 

“The guy with my camera moved 
behind these guys and was trying to figure 
out how to open it,” said Ball, who had 
come up behind Roach, whose beard was 
by this time covered with blood. “He yell- 
ed to me, Tell me how to open this fucking 
thing or I’ll smash it! I said ‘I don’t know. 
It isn’t mine, it’s borrowed.’ Mike said 
‘What’s going on? Is this some kind of 
police state? and the guy with my camera 
said ‘You're fuckin’ right, Jack!’ He even- 
tually got the camera open and ripped out 
the film, then he gave me back the 
camera.” 

Roach stood there repeating ‘Who are 
you guys? What is this? Are you cops?” 
and both Ball and MacDonald asked 
several times for the men to identify 
themselves if they were police. They were 
ignored. The VW roared down Pearl 
Street behind them. The guns dis- 
appeared and the men started getting into 
their cars. Then down the street came the 
cavalry . . . well, the closest thing 
available. 

Officer Joseph Bellisimo came running 
up Valentine Street, in uniform but 
holding his gun belt in the air. Bellisimo 
had been having lunch at his sister’shouse 
and was off-duty when the commotion 
brought him running. 

One of the men getting into a car — 
“the man who had his gun closest to my 
head,” remembers Roach — turned and 
met the Cambridge officer. He flapped a 
badge wallet and Roach caught the ID, 
Robert J. McCaffery, Special Agent, 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

McCaffery* took Bellisimo aside and 
talked to him while Roach, by this time, 


as the agents would report, ‘‘very 
agitated,” kept asking ‘Joe, who are these 
people?” and pointing to agent Bibel and 
saying he wanted “‘that man’”’ arrested for 
‘assault and battery. Bellisimo served on 
the COP committee with Roach and knew 
him well — mostly through their dis- 
agreements in commmttee discussions. 
After talking with McCaffery, Bellisimo 
took the three men to one side of the street 
and gave them an index card with 
McCaffery’s name on it. He said that he 
hadn’t seen anything happen and that if 
they had a complaint they should “go see 
McCaffery in the J.F.K. Building down- 

wn.” He refused to arrest anyone or 
even to identify agent Bibel.

It hit page one of the morning papers 
and Washington, LA and New York 
started calling — largely because the inci- 
dent involved Congressman MacDonald’s 
son.

NEW YORK — From here on in the 
Red Sox will be locked in a bitter, tooth- 
and-nail fight with the Detroit Tigers for 
second place. In theory, a baseball team 
— even a contending baseball team — 
should be happy to play .500 ball on the 
road, especially if they are the Red Sox 
and play their home games in Friendly 
Fenway. In this case, though, Boston split 
in Baltimore and split in New York and 
their chances of catching the Orioles — 
which were slim to none at the outset of 
this trip — are now approximately zero. 

Justice was served. This_week proved 
once and for all that the Orioles are the 
superior team and that Hekyll and Jekyll 
are for real. Al Bumbry went into the 
series hitting .325 and went 7 for 9; Rich 
Coggins was equally tormenting, especial- 
ly in the field.

Asian governments that permit 
hard drug trafficking to con- 
tinue. The New York con- 
gressman said that the traf- 
ficking was ignored as long as the 
governments in question remain- 
ed “Anti-Communist.” 

Rangle reported that he had 
made a similar tour of Southeast 
Asia two years ago and had 
found that U.S. military leaders 
were then more concerned about 
heroin than they are today. He 
said that he had found a 
widespread increase in heroin 
addiction among American 
troops stationed in Asia — and 
predicted that these men will 
soon return to the United States 
“to join our growing domestic 
army of junkies.” 

Rangle charged that the Nixon 
administration is more concern- 
ed with supporting governments 
that are anti-Communist than 
with attempting to combat 
heroin smuggling. The irony, 
said Rangle, is that drug addic- 
tion in American cities is a 
greater threat to the United 
States than is Communism, 
either domestically or abroad. 

Rangle said that he will 
release soon a detailed list of the 
governments in Asia which he 
believes are supporting heroin 
trafficking. He said he will then 
call on Congress to cut off all 
assistance to these governments. 

Rangle is a former assistant 
United States attorney who now 
represents Harlem in Congress. 
He is convinced that a lax 
government policy toward drug 
trafficking has resulted in a high 
level of heroin addiction in his

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The Legend of Muhammad Ali Still Lives

You do not see a prizefight so much as 
you hear and feel it. “Hey, you butcher 
boy, hey you butcher boy kid!”” The un- 
even melody of crowd noise is much like a 
small sailboat being carried along by 
violent storm waves, calming for the 
clinches, rising up by gasp for the big blow 
that misses, rocking and weaving like a 
drunk for sustained flurries. “C’mon boy, 
c’mon get some blood on those gloves!” 


The most powerful sound in Boston 


Garden last Monday night for the 
“Revenge Battle of Broken Jaw” between 
Muhammad Ali and Ken Norton, though, 
was the sound of silence. Moments after 
the 12-round fight ended, a ring an- 
nouncer with powder-blue tuxedo and 
razored hair who couldn’t carry Johnny 
Addie’s bow tie informed us that the fight 
had been scored a split decision. The 
Garden crowd, vociferously pro-Ali, 
groaned, then quickly quieted. They sens- 
ed their man had lost. 

One judge, the ring announcer said, had 
scored it 6-5 for Ali (even rounds were not 
figured into the tabulation). The other 
judge had it 6-5 for Norton. The an- 
nouncer, holding onto the moment as 
hard as he could, paused and looked at 
the last card in his hand. The Garden 
hush was so huge you could almost hear 
the footsteps of Garden rats scurrying 
across the floor. Whomever referee Dick 
Young had given the most rounds would 
be the winner. 


We never really heard what the an- 
nouncer said (“Referee Dick Young scores 
the fight seven rounds to 
Muhammad Ali!’’), only 
witnessed the sweet spactacle of Ali rais- 
ing two tired arms and being hugged 
almost immediately by Norton. His con- 
certo was still unfinished. Music was still 
playing, faintly. The legend lived. 

The night itself, from start to finish, 
was one of the rare ones that only boxing 
can provide. The Garden on fight night 
becomes a place foreign to what it is on 
any other night of the year. 

There are two crowds that show up for 
any closed circuit showing of an Ali fight. 
First, there are the purists, the 
traditionalists, who regard these too few 
evenings as a way of returning to a 


different time. These are people who still ' 


dress up for fights, and dress up loud. 
Their suits are red and their shirts are 
white-on-white-on-white; they do not br- 
ing their wives. They smoke cigars and 
their shoes are shined and their hair is 
slick. 

Then, of course, there are the people 


who come only to experience Ali. Many of - 


them are not even fight fans. They are 
there to appreciate the genius (or what is 
left of it) of Ali, to reinforce by gut their 
understanding of who and what he is. 
These are Bloods, hard street people with 
lilting smooth jive. The heels of their 
boots are big, but their strut is bigger. 


These are people who wouldn’t know 
Carmen Basilio from Carmen Miranda, 
but they have whipped out $8 and $10 all 
the same. They come because they know 
that when Ali wins, then they somehow 
win. And they know that if he loses, they 
lose too, as if his plight, his dance, is 
woven inexorably into their own. 


Decent Live Card 


Sam Silverman had, as usual, come up - 
with a decent live card to keep his 
customers satisfied while waiting for the 
main event from the Forum in Inglewood, 
Cal. Tony Licata, a 21-year old 
welterweight from New Orleans fought 
the feature live bout, and continued to do 
very well in Boston. He registered a ninth 
round TKO over Luis Vinales, who had 
recently fought Licata to a draw in New 
Orleans.

The win brought Licata’s 
professional record to 35-0-3, and was 
registered much to the delight of one 
Willie Pep, who Monday was in Licata’s 
corner for the first time. 

Pep was in his frenetic element after 
the fight, moving around the dressing 
room on his toes as though still in the ring, 
going up to his fighter and whispering 
things, uttering nonsensical remarks like 
“No smoking in the dressing rooms, boys, 
Buy war bonds” and then breaking into 
high-pitched laughter.

Agents Peril 
Case Against 
Weathermen 


It would appear that the wh? 


government has completely 
blown its prosecution case 
against the Weather un- 
derground — thanks to illegal 
activity on the part of govern- 
ment agents. 

According to documents filed 
in a Chicago criminal court, the 
F.B.I. has admitted to illegally 
tapping the phone lines of the 
S.D.S. in Chicago for an eight- 
month period between 1969 and 
1970. The F.B.I. admits that 
during this period, many of the 
alleged leaders of the Weather 
underground — including Mark 
Rudd — used the tapped 
telephones to call their at- 
torneys. 

The Weather underground is a 
splinter group of S.D.S., which 
the Justice Department has ac- 
cused of coordinating a series of 
bombings across the United 
States. Fifteen alleged members 
of the group have been indicted 
in Detroit. 

According to the F.B.I. papers, 
the bureau tapped the telephone 
lines of S.D.S. headquarters on 
West Madison street in Chicago, 
andoverheard literallythousands 
of phone ‘conversations. While 
admitting to eight months of 
phone tapping, the F.B.I. releas- 
ed only 11 days of actual phone 
logs; but in that 11-day period 
alone, the bureau confirmed 
listening in on over 500 calls. 

Detroit federal judge Damon 
Keith, who ordered the reports 
from the F.B.I., is also deman- 
ding a similar report from nine 
other federal agencies — in- 
cluding the so-called White 
House plumbers group. 

Later this month, Judge Keith 
is expected to rule on weather 
government activity was illegal 
and whether there are grounds, 
therefore, td throw the 
prosecutions’ cases out of court. | | 

Keith has also demanded 
background information from 
the government concerning a 
series of bizarre burglaries 


case — break-ins which occurred 
at defense offices in Detroit, 


Chicago, San Francisco and New 
York — ZODIAC News Service.

Give credit to the Yankees. They hadn’t 
scored a run off Moret in 22.1 innings this 
year, and on Wednesday night they scored 
one on a Ron Swoboda homer — his first 
of the year — in the seventh inning.

Veale struck out Fred Stanley to make 
it 4 straight K’s. Then, not with a bang 
but a whimper, bip-bip-bip. Chip-shot 
singles by Clarke, White, and Murcer; the 
three Yankees hit the ball with such 
authority that it sounded like somebody 
was shooting a cap pistol in the bleachers, 
but they got the run home and that was 
the game and that was the season. 

But it is nothing short of miraculous 
that this race remained a fight for as long 
as it did. As the season unfolded, it 
became clear that the Red Sox, in addi- 
tion to the injuries that beset them 
throughout the year, simply were not — 


not by a long shot, CF. their wretched 
performance against Detroit in the season 
series — the best team. In terms of talent, 
in point of fact, they might not even be se- 
cond best in the Eastern Division. 

But more crucially, Baltimore is by far 
the more talented club, a fact people who 
assumed that September would find Earl 
Weaver managing Al Bumbry, Rich 
Coggins, and Enos Cabell into fourth — or 
even fifth — place for a jail cell have now 
come to recognize. With the exception of 
Jim Palmer, the Orioles’ pitching staff 
effected what was for them a collapse, yet 
man-for-man they still come up with a 
better record than the Sox’ pitching. 
When you consider that it was ac- 
complished with a minimal contribution 
from Ear! Williams, for whom the Orioles 
traded (a) their first-string catcher, (b) 
two pitchers, including a 20-game winner, 
and (c) the major league home run leader, 
the strength — and the depth — of the 
Orioles becomes apparent. Despite a 
season of managerial gaffes, the mere fact 
that Eddie Kasko had the Red Sox in con- 
tention within ten days of the equinox 
ought to make him a candidate for 
Manager of the Year.

The Ali-Norton affair was like the first 
draft of a play — — rough, flashy in parts, 
uneven in plot and needing a lot of work.

It looked 
strange to the audience, but even stranger 
to Ali. . 

By the seventh round, Norton was hit- 
ting Ali with everything, moving him 
from corner to corner with a brutal body 
attack. Ali began to hold on at every op- 
portunity. He was dancing less and less 
now, standing flatfooted, an old and tired 
Villella. 


But suddenly, in the ninth and tenth’ 


rounds, Ali began to fight. He would meet 
Norton in the middle of the ring and they 


would slug it out, Everlast-to-Everlast. 

As it turned out, Ali won the fight in the 
final round. The judge who scored it 6-5 in 
his favor admitted afterwards that he had 
it 5-5 going into the round. And what a 
round it was! Ali, as he had in the first 
round, called back all his youth and guile. 
His attack was vengeful and two-fisted. 
The mouthpiece was bared as in snarl for 
the first time in a very long time. He 
would not go out here, not go out to Ken- 
ny Norton. Perhaps he did not have 
enough left for Foreman. But not here. 
Not yet. 

I scored the fight 6-5 Ali. But that is 
because I am as unwilling to let him go as 
he himself is. He was a man, an athlete, 
who stood big-head and wide shoulders 
above the 1960s, a conceited, mischievous 
black archangel. He should be allowed to 
leave his sport in his own way. In style. 

But from now on, it would be best if he: 
followed the advice of Willie Pep, who. 
says: 

“You can’t take no chances with a 
rankin’ guy.”

thing was when he suddenly stopped in 
mid-phrase. 

.unless. . .unless, they somehow 
thought. . Jeesus!” Humaz led me into 
his back storeroom and pointed to the 
stack of six boxes against the wall. The 
boxes were nailed together into a shelfing 
arrangement. On the end of each was 


stenciled in black: ‘“TNT”’ in bold letters. 


“50 lbs.”” along with a box number, a lot 
number and a packing date — all the box- 
es were dated in the summer of 1943. On 
one side was stenciled ‘‘From Penn- 
sylvania Ord. Works U.S. 
Williamsport, Penna.’’ On the other 
side: ‘‘HIGH EXPLOSIVES’’ 
“DANGEROUS” and the packing date 
and lot number again. 

Humaz, still just making the connec- 
tion, was caught between a curse and a 
laugh. He settled for a big grin and told 
me the history of the boxes as he had been 
told it. Last June, Roy Miller, the 
neighborhood electrician, gave up his 
business and retired to Florida. “Miller 
Electric” had been a neighborhood land 
mark since before the war. In 1945, Miller 
had bought several dozen of the old 
wooden TNT boxes from a guy in Quincy 
for 17 cents a piece and had nailed them 
together into shelfing and used them to 
store his supplies. 

When Miller gave up the business, he 
sold his in-house stock to another electri- 
cian, Robert Scelzi, who has been clean- 
ing out the supplies, knocking down the 
box shelves and throwing them out they 
went along. 

“We unloaded Miller’s stock bit by 
bit,” explained Bob Scelzi, ‘‘we’d send a 
crew of two or four guys over there two, 
three, four nights a week and they’d work 
at sorting out his stuff for a little while 
before they went home for the night. We 
just stretched it out. And we threw out the 
boxes as we went along.” For a while, ap- 
parently, there was a stack of smashed 
TNT boxes piled alongside the building 
before Scelzi called in a disposal company 
to cart it away. And even then, over the 
next couple of weeks, there was a smashed 
TNT box in the neighborhood rubbish. 
Humaz saved just a few of the boxes for

Michael Roach, Torbert MacDonald 
and James Ball visited the Boston FBI of- 
fice Tuesday afternoon with their at- 
torney Lewis Gurwitz. Special Agent 


McCaffery was too busy to see them, but. 


they told their story to agents Robert 
Smith and Lawrence Gilligan, Jr. Gilligan 
and Smith told them that they had ab- 
solutely no information on the incident 
and could not identify the agents. in- 


volved. Later that afternoon, James 
Newpher, Special Agent-in-Charge at the 
Boston FBI office told Gerwitz that his of- 
fice had investigated the story his clients 
had given and concluded that there was 
“no basis for complaint.” 

Later that afternoon, Congressman 
MacDonald who had been barraged with 
calls from the media, called the FBI 
headquarters in Washington and was told 
that there was a full internal investigation 
of the complaints in progress and that he 
would be appraised of the results. 

The following day, Gerwitz brought 
Roach, MacDonald and ball over to Cam- 
bridge District Court where they asked for 
criminal complaints against the six 
agents involved for assault and battery, 
assault, and assault with dangerous 
weapons (guns). 

Last Wednesday and Thursday, a hear- 
ing took place at the court before judge 
Lawrence Felony. A hearing for issuance 
of complaint is usually a simple matter, 
usually before a clerk of court rather than 
a judge. At issue is whether there is 


probable cause to believe that a crime has 


been committed — rather thanto actually 
judge whether there has been a crime. 
Felony, however, turned it into a full- 
fledged trial — of Roach MacDonald and 
Ball. Officer Bellisimo testified that he 
had seen the whole confrontation. He said 
that it had been he, rather than Bibel, 
who had removed the film from the 
camera. He also swore that there had 
been no guns drawn in the affair: Agents 
Kanaskie, Bibel and Thomas C. Deans 
also testified that there had been no guns 
drawn. 

Every kid and every grandparent on 
Pearl Street says that three FBI agents 
and one Cambridge police officer lied un- 
der oath. 

Judge Felony refused to issue any com- 
plaints against the agents and declared 
the case closed. “I think,” said the Judge, 
“that law enforcement agents have a right 
to protect their operations from in- 
terference, frustration. Whether they did 
it in an ideal way as regards Kanaskie and 
Bibel is another question.” Not a ques- 
tion, he said, that he was willing to have 
brought into court...

Malcolm X, H. Rap Brown. 

There have been repeated threats on 
my life, six or seven phone calls recently. 
I’m told I have a limited time to live. Four 
pigs at the trial (for the murder of Jamal) 
told me I would be the next to go. But. 
they were so oinkish, they were 
phonetically out of harmony with my 
ears. 

The pigs have an erroneous notion of 
our structure. They think we have one 
leader and if they get him they can crush 
us. 
The police raids on our headquarters 
are a very dangerous situation from our 
point of view. So far they’ve been very 
cowardly. They always come when no 
one’s there. But one of these days they’ll 
come when people are there and we think 
we are justified in stopping that kind of 
fascist harassment in any way. 

TBP: Could you describe your ac- 
tivities? . 

Sharriff: We have a number of different 
functions because of the problems of the 
black community. We’ve been operating 
the Crime Clock for about a year now. We 
patrol the Dudly Station area on the Ist 
and 15th of each month, (the days welfare 
recipients receive their checks). The high 
rate of rip-offs has stopped. And it’s the 
Boston Police who are doing the most 
protesting as we become effective. They 
don’t want their pay roll threatened and 
they. know we have dealt with drug 
pushers who are destroying the moral 
fibre of our communities. 

TBP: How do you deal with them? 
Sharriff: For security reasons I don’t 
want to get into that. I’m not talking 
about the blood on the street who is also 
the victim. Not too long ago, about four 
months, there was a reign of terror against 
black businesses who refused to carry the 
number. Quite a few were burned out. We 
had to stop that if it meant breaking 
necks and busting heads. Our effec- 
tiveness shows the community is 
desperate for an alternative (to the 


police). 


We also have a security call for people 
whose homes are broken into. If people 
call immediately we have a 95 percent 
rate of return. We have unit squads who 
are on immediate alert. The number to 
call is 445-2711. 

We’ve organized self-defense blocks. I 
don’t want to reveal the streets because 
we’ve been harassed on the one block we 
did publicize. A couple of days ago an 
elderly black lady told us since De Mau 
Mau organized her block she felt she 
could walk down the street and almost 
felt she could leave her door unlocked. 

Soon we hope to open a school for black 
children. It will be our answer to the 
Boston Public Schools which only curtail 
the development of black people. ~ 


TBP: How do you differ from the 
Panthers? 

Sharriff: First in a qualitative sense. 
Although the Panthers had many ‘Nam 
veterans, 95 percent of the De Mau Maus 
have been in Vietnam. That means we 
constitute a real people’s force. We 
believe that war is politics in its extended 
form and the pigs understand that. The 
Panthers made a good contribution but I 
hope we'll be in existence longer. 


TBP: Could you describe De Mau 


Mau’s ideology? 
Sharriff: We’re nationalists. Our objec- 
tive is pan-Africanism, the total libera- 
tion and unification of Africa. 
Nkrumahism speaks to the unity of all 
African people, black folks coming 
together regardless of geographical boun- 
daries. On the community level it means 
community unity for liberation from com- 
munity colonialism. Our slogan is that the 
question of nationhood is not a question of 
geography but of color. Nkrumah pointed 
this out in his writings. Through slavery 
blacks in this country have been coloniz- 
ed. When we talk about struggle we talk 
about national liberation. But it’s a mis- 
take to think we can unify all blacks. 
Some are too bourgeoisified, Brother 
Malcolm called them house niggers, and 
we can’t work with them. 

TBP: Why do you call yourself political 
commissar? It sounds like refurbished 
Stalinism. 

Sharriff: We do view ourselves as 
socialists, but not Marxist-Leninists. 


They didn’t corner the market on 
socialism. We reject European values but 
we accept the universal truths of 
Marxism-Leninism. Out word is Ujamaa, 
the African word for socialism. Literally it 
means the extended family. We took our 
name from the African freedom fighters, 
the Mau Mau and added the “De” to 
show how we derived the name. 

We don’t believe as Marx claimed that 
you need a well developed proletariat for 
the revolution to come about. The issue is 
no longer just capitalism but racism. 

We don’t do any heavy studies of the 
Red Book. We study Nkrumah, Kamil 


' Gibral, Malcom X. Malcolm X was a 


great influence. I had the good fortune to 
be around him in 1964. If it weren’t for 
him I would probably be still shooting 
dope. 

We see the revolution as a process. It’s 


- not a thing to come some time in the 


future, it’s going on right now. The repres- 
sion is a manifestation of that. It moves 
through stages; now we’re dealing with 
the political stage — winning the people 
over. 

We're not non-violent on any level. 
We're in the midst of a war so I carry a 
weapon. We don’t advocate terrorism — 
only counter-terrorism, like the beautiful 
warrior in New Orleans who stopped a 
whole city single handed (he holed up on 
the roof of a downtown building with a 
gun). We made him our Minister of 
Defense. 

TBP: What is your attitude to whites, 
to sympathetic whites? 

Sharriff: We’re not racists. We’re the vic- 
tims of racism, we understand it so well 
we couldn’t model ourselves on that bar- 
baric pattern. But that doesn’t mean 
we're integrationists. We believe we have 
the right to independence and we’re not 
talking about coming hat in hand. 

Progressive people can help us by 
spreading word about us and financially 
we need help to create alternative in- 
stitutions. Because we do view ourselves 
as a nation we accept foreign aid. 


TBP: Would you talk about your own 
life? 

Sharriff: I don’t want to focus on myself. 
De Mau Mau says our personal life is our 
political life. It was the conditions of 


repression that created me as a 
revolutionary. I have not been to Vietnam 
but was in and out of prisons all my life. 


Last week De Mau Mau made a quick 
appearance at a rally - largely white - sup- 
porting the Attica defendants. It was an 
appeal for a show of force at the court 
they have encountered, an appeal for a 
chow of force at the court appearance of a. 
De Mau Mau the next morning. 


Their public stance is militaristic, 
ultra-tough. Dessaline spoke for the 
group, flanked dramatically by two body 
guards oneither side. Until it was time to 
speak they held themselves apart from 
the demonstration and left immediately 
afterwards. During the talk the body 
guards stood stiffly, hands behind back, a 
stick under the arm, marines guarding a 
base. And although Dessaline said he was 
“petitioning” the group for support, he 
didn’t want it to sound like it came easy. 
“Personally I don’t believe I will see these 
faces tomorrow. I’m afraid a lot here are 
infantile leftists, armchair 
revolutionaries, and a whole lot of 
doodoo.”’ 


In a way De Mau Mau language and 
manner seem slightly out of date, late six- 
ties in a decade that has turned its back 
on the Vietnam War, the outrage and 
anger it provoked. But in a more real 
sense they are a legacy of that war, blacks 
radicalized by the war and more impor- 
tant perhaps, by what they found when 
they came back. What makes them so 
terrifying to the peoplewhosent them over 
to Vietnam is that they are the nightmare 
turned flesh. Young blacks returned, still 
armed with the skills they learned to kill 
Vietnamese, their energy undiminished 
by the struggles of the movements here in 


_the sixties, struggles they missed out 


there in the rice paddies. Former G.L.s, 
mostly poor with little formal education, 
their anger has not had a chance to be co- 
opted by the hope The New York Times 
held out in their infinite part series on the 
advancement of a few blacks over the last 
decade. 
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Bi-Centennial May Be:.a Non-Centennial

Bingo! Everybody’s happy. Sarge no 
longer has the Sierra Club calling him up 
every second Tuesday to ask him what’s 
up with the Harbor Islands plan, the 
senators and representatives from Lenox 
and Pittsfield have something to fill up 
those weekly newsletters to their con- 
stituents, White has his mandatory piece 
of the action, and even Richard Barringer 
looks busy. The Corporation is coming to 
town. 

Remember all those hot rumors about 
bicentennial local arts programs, 
elaborate plans for turning the whole city, 
the whole state for crissakes, into one 
huge celebration, for the generation of a 
true and meaningful grassroots awareness 
of what this country was and should be? 
Forget it, man. What you see is what you 
get. The political whims and exigencies of 
the Massachusetts legislature have once 
again managed to underwhelm all opposi- 
tion by sheer natural force of inertia to 
supply us instead with two parks promis- 
ed years ago. But things could have been 
worse. They could have given us a 
highway. 

Sometime this week $1874, (formerly 
$1819, if you’re keeping score), a bill call- 


ing for the creation of The Massachusetts 
Bi-Centennial Corporation, will be passed 
by over a two-thirds majority of the 
legislature and become law.-Therein lies a 
tale, a dictum, and a death, Here’s how it 


The Massachusetts Bi-Centennial 
Commission was originally set up in 1963 
to allow sufficient time for proper plan- 
ning and subsequent action to be taken to 
ensure a fitting celebration of our coun- 
try’s Big Birthday in 1976. Naturally, the 
Commission lay dormant for about nine 
years except for a steady flow of press 
releases and various other dribs and drabs 
of bureaucratic justifications for ex- 
istence. Earlier this year, the Com- 
mission’s halcyon days came to an abrupt 
end when Sen. Chester Atkins (D-Acton) 
and Rep. Vinnie Piro (D-Somerville) 
started beefing about the fact that 1976 
was almost upon us. They were awarded 
control of the existing facilities such as 
they were, and told to do something, 
anything, with them. They promptly ap- 
pointed an executive director, Richard 
Barringer, and hoped for the best. 

The Bi-Centennial Commission began 
to take shape rapidly under Barringer’s 


direction, and soon began to cast about 
for something tangible to latch on to. 
Since there was little or no funding 
available for the Bi-Centennial on either 
the Federal or the State level, the project 
would necessarily have to be something 
cheap. Ideally, it would also be something 
(a) highly visible, (always at the nexus of 
any political action), and (b) permanent, 
so that someone’s name could be attached 
and the whole project could be pointed at 
from time to time in future campaigns. 
Also, it would have to generate further 
bureaucratic paper flow, and should 
provide employment opportunities for 
friends and constituents of the various 
people involved. 


On The Back Burner 


Running parallel to the above situation 
were two back-burner ideas that had been 
floating along in Beacon Hill’s peculiar 
equivalent of Limbo for quite some time, 
ideas that occasionally rose from the dead 
to irk the Governor and his people. The 
first was a plan originally drawn up by the 
Massachusetts Area Planning Council to 
set up inexpensive recreational facilities 


on the islands in Boston Harbor. These 
would include fishing piers, walking 
trails, markers, rehabilitation of old for-: 
tifications, and so on. At any rate, the gist 
of the plan was to increase recreational 
possibilities within easy reach of the three 
million or so peons in the Boston 
metropolitan area. Well, all right, it’s 
hard to knock any kind of plan to de- 
pollute that region, no matter how skimpy 
the rehab project may be. The Mayor lik- 
ed it, too. 


The second plan was one that had been 
developed over the course of the years by 
the State Department of Natural 
Resources aimed at “preserving and 
protecting 20,000 acres of the Holyoke 
Mountain Range, one of the Com- 
monwealth’s last unspoiled wilderness 
areas’. This part of the package was a sop 
for the western part of the state, which 
lacked the political muscle of White & 
Co., but still had enough votes to rapidly 
decease any bill leaving them out totally. 

Somewhere along the line, no doubt ina 
little room filled with cigar smoke and 
other odiferous commodities, some smart 
cookie got the bright idea to dump both of

ON SEXISM 


To the Editor: 

I have just finished Deborah 
Holzel’s “Trials of a Single 
Woman at Home & Abroad,” 
(Phoenix, August 21) which I 
found very moving. 

Its effect on me, in fact, was 
very similar to what I experienc- 
ed in response to Karen Lind- 
say’s devastating article some 
months ago on her experiences as 
a victim of the ‘‘sexual 
revolution,” and to the way I 
reacted to the accounts of rape 
and its effects in the Phoenix 
and elsewhere: an overwhelming 
feeling of guilt that I could have 
done in fantasy what other men 
have done overtly. 

This oppressor’s guilt can be 
legitimately exploited by 
women, inside the Movement 
and out, in gaining the dignity, 
sense of humanity, and oppor- 
tunity they aspire to. The Civil 
Rights Movement achieved its 
greatest success through its 
ability to exploit the oppressor’s 
guilt feelings of white people. It 
is the principle that Ghandhi 
perceived: the victim must turn 
the violence of the victimizer 


back on him, not by reciprocal or 
increased violence, but by 
forbearance, love, and 
forgiveness. The vicitimizer 
must be brought to self-hatred 
and moral revulsion by the 
violence that underscores the 
gap between his actual behavior 
and relationship toward the vic- 
tim, on the one hand, and his 
avowed attitudes on the other, in 
a word, by his hypocrisy. 

I am not advocating submis- 
sion to rape and complaisance in 
the face of repeated attempts at 
seduction. On the contrary, the 
first step toward the kind of love 
— perhaps charity is a better 
word — I advocate is a sense of 
self-love and of the inviolability 
of one’s own person. 

But it seems to me the answer 
to Holzel’s feeling that she is 
“trapped by my own anger”’ is 
not to be angry. Sexism is a 
moral disease, the result of a 
craving that is partly 
physiological, partly psy- 
chological, partly political, and 
partly social in its genesis. One 
would not think of abusing an 
alcoholic or a heroin addict who 
asked for money; one might not 
be able to help, but a stream of 
invective would seem misplaced. 

Similarly, I think the abuse 
Holzel responded to an un- 
welcome approach with, on 
Cambridge Common, was mis- 
directed. In the event, it was also 


counterproductive and 
dangerous, but that is beside the 
point. The point is, the answer to 
the “men who hate and fear 
women” is that “perfect love 
casteth out fear.” 

I am advocating, I suppose, a 
kind of non-violent response to 
sexism that recognizes that men 
as well as women are trapped by 
their own anger, by a set of social 
and economic arrangements that 
victimize both sexes. I think we 
should recognize that the men 
whose assaults and approaches 
leave Holzel and other women 
feeling frustrated, helpless, and 
bereft of dignity, are themselves 
frustrated, unable to help 
themselves, and continually 
sacrificing dignity to sex. 

It would be insane to argue 
that men do not benefit from the 
sexist arrangements of our socie- 
ty; of course we do. But we also 
suffer from the limitations sex- 
‘ism places on women, on society, 
and on ourselves. We live in a 
world in which men and women 
fail to realize their potential as 
human beings. We live in a world 
where women and men are 
treated as objects, as ‘“‘a piece of 
meat” in Holzel’s phrase. We 
live in a world in which the 
relationships between men and 
men, women and men, and 
women and women are super- 
ficial, artificial, and commercial. 

We, like the women we vic- 


timize, live in a world where hate 

and fear and anger take the place 

in the human heart that would 

be filled with love, respect, and 
serenity. Pity us.

There were ob- 
vious limitations on time, money, co- 
operation, and expertise...My respon- 
sibility and function here as I see it is 
simply to put necessity into perspective 
with the hope that together we can steer a 
beautiful and eminently practical idea 
through the straits of raucous self-interest 
and churning dissension into the safe har- 
bor of compromise.” 

And here’s Atkins, speaking from the 
Senate’s perspective:

The Bi-Centennial was a rare, golden 
chance to restore some vague kind of a 
belief in the philosophy behind all that 
rhetoric, and I might even have listened if 
they hadn’t squandered’ it on just one 
more crummy scheme launched by the 
age-old spoils system.

healthy boost to anyone with an eye on 
higher office.

If they do not come 
out for him he thinks, then either Louise 
Day Hicks or Dapper O’Neil will finish 
first. He’s probably right. 


Thomas A. Sullivan, 838 East 
Broadway, South Boston: 


Thomas Sullivan faded from the City 
Council scene a decade or so ago when he 
lost in a re-election attempt. He has serv- 
ed as the chairman of the City’s Rent 
Board, and has taken an active part in 
other political campaigns, but this is his 
first attempt to get back on the Council 
since he left it. His problem the last time, 
he thinks, was his attitude: “I really 
hadn’t developed a commitment to a life 
in politics. I wasn’t sure that I really 
wanted to be Mayor, like every other 
Councillor.”’ Now, though, he knows that 
he wants to be a politician, or at least, a 
Councillor. 

Sullivan wants to take power out of 
City Hall and give it to the 
neighborhoods. He would set up district 
councils which would determine 
neighborhood priorities in fields like 
Parks and recreation and Public Works. 
These councils would have the power to 
levy taxes for local purposes, and would 
have some of the power of the City Coun- 
cil. Sullivan will not express a preference 
for one School Committee plan, but wants 
to see a referendum on the matter next 
year. 

“The Coleman report tells us that the 
single most important factor in deter- 
mining school success is who you go to 
school with,” Sullivan points out. The ex- 
odus of the affluent from the city bothers 
him, because he would like to see a good 
socio-economic mix in the schools. 

Most of all, he thinks that what he calls 
“the aura of fear’ which is infesting the 
city must be dispelled. The city’s morale, 
as he sees it, is shot to hell. He thinks the

Christopher Iannella, 14 Jaeger 
Terrace; Incumbent: 


“The first thing we have to do is to in- 
spire confidence in the Boston resident 
that costs will no longer go up, that the 
tax rate will not only be stabilized but 
that the Mayor will bring it down,” says 
Christopher Iannella. 

The Mayor figures prominently in 
Christopher Iannella’s analysis of the 
city’ s problems. “The administration 
isn’t geared to the problems of the City,” 
he says. ‘“‘White is more geared to going to 
Kansas City to make a big speech so that 
(Boston Globe columnist Robert) Healy 
will write a big article. Is that what we 
have a Mayor for, so he can get national 
recognition? What the hell has he been 
geared to outside of giving a good image to 
the press?’”’ The Mayor has supported 
Park Plaza, which Iannella calls ‘“‘a 
political fiasco which benefits a few of his 
friends and who the Hell knows who else 
— all of it to the detriment of the 
neighborhoods.” 

The next job for the city, as Iannella 
sees it, is to “‘stop trying to build concrete 
monuments like Park Plaza. The 
neighborhoods have suffered long 
enough.” Perhaps the one piece of legisla- 
tion with which Iannella is most closely 
identified at the moment is his Urban 
Homestead proposal, under which the 
City would turn over derelict buildings at 
the nominal fee of $1 to people who 
promise to renovate and live in the 
dwellings. In point of fact, the proposal is 
a direct copy of an idea which is already 
being tried in Philadelphia, but Iannella 
is pursuing the proposition vigorously, 
and has received widespread public sup- 
port. 

Iannella takes a pragmatic view of the 
Council and its relation to the Mayor. 
“The Mayor runs the city,” he says. 
“I'he weakness of the legislative body is 
that’s it’s impossible to get unanimity of 
action among politicians. The executive 
acts alone. He can go. out. and do. . 


soinething. ” Tannella charges that the 
Mayor has failed to make'the city livable 


by ignoring the environment, :failing to 
plant enough grass or build enough parks, 
and allowing the tax rate to rise $90 in six 
years.

Kenneth G. Whelan 688 East 
Seventh Street South Boston: 


East Seventh Street is a long, crowded, 
but pleasant and generally well-kept up 
row of three-deckers that runs from just

Revolutionary War gun emplacements in 


Thomas Park to Columbia Road, near 
Carson Beach. The people there work for 
a living, worry about taxes, and keep to 
themselves by and large. 

In many ways they are among the most 
powerless politically in the city. Most of 
the politicians whom South Boston sends 
to the various legislative bodies are agile, 
adroit, and ambitious types with an eye 
on higher office and little else. The state 
rep or the city councillor in this part of 
town is a person of immense cachet, 
almost unapproachable, usually as 
respected and deferred to as a Cardinal. 
The people here ask little of their 
politicians, and often they get little. 

Kenneth Whelan is running because he 
feels powerless and unrepresented. 
Whelan is a twenty-five year old union 
pipe-fitter and graduate of Charlestown 
High School. ‘The reason I’mrunning is 
simple,”’ he says. “I’m dissatisfied with 
the services we have in the City of Boston 
and I can do a better job than what’s be- 
ing done. I’vea family in South Boston 
with three children, one in school, two 
getting ready to go to school, The school 
system is in bad shape;the reading level 
is terrible. I have a deep concern over the 
bussing ussue — if it ever comes into 
effect it will be the death of Boston.” 

Whelan cites poor police protection, 
filthy streets, and the plight of senior 
citizens of fixed incomes as his other ma- 
jor concerns. He would give the elderly 
sfree. MBTA rides and reduced -utility 


rates. He would also res sture the City 
Council .to allow*for lection of Coun- 
‘cillors by district, rather than at large. 


Whelan has been running since last 
November, going door to door, addressing 
civic groups, handing out material in 
shopping canters. The people he has talk- 
ed to, he says, tell him that their main 
concerns are busing and the dishonesty of 
most politicians. This is his first try at 
elective office, ‘and thank God for that,” 
be says. “I’m glad I wasn’t a politician 
when this Watergate stuff happened.” 


Gerald F. O’Leary, 1110 Morton 
Street, Incumbent; 


“It has become the common opinion in 
the newspapers that the Mayor is a genius 
and the City Councillors are all stupid. 
Somewhere along the line over the last 
thirty years there have been a couple of 
Councillors who have been smarter than 
the Mayor,” says Gerald O’Leary. 


O’Leary was a state representative 
when he first ran for the Council. He 
switched, he says, because the Home Rule 
Amendment of 1966 gives more power in 
the city. to a CityCouncillor than to a state 
legislator. O’Leary blames the Mayor’s of- 
fice for keeping the Council ‘‘understaffed 
and powerless.” He wants to give the 
Council more power, to make it take a 
more active role in budget making and 
city policies, and to set up district 
legislative bodies in the neighborhoods to 
set local policy. 


O’Leary talks about the ‘‘New 
Populism” and his friendship with Fred 
Harris a lot. “All of the old ways just don’t 
work anymore,” he says, and makes dis- 
paraging remarks about “Big Business, 
Big Labor, and Big Politics’. He is a 
patron of the arts, and a strong supporter 
of local cultural groups. 

All of this makes him look attractive to 
liberals and newspapers, while his sup- 
port of community control wins him votes 
in the neighborhoods. There is no secret 
about O’Leary’s ambitions for higher of- 
fice, and few doubt that someday he will 
climb ne on the ladder.

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Nobody Is What He Says He Is 


The Many Faces of Boston 


By Paul Benzaquin 


I was twelve years on the street for the 
Boston Globe. Let me tell you about my 
city: 

Get off the Freedom Trail, get yourself 
good and lost, then ask where you are; and 
every place will be its own world. 

Get into the South End, and you'll find 
that the entire universe is divided by 
Columbus Avenue. The South End has 
been everything, but at the moment, it’s 
Black, Chicano and Freak, in that order. 
There is fierce neighborhood pride in the 
South End, so don’t be snotty. The 
whores are all on St. Botolph St., where 
they live, and Mass. Ave., where they 
walk. There are substantial Black streets, 
loaded with long-term families who are 
bitter that they have lifted the tone of 
their neighborhood to the timbre that at- 
tracts Whites, who are systematically 
moving into rehabilitated brownstones at 
thrice the rent of the Black neighbors. 

The South End contains Station Four, 
the busiest police station in the world. It 
produces the best cops in the world. 

Never, ever make the mistake of con- 
fusing the South End with South Boston. 
To complicate the difficulty, South 
Boston is more popularly known as 
Southie, and if someone thumbs his 
breast and says it’s Mv Home Town. give 
him room! 

Southie thinks it’s Irish, but it’s 
Lithuanian, and Italian, and Polish — 
and it’s now receiving its Black infusion. 
There is HELL to pay! 

The North End is our Vatican. -It’s 
Italian, and, therefore, Colorful. (The 
sightseeing bus drivers all save “colorful” 
for their description of the North End.) 
The most beautiful apartments in Boston 
are concealed behind the deliberately- 
shabby fronts of houses on streets so 
narrow you can open your window to 
borrow a broom. 

East Boston is also Italian, though it 
bears the same relationship to the North 
End as Paris French bears to Montreal 
French — identifiable, but without class. 

There used to be a marvelous 
microcosm in Boston called the West 
End. It produced a welter of brilliant im- 
migrants of every human flotsam known. 
Martin Lomasney made political history 
by his clamp-tight organization of the 
West End; he’s spinning in his grave like a 
gyro, as he has been ever since the section 
was turned into high rise rabbit warrens 
for well-heeled zombies. 

Beacon Hill is a five-credit course with 
enormous outside reading. The back slope 
is pretty junky, though there are artsy 
craftsy dots here and there. The other 
side, facing the river on one side and 
Boston mon on the other, contains 
The Blood? This is the Land of the Purple 
Doorknob, of brick-sand sidewalks, of 


simulated gas lights, and of Bostonese 
names. People up here don’t fart. 

Beacon Hill dissolves into the Back 
Bay. a name which is a ridiculous admis- 
sion that forbears once filled in the ocean 
to make their city respectable. The Back 
Bay contains the new John Hancock 
Building, tallest plywood structure in 
North America. The Back Bay also con- 
tains students, matriarchs, dirty old men, 
and a fellow who has been riding a bicycle 
from drugstore to drugstore since 1948. He 
checks the booth phones for unclaimed 
dimes and forgotten purses. Buys a new 
bicycle every year. 

Near the core, (as in rotten to the) of 
the city, sprawls the Combat Zone. This 
is Raunchy Town, with the Erectile flicks, 
strippers on their fourth day of a Five-Day 
deodorant pad, and that zonked-out con- 
tradiction in terms, the slow hustler. 


LaGrange Street, in the Combat Zone, 
is for pubic contact, for it has wall-to-wall 
whores. The district is not worth the ex- 
perience of having passed through it. 


Boston is governed by Cambridge, a 
marvelous world totally populated by out- 
rageous people. Cambridge is the Fort 
Knox of brains, but we have over-lent 
them, and they are no longer worth much. 
Cambridge has an unbroken record of 
having produced, since 1933, every major 
Presidential advisor who ever contributed 
to this country’s spiral toward rack and 
ruin. 

You must come to know Roxbury — not 
merely where it is, but what it is. Roxbury 
is an experiment in acquired dignity, 
wrested from those who withheld it, as a 
possession. Roxbury is to Boston as 
Harlem aspires to be to New York. “If you 


‘ could be Black on a Saturday night, you’d 


never want to be White again.”’-I believe 
it. 

You’ve got to feel Boston. and surrep- 
titiously. Here, hypocrisy is a high art. 
Nobody is what he says he is. Nobody can 
afford to be. Boston requires a posture — 
a public declaration of what you say you 
are. So we pose. Poses are our most pop- 
ular forms of communication. 

But wé understand one another. And 
we are gutsy. We pass great laws, and 
terrible ones, but either way, we show the 
country the way to go. In Boston, Harvard 
is thicker than blood, but Northeastern 
comes up with the antibodies. 

Some of our politicians would have to 
borrow money to become two-bit. Every 


national rascal has a Massachusetts root. 


We have a dreadful record of failure by 
credentials, but we hide it under a collec- 
tive pomposity of awesome sweep. > 

The meek shall inherit the earth; but, 
for all their meekness, they shall reject 
Boston.

Neighborhoods: Their 


Rhyme and Reason 


Mass. Pike

Conflicts between 
neighborhoods and institutions 
have dramatically altered the 
face of Boston in the past ten 
years. In the 1960’s, the business 
cémmunity and Mayor John 
Collins united to demolish and 
recreate whole areas of the city. 
Under the red brick of City 
Hall Plaza lie the bones of 
Scollay Square, once a riotous 
area of night clubs, bars, and 
burlesque houses frequented by 
lonely seamen from the 
Charlestown Naval Yard. 

Nearby, isolated tenements, 
the last sticks of the old West 
End, wait for the wrecker’s ball. 
Towering apartment buildings, 
with rents far beyond the means 
of former residents, hold sway 
there now. 

These ‘areas disappeared 
before community awareness 
became a fear of construction 
companies, before environmen- 
tal impact statements and a 
whole bag of new regulations 


caused builders to cry, “Unfair!” 
A change in mayors brought 
benefits for Boston’s 
neighborhoods. In one of its most 
heralded actions, Kevin White’s 
administration created the Little 
City Halls to decentralize 
municipal government by 
localizing city services. 


The North End 


An overview of Boston’s 
neighborhoods might begin with 
one of its oldest, the North End. 
Many Italian families still reside 
here, but the singles population 
has grown. Fears about in- 
creasing crime led some 
residents to form a street patrol 
recently. 

The markets and the churches 
help define life in the North End. 
Foods, both common and exotic, 
tempt the senses on many cor- 
ners. Gourmet cooks scour the 
area for special spices and 
pastas. 


Many residents hold fast to 
their Catholicism. In the 
summer, they block off streets 
for festivals in honor of their 
saints. 

Life goes on around history in 
the North End. Tourists flock to 
the Old North Church, in whose 
belfry Paul Revere spotted the 
signal that sent him speeding to 
arouse the countryside. Some 
visitors climb to the Copp’s Hill 
burial ground, where Cotton 
Mather and the builder of the 
U.S.S. Constitution lie beneath 
the unruly lawn.

Downtown, Beacon Hill 

The Common holds the center 
of many Bostonians’ mental pic- 
tures of their city. Bands play, 
speakers declaim, and athletes 
toss footballs over wary squirrels 
throughout its length. In 1969, 
the first peace moratorium drew 
more than 100,000 protestors to 
the lower Common. 

At the corner of Park and Tre- 
mont Streets stands the center of 
America’s first subway system. 
The original planners were 
worried that the tunnel would be 
too cold in summer, and install- 
ed heaters for the season. 
Present-day riders may find this 
difficult to believe. 

Theaters and movie houses 
line Tremont St., and nearby 
Washington St. holds the in- 
famous Combat Zone. City of- 
ficials speak of ‘“‘containing” the 
Zone as though they were 1950’s 
politicians discussing Red 
China. Night clubs and strip 
joints come to an appropriate 
end at lower Washington St., 
where one can view a movie for a 
quarter. 

The decline of Boston’s water- 
front has finally been halted. Old 
buildings have been scraped 
clean inside to create space for

apartments and_ small 
businesses. The state and the 
city speak of a “walkway to the 
sea”’ from Beacon Hill. The ex- 
pressway, however, limits enjoy- 
ment of the coastline. 

Beacon Hill offers a unique 
mixture of young and old, rich 
and destitute, living within 
blocks of each other. The front 
side of the hill features tree-lined 


streets, old-style lamps, and 
brick townhouses set back from 
the street. The other side, where 
servants of the owners of the 
mansions made their homes, is 
cramped, less photogenic, but 
still charming. Students and 
young working people reside near 


publishers, professors, and 
politicians. Senator Edward 
Kennedy and Mayor White have 


homes at the base of the hill. 
Charles St., famous for its 
shops and restaurants, marks an 
historic boundary of Boston. 
Slightly more than one hundred 
years ago, all the land stretching 
out to Kenmore Square was un- 
der a malodorous marsh crossed 
only by a train and ropewalks. 
Even today, builders of 
skyscrapers such as the lamen-

Back Bay 


The Public Garden, with its 
swan boat rides and fairyland 
bridge, attracts many solace- 
seeking urbanites. The Garden 
was the first land beyond 
Charles St. filled in the late 
1850’s. Beyond it was con- 
structed the central boulevard of 
Commonwealth Avenue, and the 
wealthy of the city took to the 
area with a passion. 

The Depression of the 1930’s 
forced the sale and subsequent 
subdivision of the Back Bay’s 
townhouses. Now several are 
dormitories for colleges, some 
apartments, and others medical 
offices. The Back Bay lists 
students, young working people, 
older professionals, and the 
elderly among its residents. 
Rents are not inexpensive. 

On the other side of the ill- 
designed Storrow Drive, the 
Charles River flows toward the 
west. The Esplanade park 
follows the infested body of 
water to Boston University. Hot 
summer days and nights fill this 
bank with bike riders, strollers, 
and those content to flop down in 
the long grass for a nap. 

Kenmore Square marks one 
end of Boston Proper rather im- 
properly. Some enjoy its 
bookstores, night clubs, ,and 
restaurants, but others complain 
of the constant mendicants, from 
evangelists of Scientology to the 
spare change group. 


Chinatown, Bay Village 
The South End 


Boston’s Chinatown is a small 
community of twisting streets 
tucked into a corner of the 
Southeast Expressway. Noted 
primarily for its restaurants, it 
also holds the Tufts-New 
England Medical Center. 
Residents have traditionally put 
few demands on the city for ser- . 


- vices, and strive to settle civil — 


and marital differences internal- 
ly. 
Nearby, several blocks from 
the Common, the brick 
townhouses of Bay Village 
shelter a small community of 
professionals. The narrow streets 
resemble those of Beacon Hill.

NEW ENGLAND'S LARGEST SINGLE STEREO SHOP 
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Boston Communal Movement Alive and Well

It’s not really ‘‘news’ 
anymore. The media doesn’t 
take note, except when there’s a 
chance for a back-handed slap. 
The number of people involved 
has leveled off, and most of the 
experiments seem to have been 
tried. But the communal move- 
ment in Boston is still alive and 
well. 

That’s the reading from the 
folk at New Communities Pro- 
ject, a unique service organiza- 
tion which has its offices down at 
the Project Place building on 
Rutland Street. NCP has an up- 
to-date card file on the number 
of communes in the area which 
lists 209 such groups, and Ed 
Kartman, who works for NCP, 
figures there are twice as many 
houses as that. There was about 
the same number a year or two 
ago. 

One distinction is important, 
here, to NCP and within those 
who have built Boston’s com- 
munal network: the difference 
between communes and coops. A 
“coop,” for the purposes of this 
article, is simply a group of peo- 
ple who live together to cut down 
on expenses. A “commune”’ is 
defined as a more intentional 
group, a more interpersonally 
heavy attempt at creating an 
alternative to the lonely apart- 
ment and nuclear family. 

But even that definition has 
begun to take second place to a 
more overriding concern, the 
concern to develop a ‘“‘communi- 
ty consciousness,” which is the 
focus NCP has these days. A lit- 
tle bit of history might help un- 
derstanding. 

Those active in the communal 
movement find their historical 
roots in the early American uto- 
pian movement of the mid- 


1800’s. Those communities, built 
either on the charisma of their 
leaders or on great ideals, were 
attempts to create a new society 
by pulling out of the worldly cor- 
ruption of that day. Some of 
them lasted a long time; most 
failed after e few years. 

The current communal wave, 
most agree, got its start in the 
late 60’s an extension of the New 
Politics into the domestic lives of 
those involved in the many-hued 
resistances of those days. The 
blooming came first on the West 
Coast, and had begun to spread 
into the Boston area in 1968 and 
1969. Most of the first communes 
here had either an idealistic or 
political base. 

Suddenly, Boston had a com- 
munal movement. A number of 
houses started to meet together 
for the pleasure of each other’s 
company, and decided to do 
something together. Beansprout 
was started, first as a communal 
food co-op, then as a place to dis- 
cuss the issues which were com- 
ing up as people were trying to 
live together. Before the end of 
the year, Beansprout had to hire 
a hall to hold its meetings in. 

Beansprout also began to feel 
the pressure; there’s a decided 
difference between talking about 
the idea of living together (which 
is what the masses wanted to 
do), and working on the 
problems that arise from actual- 
ly living together. 

Beansprout decided to take 
the route of being a gathering 
place for people who were doing 
the communal trip. New Com- 
munities Project got started to 
serve those who were taking 
more time to make the jump, 
and gradually took over a service 
role for the existing groups. 


The services which NCP 
developed then are still 
available. There are LSD (Life 
Style Discussion) groups for 
those interested in but not com- 
mitted to communal life; rap 
groups for those who have 
problems and questions because 
they are living communally; files 
which provide listings of houses 
looking for people, people look- 
ing for houses, and people look- 
ing for people to start houses. 

An ‘“‘Alternative Family 
Group” exists for those currently 
uninterested incommunal living, 
but who do want to explore 
possible “non-residential sup- 
port networks” (which means 
people who get together for fun 
and fellowship not available in 
normal suburban life). NCP also 
offers a corps of trained 
counselors for communes with 
severe interpersonal difficulties. 
and has groups working on legal 
and economic hassles that affect 
communards. Still another 
special interest group focusses on 
the rural communes. 

Those at NCP have pride in 
their organization. As far as they 
are able to determine, there isn’t 
a similar service institution for 
communes anywhere on the East 
Coast. They are also pleased at a 
recent reorganization which 
shifted the policy power from the 
paid staff to the unpaid 
volunteers. 

But there’s more to NCP and 
the communal movement than 
the array of services and number 
of working groups. The com- 
munal movement’s political 
origins show their influence in 
the goals articulated by the NCP 
staff. 

“I’m not proseltyzing for peo-' 
ple to live communally,” says Ed 


Kartman. “What I’m concerned 
about is that people should live 
less exploitively. I want to see 
people living less hierarchically, 
less individualistically; people 
who are living alternatives to the 
sexism, racism and consumerism 
of the burgeois middle class 
mentality.” 

Abby Rosen, another NCP 
staffer shares a similar concern. 
“I’m more concerned with com- 
munal consciousness than com- 
munal living,” she says. For ex- 
ample: ‘‘Inherent in con- 
sumerism is a person’s need to be 
fulfilled, a fulfillment most seek 
in material things. But if a per- 
son can find that fulfillment in 
non-material things:. . .” Like 


good relations with those you live 


with or next to. 

The communal movement is 
built upon, and not separated 
from the New Politics, but it is 
more concerned with “cultural” 
than “hard” politics. That’s in 
the United States, at least. The 
Rev. Rick Paine, a former NCP 
staffer who went to an inter- 
national conference on the 
“emerging man” in Rome, 1971, 
reports that communes in 
Europe and Latin American 
have a much more rational and 
political approach to their lives 
together. 

What is happening that’s new 
within that movement? From 
the observations of the NCP 
staff, the developments are 
primarily interpersonal. 

Abby sees a greater awareness 
among communal males of the 
importance of getting emotional- 
ly closer to other male com- 
munards. “A lot of work has 
been done on changing sex roles 
and stereotypes,’ she observes. 


‘Women have learned to be close © 


with each other, to support each 
other. In a lot of houses, men 
spend much less time talking to 
each other than to women. 
That’s changing.” 

The interpersonal growth that 
has taken place does not mean, 
however, that ‘communes last 
longer. There’s enough in the 
human race to guarantee 


ls roblems for a long time to come. 
a 


n Weiner. another NCP 
staffer, feels that not too many 
people who have lived com- 
munally return to more isolated 
forms of life style. ““The move- 
ment away from straight society 
is constantly expanding,” he 
feels. “But I still find that people 
living communally get into all 
sorts of phony trips,” he adds. 


There are also problems from 
the outside world. “I’ve always 
felt that if the communal move- 
ment became a real threat to 
middle class society,” offered Ed 
Kartman, “the establishment 
would begin to move against it. I 
try not to be paranoid, but I’m 
beginning to see indications of 
some very concrete opposition.” 


Kartman’s reference was to a 


recent ordinance in western. 


Massachussetts (the town of 
Montague) which restricts com- 
munal life style, and an amend- 
ment to a state law that would 
reduce from 5 to 4 the number of 
unrelated adults who can live 
together without getting a lodg- 
ing license. The amendment and 
restriction has been appealed to 
the Supreme Judicial Court for a 
ruling on its constitutionality, 
Kartman said. If it is not disap- 
proved there, communes in the 
whole state will have to face one 
more hurdle. NCP is preparing 
an assault on the new threat.

cS Flourishing 


By Christopher Fortunato 

Those restaurants which have 
sustained the antagonisms of the 
twentieth century are collective- 
ly one of the best examples of the 
manners and styles our grand- 
parents knew. A fair number of 
these old restaurants still 
flourish in Boston. Some, for- 
tunately, have maintained their 
traditions sufficiently to remind 
us what we have fruitlessly run 
away from; others are in the very 
ambiguous position of changing 
with the times. 

One block down from Tre- 
mont Street, on Stuart Street, 
rests Jacob Wirth’s restaurant. It 
has been in the same location 
since 1868. What strikes me im- 
mediately upon entering is a 
most unusual characteristic for a 
restaurant — the smell of food: 
the rich, uninhibited aroma of 
steamed sauerkraut, broiled fish 
and split beer. 

The decor is plain, but comfor- 
table and unobtrusive. Rows of 
single lights hang down from the 
high ceiling where the yellow 
paint is unravelling itself in 


spots. There is a creeky floor, 
and wooden tables and bentwood 
chairs. Everyone is talking and 
drinking at once. There is 
something festive about this 
place. The simplicity and the 
odors are mesmeritic. I have sat 
here for hours drinking beer. 
Some people, no doubt, wouldn’t 
bring their horse in here, but I 
bring my best friends and they 
enjoy it. 

On one side there is a small 
bar with Dawson’s Ale and Jacob 
Wirth’s Special Dark on tap. 
The serving counter is further 
back, separated from the main 
dining area by a brass railing. 
The waiters glide by to pick up 
their orders, most of which are 
sent up on a dumb waiter, and 
with the least bit of hesitation 
they stack four or five plates on 
each forearm. The waiters, as 
they did years ago, wear black 
coats and long white aprons. 
Although some of them tend to 
be ungracious and surly, they are 
always quick-footed and respon- 
sive.

Try the knockwurst and 
sauerkraut, its the best in town, 
or the lamb stew, or broiled 
mackeral, or the New England 
Boiled Dinner (corned beef and 
cabbage). The food is always 
good and so is the beer. Plan to 
spend $3 or $4 for a full meal. 

Durgin-Park, situated in one 
of the warehouse blocks of 
Haymarket ‘in the shadow of 
Faneuil Hall,’ has through the 
years maintained its popularity 
and traditions. Everyone used to 
dine here from Grover Cleveland 
to Helen Hayes and Thomas 
Wolfe, and judging from the line 
which trails down the stairs and 
back and forth in the hallway, 
everyone still does. 

And they have good reason to, 
for no restaurant is more 
representative of old Yankee 
cooking than this. The Boston 
Baked Beans and Indian Pud- 
ding; if you have never had In- 
dian Pudding, this is the place to 
try it. Its main ingredients are 
granulated corn meal and 
molasses, and it is served hot 
with a scoop of ice cream. 

The fish here is superb. 
Mackeral and scrod both can be 
had for 95 cents. The mackeral I 
had last time was cooked to 
perfection; it was tender without 


being soggy. The roast prime ribs 
of beef come in huge slices, and 
naturally it’s a big favorite, as is 
the leg of lamb which is probably 


the biggest portion you will get~ 


anywhere. 


The menu is sizable and there 


is enough variation for 
everyone’s taste. There are about 
fifteen vegetables to choose 
from. If you are going to have 
lobster, have it here. The price is 
a little less than at most 
restaurants, and the lobsters are 
larger. Most of the prices are in 
the $3 range. 

There are two large dining 
rooms with a smaller one in the 
middle near the serving area, 
which is a jumble of waitresses, 
cooks, steam and sides of beef. 
Most of the tables are large, 
seating 20 persons, and you may 
find yourself sitting next to a 
scholar or a mushroom 
merchant. 

The decor is neat and un- 
adorned. The waitresses are 
always in a hurry. Be nice to 
thern; they might sing a song for 
you. There is plenty of tradition 
in these rooms, and plenty of 
stories to hear, but go to Durgin- 
Park and find out for yourself.

(Haymarket) is a strong entice- 
ment to enter, for just beyond 
your reach is the oyster bar and 
awaiting you in vats of shaved 
ice lie scores of oysters and 
clams. The oyster bar is the 
oldest relic of the Oyster House. 
Legend has it that Paul Revere 
drank his brandy here. 

Sit at the oyster bar if possi- 

ble, or in the dining section 
behind it if it’s not closed off. 
The clams and oysters are 
always fresh and tasty. The food 
is generally good, but not superb. 
Unfortunately, the upstairs din- 
ing room is lacking the charm 
one might expect. Although the 
oyster bar is fun to visit from 
time to time the restaurant as a 
whole has buried its past in try- 
ing to adapt to the times as 
evidenced by the new 1826 
Lounge which is slick and 
overstuffed, hardly deserving the 
appellation ‘Ye Olde.’ 
_ If you get off at the Park Street. 
Station, and walk down near the 
Parker House you will find 
Purcell’s. It fills up with a large 
office crowd at lunch, but that 
shouldn’t prevent you from going 
in if you just happen to be in the 
area. Purcell’s is 63 years old, 
and it doesn’t attempt to appear 
older or younger. 


There is a dining room with 
booths and a cafeteria section. 
There are always a few items on 
the menu, like scallops or stuffed 
cabbage which are good and in 
the $2 range. 

Near Thompson Square in 
Charlestown you will find the 
Warren Tavern which started 
business in 1780, but whatever 
existed of the original tavern has 
been refurbished out of ex- 
istence. The decor is light and 
airy Colonial, but much too prim 
and cultivated for full fledged 
gastronomic antiquarians. 
The food is average, and the 
menu undistinctive — a little 
German food, and fish, but little 
that gets more than the fried or 
boiled treatment. If the food

combined with the Cape Cod 
Resort Hotel atmosphere 
doesn’t put you to sleep, the 
wheezy saccharin music that is 
piped through the walls will. 


Another old restaurant (this 
one is worth trying) is the Bell in 
Hand, between the new City 
Hall and Haymarket. The 
original Bell in Hand was es- 
tablished in 1795, but Progress 
pushed it aside. It has been at 
its present location for only four 
years so don’t expect the genuine 
post-Revolutionary rusticania. 


The bar is decorated nicely 
with old mugs and framed prints 
against a backdrop of red 
wallpaper. There is a wide selec- 
tion of draught beer, 30 cents a 
mug, and a counter where one 
can order a tasty cafeteria style 
luncheon for less than $2. The 
prices are the best attribute of 
this bar/restaurant which has lit- 
tle to offer in the way of tradition 
except its 178 year old name. 


The most splendid place of all 
is the Locke Ober Cafe, es- 
tablished in 1875. After all, what 
other restaurant has painted cor- 
belled ceilings with mahogany. 


Ye Olde aden Oyster roy oyster io tases you back to the old days. 


beams, and Lowenbrau light and 
dark on tap. There are finely 
carved rosettes and cherubs in 
the woodwork encasing the 
frosted mirrors behind the bar. 
Bare lightbulbs drone steadily 
from-the bronze candelabra, 
sparkling on the silver platters, 
and gleaming explosively in the 
mirrors.

Everything is the specialty 
here from Lobster Savannah to 
mashed potatoes, and the mash- 
ed potatoes I had were the best I 
have ever had in my life.

Who Like to Boogie 


By Peter Herbst 

Folk music is a lame shadow of 
its mid-sixties self, and its 
showplaces are almost all gone. 
And almost no one who has 
blundered into his or her twen- 
ties goes to concerts anymore. 
However in Boston-Cambridge 
(and, to an even greater extent, 
New York) there has been, over 
the last several years, a wild-fire 
rate of growth in the number of 
“music clubs,” for want of a 
better word, which feature rock, 
jazz and contemporary acoustic 
music in conjunction with the 
serving of alcoholic beverages or 
edibles of one variety or another. 

These clubs cater to precisely 
those who have sadly watched 
the coffee house die or to people 
who feel self-consciously old at 
rock concerts but still like to 
boogie once in a while. There are 
an awesome number of music 
clubs in the greater Boston area, 
serving any number of needs, 
urges and quests in a variety of 
manners, and the Phoenix lists 
most of them weekly. Among 
these are a group of clubs 
(featuring a select body of groups 
and performers) which make a 
real contribution to the musical 
climate of the area and which are 
especially worth checking out. 
The following is my own, ad- 
mittedly biased, selection of 
Boston’s worthiest clubs, com- 
piled during the last year in the 
course of bar-hopping in the 
guise of music critic for one of 
Boston’s great metropolitan 
dailies. Also included is a discus- 
sion of several local groups who 
perform at these clubs and who 
are unusually interesting. 


Paul’s Mall (733 Boylston St., 
Boston) - One of the few remain- 
ing intown nightclubs in the old 
style, the Mall charges a fairly 
high price (there are always 
minimums) for top-notch, highly 
varied pop acts. For the folk- 
rockers there have been, in the 
past year, Jesse Colin Young, 
Taj Mahal, Joy of Cooking, Ran- 
dy Newman and, most recently, 
the New Riders of the Purple 
Sage, all of whom have done ex- 
tremely well.

Ornette Coleman, George Ben- 
son and more can be heard in the 
company of respectful jazz 
enthusiasts. Top blues acts — 
Muddy Waters, James Cotton, 
Freddie King — also drop in 
from time to time. The 
Workshop is less plastic than the 
Mall and grabs a little less of 
your money, but it is also a little 
bit less comfortable. Then again, 
some say jazz lovers are 
masochists at heart anyway. 


Joe’s Place (1281 Cambridge 3 


St., Cambridge) — An authen- ~ 


blues emporium which seems as 
if it wandered out of the South 
Side for some fresh air and ended 
up in Cambridge. Owner Joe 
Spadafora has devoted himself, 
with all the intensity of a purist, 
to bringing the most important 
blues musicians and groups in 
America to his clubs, and has 
succeeded admirably. In addi- 
tion to ‘‘names” like Junior 
Wells and Buddy Guy, Howlin’ 
Wolf and Otis Rush, Joe’s has in-

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Low Cost Medical Care — 
No One Refused

Clinics and health care centers 
that offer inexpensive or free 
medical services are reluctant to 
advertise. 

Although ad- 
ministrators stress that they will 
refuse no one, they fear that their 
establishments will be over-run 
by both the needy and the 
greedy, the deserving and the 
undeserving.’ 

Boston 

The Boston Evening Clinic, 
314 Commonwealth Ave., brave- 
ly announces its low medical 
fees. Their current admitting fee 
is $10, but a sliding scale allows 
the patient to pay anywhere 
from $2 to $10, according to Ms. 
Ella Smith, assistant director. 

‘“‘We run roughly $11 per 
patient in the red,” she said; 
presently the clinic sustains a 
loss of $20 per patient. “We lose 
a lot of money and many people 
never come back,” she added, 
“but for the most part, patients 
DO come back.” Ms. Smith has 
a favorite story about that. A girl 
who had just-arrived penniless in 
Boston needed a gynecological 
exam. Ms. Smith allowed her to 
receive care without payment. 
When the girl later found a job, 


she paid the clinic and donated 
$100. 

The clinic survives on 
donations and patient fees, Ms. 
Smith said, with “$100,000 in 
the red every year.” She explain- 
ed that the clinic has experienc- 
ed some critical periods such as 
being unable to pay the fuel bill 
in the winter. 

Dr. Morris A. Cohen founded 
the clinic in 1927 and funded it 
himself originally with some 
donations, she said. The clinic 
now sees about 400 patients a 
week with more than 60 patients 
in the allergy clinic alone, she 
added. The clinic is a “well- 
clinic,’’ Ms. Smith said; 


although the patients are sick, 


they are not emergency cases. 
The clinic has a wide range of 
services with specific clinics on 
specific nights. The walk-in 
clinic admits patients from 5:30 
to 7 p.m. on Monday, Wednes- 
day, and Thursday, Call 267- 
7171 for specific clinic services. 


About 40 doctors are on the 
clinic payroll, Ms. Smith said. 
The younger doctors are paid a 
minimum salary, while the doc- 
tors with well-established prac- 
tices volunteer their services. In 


addition to many other 
volunteers, six to ten nurses are 
present every clinic night and 
seven technologists staff the 
laboratory, she said. 

Vasectomies are performed at 
the clinic after a counseling ses- 
sion between the doctor and the 
couple. Patients for this service 
are drawn from New Hampshire 
and Rhode Island because of the 
low $101 fee. Private doctors 
charge from $200 to $250, she ex- 
plained. 


The Bridge Over Troubled 
Water, a free health service, is 
“in desperate need of doctors,” 
Director Barbara Whelan said. 
The volunteer doctors who staff 
the medical van are special peo- 
ple, she said. “They must be 


comfortable in relating to these - 


kids, the street population,” she 
explained. “The atmosphere is 
very informal.” 

One doctor, two nurses, and a 
Bridge worker accompany the 
van to its nightly stops at Har- 
vard and Kenmore Squares. The 
Bridge worker mingles in the 
area to explain what is available 
on the van, she said. General 
medical problems can be handl- 
ed on the van, she said, such as 


VD tests, urine and stool infec- 
tions, cuts, colds and pregnancy. 
“We don’t encourage females to 
come on the van for VD tests 
because of the lack of privacy.” 
she stressed. The van treats 
about 25 persons a night with 
Monday as the most popular 
night, she added. 

Infections are the most com- 
mon problem, Ms. Whelan said. 


‘Diagnostic procedures, general 


testing and referral are second. 
Trauma including lacerations, 
bites, sprains, and fractures are 
the third most common cases, 
she said. 

Dr. Andrew Guthrie, executive 
director of the Bunker Hill 
Health Center, is the co- 
ordinator of the van, she explain- 
ed. The Bridge Over Troubled 
Water, Inc., is funded by the 
State Department of Mental 
Health through the Division of 
Drug Rehabilitation, the Boston 
Archdiocese, private foundations 
and fund drives, she said. The 
Bridge pays for all medication 
and tests on the van except for 
VD tests which are state funded, 
she said. 

Monday through Friday the 
van leaves the Cambridge Street 
Garage at 6:30 p.m. On Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, the 
van remains at Harvard Square 
from 7:15 to 9:30 p.m. and then 
proceeds to Kenmore Square un- 
til 11:30 p.m. On Thursday the 
van goes to Park Street Station 
at 7 p.m., Harvard Square at 
8:30 p.m., and Kenmore at 
10:30. On Friday the van arrives 
at Chelsea Square at 7 p.m. and 
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Harvard Square at 9 p.m. Ms. 
Whelan said that the schedule is 
flexible; the van can stay in one 
area as long as n

The Fenway Health Center, 16 
Haviland St., offers general 
primary care including adult 
medicine, gynecology, der- 
matology, psychiatry and nutri- 
tion counseling. The center is 
presently concentrating on ser- 
ving the Fenway community, 
Director Michael Lerner said. 
Their target is the area bounded 
by Massachusetts and Hun- 
tington Avenues and Boylston 
and West Brookline Streets, he 
said. 

“‘We began as a humanistical- 
ly oriented center,’’ Lerner said. 
“We saw patients immediately. 
But we need funding. And we 
still have no where near the fun- 
ding that other centers had when 
they began.” 

The center operates on 
donations. “That works out 
poorly for us. We get ripped off,” 
Lerner said. “‘We’d like to give 
quality care on a continuing 
basis but this system isn’t 
working.” In order to provide 
many services, a full-time paid 
staff is needed, he explained. 
Staffed almost completely by 
volunteers, the center must 
evolve toward a partially paid 
staff, he said. “‘We want com- 
prehensive medical care but it’s 
difficult to raise the level of 
care,” he added. ‘Preventative 
medicine requires more than a 
band-aid station.” 

The center serves from 50 to 60 
persons a week and is staffed by 
about 10 doctors and 15 nurses, 
all volunteers from local 
hospitals. ‘Doctors are very hard 
to come by,’ Lerner stressed. 
The center needs more 
volunteers, including lab 
technicians. 

On Monday and Thursday 
snights and on Wednesday after- 
noons, an internist serves at the 
center. Women’s health night is 
Tuesday. For further informa- 
tion call 267-7573. 

The North End Community 
Health Center 332 Hanover St., 
serves anyone but is especially ~~ 
geared to the North End 
neighborhood.

The East Boston 
Neighborhood Health Center, 79 
Paris St. near Maverick Square, 
was a free clinic until September 
1, according to Dr. James 
Taylor, director. After that date 
the center began charging from 
$3 to $8 in accordance with new 
Federal guidelines aimed at 
making health centers self- 
sufficient, he said. 

“IT don’t think that clinics 
which serve low-income people 
can be self-sufficient under the 
free system,” Taylor said. “It 
costs more than what low- 
income people can afford. But 
we don’t want to deny care to 
anyone because of an inability to 
pay.” 

The center which serves about 
1,000 persons a week is limited to 
East Boston residents only, he 
said. The health care includes

Child 
care services are available during 
the day, he said.~ 

The center is supported by 
federal and city funds, and the 
George Robert White fund, he 
said. 

Elderly persons who are retur- 
ning home from the hospital and 
need care are supplied with a 
home care nurse practitioner 
through the Visiting Nurse 
Association, Taylor said. 

The center plans to canvas 
every home in East Boston for 
urinary tract infections in 
women and high blood pressure, 
he said.

BLOCKS! 
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Cambridge — A Tale of Two Cities 


By Howard Husock 


It’s tempting to describe any 
story about Cambridge as a tale 
of two cities. And, in an impor- 
tant way. that would not be inac- 
curate. It’s a long way from Har- 
vard Square to Lechmere Square 
— from the university to East 
Cambridge — and the two 
stations aren’t even on the same 
subway line. The imposing tax- 
exempt presence of two univer- 
sities dominates the common 
image of this city of 100,000 
nestled around bends in the 
Charles. But the neighborhoods 
around the ivied and poured- 
concrete campus perimeters 
sometimes seem as remote from 
Harvard Square and M.I.T. as if 
divided by the kind of electronic 
wall that Harvard alumnus 
Robert McNamara once propos- 
ed for Vietnam. The clean, quiet, 
and carefully-patrolled lanes 
around Harvard dormitories are 
but blocks from crime-ridden 
housing projects in the River- 
side/Cambridgeport black and 
youth ghettoes, where oil tankers 
rumble all night along Western 
Ave. to honky-tonk Central 
Square. Academic freedom is 
valued almost beyond all else in 
parts of the city, yet some 
residents complain that the city 
schools resemble a police state. 


Harvard and MIT supply 
streams 


of experts to 
Washington, but Cambridge city 
government is a virtual circus in 
which a mayor, a city council 
and city manager are united in 
powerlessness and inefficiency. 
The government-supported 
research around MIT and Ken- 
dall Square borders the 
Roosevelt Towers public hous- 
ing, where police and residents 
generally seem on opposite sides 
of a shaky armed truce that often 
breaks into battle. The pinnacle 
of literacy professor-rich 
Brattle St., home of the 
Kennedy Brain trust and John 
Kenneth Galbraith, contrasts 
with the Inman Square Por- 
tuguese/Cape Verdean/Italian 
neighborhoods where some peo- 
ple fear registering to vote 
because they believe their 
English will not meet some stan- 
dard. 

It’s an easy game, then, to pit 
as obvious adversaries Academia 
vs. the Working Poor, or privileg- 
ed student vs. welfare mother. 
Nor would: it be exaggeration to 
say that “Cambridge’s two cities 
coexist with mutual suspicions.” 
They are the extremes of our 
culture, not naturally inclined 
toward detente. The university is 
an easy target for logic like ‘‘if 
they can send men to the moon, 
why can’t they. . .”” The intellec- 
tual, for his part, has historically 
kept a critical distance from the 
waves of immigration that have 
surrounded once-remote Har- 
vard Yard with urban crisis. 

It often seems that each of 
Cambridge’s two most obvious 
communities (the universities 
vs. everyone else) might like the 
other to disappear. 

The person who savors the 
dynamics of city living will be 
thankful that such dis- 
appearance will not occur. 
Anyone who has known the in- 
tellectual incest of a college 
town, or the debilitating 
boredom of a crowded city 
neighborhood, will recognize the 
value of the amalgam that -is 
Cambridge. It is the irrevocable 
intertwining of Cambridge’s 
“two cities’ that make it more 
than an academic center, more 
than a tense site for urban 
malaise, but an energy center — 
a place of ferment, a 
microcosmic municipality that 
supports an amazing spectrum 
of communities within itself, far 
beyond the means of an ordinary . 
American city of 100,000. The 
universities have clearly been 


the base for that ferment, but in 
Cambridge, more so than any 
city but Berkeley, the university- 
drawn population, interacting 
with city neighborhoods, has 
spun off into incarnations that 
are a far cry from the lecture 
hall. 

The combination-bred com- 
munities of Cambridge line the 
city’s Main St. — Massachusetts 
Avenue — , to the point that the 
street itself reflects them. Mass 
Ave. is choked by traffic — the 
result of bad planning from an 
impotent city government that 
has never checked the univer- 
sities —, but crowded, too, with 
bicyclists, for many of whom the 
city is a laboratory in urban 
problem-solving. Mass. Ave. is 
main street for Greek and black 
communities, (plenty of baklava 
and barbecue) as well as for 
feminist, environmental and 
civil liberties communities. 
Mass. Ave. is an axis for film 
communities (featuring 
Humphrey Bogart/Orson Welles 
ongoing revivals, a film school 
and Cambridge-only cult 
movies) as well as ceramics, 
leatherwork, furniture-design 
and_ graffitti communities. 


' Mass. Ave., like Cambridge as a 


wholé, is where food coops coex- 
ist with corner stores. 

Mass Ave. is, of course, main 
street for Harvard Square, a 
landmark which, despite ongo- 
ing rape by developers (a fate 
continually fought by much of 
the highly-taxed, geographically 
juicy city), retains an ambience 
that can only be cliched as 
cosmopolitan. It is the place 
where there are newspapers and 
restaurants from around the 
planet, the place which sells 
French bread flown in daily from 
Paris, which has an all-night 
bookstore, has price wars on 
records and Xerox services, and 
is the focus for almost any 
religious cult that ever touched a 
mimeograph or a tambourine. In 
short, it is a place — surprisingly 
rare in the Boston area — that 
never sleeps. In many ways that 
is the test of a city that is at all 
successful. 

Nevertheless, Harvard Square 
is not really Cambridge, in the 
way that New York does not 
really represent the United 
States. If anything, “the square” 
is the magnet that energizes the 
city, but, too often, remains a 
world in itself which blocks its 
residents from seeing the rest of 


the city. If any place does em- 
body more hybrid ‘‘com- 
munities” than any other, it 
must be Inman Square. Here, at 
Hampshire and Cambridge Sts. 
near the Somerville line, a 
summer weekend could mean 
either a Portuguese Saint’s Day 
festival, or an outdoor crafts and 
music fair. Here, within the 
Cambridge Model Cities wards, 
are restaurants that draw 
customers from throughout the 
area, and themselves vary from 
classic Boston seafood places to 
organic food kitchens and Indian 
restaurants. Here are the shots- 
and-beers bars, crowded in late 
afternoon, alongside the focus of 
the Cambridge devoted blues 
enthusiasts, who patronize Joe’s 
Place, also known to attract 
members of the city’s 
professional music community. 
which has ranged from Bob 
Dylan to Van Morrison to Bon- 
nie Raitt. 

Central Square, the intersec- 
tion of Mass. Ave., Western 
Ave., Prospect St. and a few 
others, is, as its name implies, 
something of the crossroads for 
Cambridge. It’s the halfway 
mark along Mass. Ave. between 
Harvard and MIT, a common 


ground between Cambridge’s 
poor white and poor black com- 
munities (although that line is 
diffuse). and a main street for 
those refugees from the white 
middle class either anxious to 
join one of the city’s ethnic 
neighborhoods or attracted by 
lower rents away from Harvard 
Square. Consequently, many of 
the city’s less pretentious stores 
surround Central Square: two 
good army surplus stores, a row 
of pawnshops, walk-up Greek 
restaurants, greasy 
luncheonettes, the Salvation Ar- 
my, and quality camping and 
craft supply stores — not to 
mention City Hall. Within the 
auto exhausted bounds of Cen- 
tral Square spring up the majori- 
ty of political action storefronts. 
The area houses both a down- 
home black Baptist church and 
a commune of civil liberties 
lawyers. 

Central is also a good starting 
point for checking out the city’s 
night life. It’s but two blocks 
from the Orson Welles 
movie/restaurant/film school 
complex, surrounded by good 
bars on almost all sides (three 
blocks from the jazz-oriented 
Western Front, the Irish Plough

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Gay? Boston’s a Good Place to Live

The police and general public 
would like to think the number is 
only a couple of thousand, 20,000 
at the most. The leaders of 
Boston’s two major gay groups 
put the number at about 25,000 
women and 75,000 men. Those at 
the Homophile Community 
Health Service turn to a calcula- 
tion based on the Kinsey studies, 
and say there must be over 200,- 
000 homosexuals in the greater 
metropolitan area. 

Nobody knows what the exact 
figure is, so you can pretty well 
take your pick in the numbers 
game. But one thing seems in- 
creasingly evident: for all the 
drawbacks, if you are gay, 
Boston is a good place to live. 

There are the bars. A good 
selection, from what people tell 
me, and bars that have been 
around for a while and look like 
they’re going to be here for a 
while more. A wide selection for 
gay men, about three places for 
the “leather” set, and now, even 
a bar exclusively for gay women 
(The Saints is the name, and it’s 


on Broad St., in the financial 
district). In the past, welcome- 
to-Boston supplements have run 
a yearly bar review. 

The bars play an important 
social role for most homosexuals, 
but the real gay story in Boston 
is no longer circumscribed by 
those gathering places. Because 
there’s a gay movement in 
Boston, a gay community in the 
process of becoming, and that is 
what this story is about. 

What makes Boston a unique 
city for gay people is not only 
that there are more than 20 func- 
tioning groups working for the 
cause, but that those 
organizations cooperate, and the 
cooperation cuts across the 
male/female delineators that 
spell tension in other cities. 

Bob Dow, president of the 
Homophile Union of Boston 
(HUB), likes to tell of receiving 
gay leaders from other cities, and 
watching their amazement at 
the degree of cooperation and 
closeness between the various 
male, female and mixed groups. 


“T used to discriminate against 
women and long-haired freaks,” 
Bob said during a joint interview 
with Geri Bidwell, president of 
the Daughters of Bilitis (DOB). 
“Now I’m most interested to see 
the men and women, straights 
and freaks working together. We 
all have the same goals, and 
there’s no reason why we can’t 
cooperate.” 

“Four or five years ago,” add- 
ed Geri, “it was OK to have a 
division between the groups. 
Now, as the community grows, 
it’s not all right.” Lesbians do 
have their own issues to work on, 
she explained, as do the faggots, 
but cooperation has replaced 
organizational conflict as the 
dominant temper of the organiz- 
ed gay scene. Which is not to say 
there aren’t occasional tensions 
between the groups; only that 
the conflicts aren’t insurmoun- 
table any more. 

Even that other major gap 
between gay groups — the 
political one which has posed the 
“radicals” against the “liberals” 


and “conservatives” — is being 
bridged. Charles Shively. a 
representative of the New Leftist 
gay groups which bloomed just a 
few years ago, explained: ‘“‘We’re 
tired of fighting each other.” 

Of course, this unity is still 
pretty much confined to gay 
organizational life. The activist 
community in Boston is by no 
means numbered in the tens or 
hundreds of thousands. The 
greatest lack of community com- 
es in the huge numbers of people 
still not ready to come out of 
their closets, and join the march 
for Gay Pride. 

The organizations described 
briefly below are diverse enough 
to allow for a wide variety of 
political and personal orien- 
tations. And in this year of gay 
ecumenicity, they are looking 
for others to join them. 

HOMOPHILE UNION OF 
BOSTON. Room 509, 419

Dow, “‘has been very conser- 
vative, male-oriented and rich.” 
The truth is, that we are no 
longer conservative (although 
HUB does focus its’ work on 
working through’ the 
Establishment), we have women 
on our staff and on our board of 
directors, about a dozen all 
together, and we are in bad need 
of funds.” 

Now that there are a variety of 
groups for a variety of projects, 
HUB centers its efforts on gay 
civil rights. It lobbies on Beacon 
Hill, endorses candidates who 
support gay rights, and tries to 
help in individual job dis- 
crimination cases. 

HUB publishes a magazine, 
“Gay Line,” and is offering on 
Monday nights open rap groups 
on the problem of coming out, 
and has extensive referral ser- 
vices, to the bars and VD clinics 
as well as to counseling agencies 
and other groups. The HUB 
phone is 536-6197. 

DAUGHTERS OF BILITIS. 
Room 323. 419 Boylston St.. 
Phone: 262-1592. Thanks to 
DOB, the “grandmother” of gay 
women’s groups in Boston, gay 
women don’t have to go it alone 
anymore. But like HUB, DOB is 
not just for those who have 
already come out, and its 
membership, like HUB’s, is open 
to non-gay persons. 

“We must work with feminist 
issues at DOB because we are 
women,” Geri explains, we 
try to keep that in perspective. 
We are here to give whatever is 
needed, but we must and should 
be primarily a social organiza- 
tion for the lonely lesbian.” 

Although DOB joins in gay 
civil rights struggles and con- 
tributes mightily to the planning 
of other gay and women’s events, 
its program is largely “social.’’ 
“Social,” if you use that word in 
larger senses. DOB programs in- 
clude a session for lesbian 
mothers (25 of them are gather- 
ing each Wednesday at 7:30), an 
opeh women’s rap on Tuesday 
nights; and women-only softball 
on Magazine Beach, “each Sun- 
day afternoon until the snow 
flies.”’ There’s also a DOB 
magazine, and, as with most all 
gay publications sent through 
the mails, the subscription list is 
kept strictly confidential. 

CHARLES STREET 
MEETING HOUSE. The 
building at 419 Boylston Street 
has served in the past and still 
serves as office space for several 
key gay groups, but the Charles 
Street Meeting House, a 
Unitarian-Universalist church at 
the foot of Beacon Hill, has come 
this year to provide another 
center of activity. A coffee house 
stays open in the evenings, 
there’s a gay dance each Friday 
night, and the church’s assembly 
rooms provide meeting space for 
a number of gay organizations. 

HOMOPHILE 
COMMUNITY HEALTH 
SERVICE. Room 403, 419 
Boylston Street. Phone 266-5477. 
HCHS is the most completely 
organized counseling center for 
gays in the area. Trained staff is 
available for counseling sessions, 
and for those who want more, 
referrals are made. HCHS also 
runs the Gender Identity Ser- 
vice, a program for transsexuals. 

BOSTON GAY YOUTH. 
This group is a small one, and 
operates out of the HUB offices, 
but it’s about the only organized 
thing around for gay persons of 
high school age. Call the HUB 
phone for more details. 

LESBIAN LIBERATION. 
This group is currently running a 
“research project” each Tuesday 
night at 7, in the Women’s 
Center, 46 Pleasant St., Cam- 
bridge. The phone is 354-8807. 

RELIGIOUS. There are three 
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Cheap Options for Getting Around Boston

Traveling around Boston 
depends on preferences and 
specific needs, but for the 
modest budget, the cheapest op- 
tions are the MBTA. walking. 
and bicycling. 

More extravagant means of 
transit for the individual are 
taxies and automobiles. As for 
hitching, the best rule is don’t. 
The thumber in the city 
needlessly risks assault, robbery, 
rape and murder. Saving a 
quarter by accepting a ride may 
prove more costly than taking 
the subway. 

The MBTA (short for 
Massachusetts Bay Transporta- 
tion Authority) operates a rapid 
transit system, street cars, 
trackless trolleys, and buses 
throughout Greater Boston and 
surrounding communities. Last 
year, MBTA vehicles recorded 
888,345 miles a week. The main 
information booth is at Park 
Street Station on the corner of 
the Boston Common. 

During rush hours the sub- 
way and buses are packed. 
something an outsider must 
accept. City living. Riders seem 
to hold their breaths and squeeze 
into every available space. 
Bodies crush against bodies; 
arms entangle in the quest to 
grasp a rail or post; and the car 


_ lurches and jolts. The train tires 


screech frequently. 

Yet the MBTA provides a ser- 
vice useful when commuting, go- 
ing long distances, traveling dur- 
ing inclement weather, or going 
home with a package or two. 

Fees are generally 25 cents for 
the rapid transit lines and 20 
cents for the surface lines. The 
train system is color coded with 
four hues: green, red, orange, 
and blue. 

The Green Line has a northern 
origin at Lechmere but splits 
into four lines: Arborway. 
Boston College, Cleveland Cir- 
cle, and Riverside. Fees from 
Lechmere to the end of the 
Green Line subway tunnels are 
25 cents. Continued travel on the 
four lines cost more. Arborway, 
Boston College, Cleveland Circle 
and Reservoir (on the Riverside 
line) cost an additional 20 cents. 
Disembarking at Riverside costs 
an additional 25 cents. 

The Red Line begins at Har- 
vard Square and splits into ser- 
vice to Quincy and Ashmont. A 
ride from the square to Ashmont 
and Mattapan costs 25 cents. 
Service to North Quincy, 
Wollaston, and Quincy Center 
stations costs an additional 25 
cents. The last three stops are a 
new extension to the Red Line. 

Travel between points on the 
Orange Line and the Blue Line 
costs 25 cents. Transfers between 
the lines can be made at various 
stations in the heart of the city. 

One note of caution, however. 
When riding in-bound on the 
Arborway line, intending to 
transfer to an out-bound Boston 
College, Cleveland Circle, or 
Riverside car, do not exit at the 
first mainline station, Copley. It 
lacks a pedestrian walkway join- 
ing the in-bound and out-bound 
areas. The transfer can be made 
at the next station, Arlington. 

Within the city, bus rates cost 
20 cents; the suburban bus ser- 
vice fees are higher. Exact fares 
are required for buses and sur- 
face trolleys. Change can be 
made in the subway stations. 

The MBTA has a special Dime 
Time program Monday through 
Friday. Fares on the Orange, 
Red, and Blue Lines are 10 cents 
between 10 a.m. and 1 p.m. ex- 
cept to Quincy. The Green Line 
is not included in the program. 

Another point to remember is 
read the destination signs on the 
cars and buses to avoid mis- 
takes. And don’t be afraid to ask 
questions. One source of help on 
fares, routes, and schedules _ is 
the MBTA Customer Service 


Center at 722-5700. Information, 
including printed schedules, is 
available at the MBTA booth on 
the out-bound side of the Park 
Street Station. 

A slower means of transport is 
walking, yet it gives the greatest 
freedom. Unburdened by a car or 
bicvcle. the walker can window 
shop, enter stores with ease, and 
explore the city inch by inch. Ex- 
hausted after a long trek, he or 
she can ride the MBTA home. 

Once night arrives, however, 
caution is needed. Women 
should not walk alone. Pat 
Brady, information service of- 
ficer to ¢he Boston Police, ad- 
vised a common sense approach 
to night walking. He suggests 


avoiding badly lit areas and ig- 
noring short cuts across fields. 

Caution is also required when 
riding the streets on a bicycle. 
This vehicle offers a speedy, 
agile, independent means of 
travel without adding noise and 
air pollution, but the cyclist 
must contend with traffic, the 
possible theft of his machine, 
and the choking exhaust of cars 
and trucks. 

“There are no bikeways in 
Boston that are bikeways people 
can use for commuting,” said 
Randy Selden, spokesman for 
the Association for Bicycle Com- 
muting. Most of the bikeways in 
the cities are sidewalks and 
paths linked together,” he said. 


When riding in the street, a 
cyclist should go with the traffic 
for several reasons, according to 
Selden. A head on collision has a 
greater impact than that of one 
vehicle overtaking another; a 
cyclist has more time to react to 
an obstacle ahead of him than if 
he was going against traffic; 
pedestrians tend to look to the 
left when crossing the street but 
not to the right; and lack of un- 
iformity in bicycle traffic creates 
the possibility of bicycle 
collisions. 

Cyclists must also watch out 
for open doors of parked cars. 
“Motorists in Boston are not 
educated to look out for 
bicyclists,” he said. The unex- 


pected presence of a car door 
tends to scoop a rider up. Selden 
suggested staying a door’s length 
away from parked cars and 
watching the drivers’ heads, a 
sign that he might be getting 
out. 

Don’t expect buses to give a 
cyclist any consideration. “They 
push bicyclists around,” he said. 

A good lock, particularly one 
without a chain, helps prevent 
bike theft. “It’a uncanny how 
fast bicycles are stolen,” Selden 
said. Boston thieves use bolt 
cutters that bite through chain. 
The more expensive and attrac- 
tive the bicycle, the higher the 
chance of theft for resale. If

riders “want to hang onto their 
bikes,” he said, they should be 
cautious and watch them. 

Those who don’t have to watch 
their money closely can be 
chauffered about town by taxi 
cab. Metered fares, set for all cab 
companies by the Boston Police 
Commissioner, begin with an in- 
itial charge of 50 cents, accor- 
ding to Robert Muller, traffic 
manager for the Checker Taxi 
Company. The meter then clocks 
up 10 cents for each one-sixth 
mile and, in waiting, for each 
minute. 

If the passenger feels un- 
satisfied with a fare, for exam- 
ple, a $17 fee for a trip that 
regularly costs $2, the passenger 
must pay the amount of the 
meter but get a receipt marked 
“paid under protest,” Muller 
said. The customer must also 
get the cab number and the 
name of the company. He can 
then file a complaint with the 
company or the police hackney 
division. If the claim is justified, 
a rebate will be made. 

Drivers get between 45 and 50 
per cent of the meter but they 
could not survive without tips, 
Muller said. He knew no rule of 
thumb for determining the tip. 


“Anything over and above the 
meter is appreciated,” he said. 

In addition to selecting a cab 
at-a taxi stand, the customer can 
telephone for service or hail a 
moving cab on the street. When 
telephoning, the customer 
should give his name, where and 
when he wants the cab and 
where he wants to go. The 
proper way to hail a taxi, Muller 
said, is to stand at the curb and 
raise the arm as if to swear an 
oath and add about 15 degrees to 
the angle. 

Though the burden.of 
navigating the city rests with the 


driver, he can ask the passenger 


for directions, Muller said. 
Drivers also must show their 
hackney carriage license to the 
passenger upon request. 

When entering a cab, the 
passenger should note the com- 
pany and cab number, he said, 
and should keep track of the 
meter during the trip. 
Passengers should pay before 
leaving the car rather than pay- 
ing through the side window of 
the front door. 

Most taxi robbers get out first 
and then point a gun through the 
window, so drivers are wary of 
customers who leave the cab 
before paying and go to the win- 
dow, Muller said. 

As for the lights that indicate 
an occupied cab, the companies 
have different systems. Lacking 
any standard arrangement, the

lights in Boston generate confu- 
sion. 

Mix ups, tie ups, frayed 
nerves, and the endless search 
for a parking space plague the 
drivers of private cars. Speeds 
reach 40 m.p.h. on main routes 
as drivers jockey for position, 
crossing lanes without checking 
their rear view mirrors. 

Everyone races to keep ahead; 
being surrounded by traffic can 
feel like drowning. Car and 
diesel exhaust saturates the air 
and obstacles abound. At times 
driving seems like man’s most 
lunatic invention. 

The automobile is here to stay, 
but within the next five to 10 
years definite changes in its city 
use must occur, according to 
Jerry Swerling, director of public 
affairs for the ALA Auto and 
Travel Club. A decrease is need- 
ed in the number and size of cars 
while an increase is required in 
mass transit use and car pools, 

The ALA and radio station 
WBZ have initiated a program to 
match commuters together, 
helping them form car pools. A 


questionaire asking commuter 
needs and habits is available by 
sending a self addressed, 
stamped envelope to Commuter 
Computer, P.O. Box 103, 
Boston, Mass. 02134. The service 
is free. During the first year, the 
club hopes to process 30,000 to 
40,000 applications, he said. 
Driving in the city is com- 
plicated by several factors. The 
streets were layed out before the 
automobile and lack advanced 
highway technology, Swerling 
said. In addition, the difficulty 
of finding parking spaces causes 


drivers to double park, further . 


interfering with traffic, and the 
high number of cars causes con- 
gestion. 

During rush hours, 7 to 9 a.m. 
and 3:45 to 6:15 p.m., traffic in- 
ches along the Southeast Ex- 
pressway. the Central Artery. 
the Mystic River Bridge. Com- 
monwealth and Brookline 
Avenues, Beacon Street. and 
tnrough the Callahan Tunnel. 
Other routes, of course, suffer 
from the rush hour crawl. 

Night driving further com- 


plicates conditions with a 
decrease in visibility. Some 
streets are not well lit, signs are 
harder to see, and pedestrians 
and bicyclists are frequently in 
the roadway. 

Automobile use in the city will 
be complicated further by the 
state and federal Environmental 
Protection Agency rules intend- 
ed to clean up Boston’s air. The 
restrictions include controls on 
parking spaces, extra parking 
fees, egress tolls at Logan Airport 
for cars dropping off passengers, 
and semi-annual inspections for 
testing anti-pollution devices. 

The future holds changes in 
transportation for Greater 
Boston. An extension of the 
Orange Line from Haymarket to 
the Malden-Melrose boundary is 
due to open in late 1975 or early 
1976, according to Donald 


_ Eagles, public information of- 


ficer of consumer affairs and 
marketing for the MBTA. 

Ultimately the Orange Line 
will also be extended from the 
Essex station, under the Mass. 
Turnpike, onto the railroad 
tracks next to the highway, and 
out to West Roxbury and 
Needham. The elevated 
trackage that is duplicated by 
the extensions will come down. 

further exterisions in various" 
stages of planning, are the Red 
Line from Quincy to Braintree 
and beyond and from Harvard 
Station to the Alewife Brook 
Parkway at the Cambridge- 
Arlington-Belmont boundaries. 
The proposed Pines River Ex- 
tension will continue the Blue 
Line beyond the Wonderland 
Station in Revere. On the Green 
Line, improvements are slated, 
including the acquisition of new 
cars. 

The variety of Boston’s modes 
of travel have their pleasures and 
headaches. In time you’ll sample 
each one, eventually finding 
several you will prefer and de- 
pend on.

FAG RAG has been around 
for a little longer, and tends to be 
more radical in its orientation. 
The issues come out periodically, 
and you can find out more by 
writing this magazine c/o the 
Red Book Store, 91 River Street, 
Cambridge, 02139. 

The straight media tend to ig- 
nore-gay events in this area. 
There are, however, two radio 
programs focussed on the 
problems and possibilities of 
Boston’s gays. WBCN’s 
“Lavender Hour” works with gay 
people in the arts; WBUR-FM 
has a weekly program called 
“Gay “Way” that centers on 
community issues. Contacts can 
be made through the two 
stations. 

Gay Defense 

In the various economic, and 
political hassles gay people have 
to face each day, there have also 
been a wave of physical assaults 
against gays. The Gay Defense 
Committee was formed this 
summer to try to cope with the 
problem. The current offering of 
the committee is a class on self- 
defense, each Monday night at 
7:30, upstairs at the CSMH. 
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A banner asi a Guy Pride Week parade.

big crowds of Jack’s). 

The list of communities in 
Cambridge is, as a complex ur- 
ban village like Inman and Cen- 
tral Square makes clear, virtual- 
ly endless and interdependent. 
The Harvard-MIT Joint Center 
for Urban~ Studies attracts 
architects who in turn settle in 
North Cambridge and renovate 
an old three-decker next door to 


an organic gardener who gets free © 


health care from a Harvard 
Medical school intern who works 
nights at the Mt. Auburn St. free 
clinic which also serves the 
welfare recipients of Western 
Ave. and the spare-change com- 
munity of the Cambridge Com- 
mon and Harvard Square. The 
hicycle revival catches the eye of 
city planners, the residue of 
campus radical politics helps to 
mobilize the poorer city 
neighborhoods (that 
phenomenon is still developing, 


by the way, and has yet to rival 
the example of Berkeley). There 
are sO many communities within 
the city, that this story must 
fight the tendency to degenerate 
into mere listing: the do-it- 
yourself car mechanic communi- 
ty, the women’s self defense 
community, the runaway com- 
munity, the bluegrass and coun- 
try music community. . . 

None of this is meant to 
minimize the implications of the 
friction between Cambridge and 
its campuses, which remains the 
abiding drama of the place. No 
doubt ‘‘benign. neglect’’ by 
academia has allowed the city to 
decline. Defense research con- 
tracts abound while unemploy- 
ment is increasing; student 
housing threatens the potential 
parklands of the riverside while 
rents rise in working 
neighborhoods. 

Nonetheless, if you accept the 
vision of the university as a 
magnet for the city, it should be 
remembered that, under the 
laws of magnetism, opposites at- 
tract and in doing so create a 
strong and binding force.

cant lots, Bay Village struggles 
to maintain its identity in a 
changing area. 

A short walk over the Berkeley 
St. bridge brings one into the 
neglected South End, once con- 
sidered as fine an address as 
Beacon Hill. New residents, 
however, have restored rundown 
townhouses. and parts of the 
neighborhood seem to be coming 
back. 

A mixture of races lives in the 
South End: whites, blacks, some 
Chinese, and a significant Puer- 
to Rican population. Strong 
community action groups exist; 
Rep. Mel King of the 
Massachusetts legislature won 
his spurs as an organizer here. 

The rusty supports of the an- 
cient elevated tracks and inroads 
by light industry have damaged 
somewhat the residential 
character of the South End, but 
it remains an attractive 
neighborhood for many. 


The Fenway, Roxbury 


The ‘‘Emerald Necklace’”’ 
chain of parks created by 
Frederick Law Olmstead unifies 
the Fenway area. Many students 
of the arts live in this area which 
includes Symphony Hall, the 
New England Conservatory, and 
the Museum of Fine Arts. They 
share their apartment buildings 
with senior citizens who cling to 
their small rooms and low rent. 

Community action groups 
have fought some development 
plans of the Christian Science 
Church, which has its inter- 
national headquarters in the 
Fenway. The Church has dis- 
placed some long-time residents 
and businesses with its new 
buildings. 


In the Fens, the central park of 


the area, one can rent a garden 
plot for $3 a year to grow 
vegetables and flowers. Hoes 
break ground within sight of the 
Prudential skyscraper. 

Roxbury is considered 
Boston’s black neighborhood, 
yet in 1967, 40 percent of the 
residents were white. The com- 
munity suffers with absentee 
landlords who collect rent but do 
little to rehabilitate their 
buildings. 

The MBTA’s elevated line 
also darkens some of Roxbury’s 
streets. Many buildings on either 
side of the tracks have been 
abandoned, but some business 
continues not more than 75 feet 
from the screeching cars. State 
planners talk of taking down the 
El, but not for several years. 
Right' now, they’re purchasing 
new cars for the existing route. 


Political and artistic 
awareness is the key to the new 
Roxbury. The legislature’s Black 
Caucus and that group’s most re- 
cent success, the establishment 
of a black senatorial district, are 
overt signs of a neighborhood 
that has raised its head to fight. 


Residents speak with pride of 
Elma Lewis, whose school for the 
arts has so impressed Duke 
Ellington that he gives an an- 
nual concert for its benefit. This 
year’s bash was held in Franklin 
Park, which Ms. Lewis seeks to 
restore to its original pastoral 
beauty. Elma Lewis is grande 
dame of Roxbury, and probably 
Boston as well. 


Dorchester. South Boston 


The neighborhood of 
Dorchester cannot be con- 
veniently characterized as a un- 
it. There are three distinct 
ethnic communities: blacks in 
Franklin Field, whites near 
Fields Corner, and a large 
Spanish-speaking~ population 
near Uphams Corner. 

Many working people make 
their homes in Dorchester.

have to compete with students 
for housing and transportation. 
Community groups have 
demanded a say in the planning 
of the new school. 

Columbia Point, considered 
the city’s worst-designed housing 
project, is stuck away on a 
peninsula, served only by busses 
and infrequent taxi runs. Its 


shopping areas have become 
nearly non-existent. An attempt 
to create an artificial community 
has failed, and residents have 
suffered through isolation from 
the city and, to a large extent, 
each other. 

South Boston touches the 
coastline, and that part of this 
community has parks and 


beaches. Other sections of 
Southie find rickety three- 
deckers flush against belching 
smokestacks. Some racial ten- 
sion exists here, especially 
between street gangs of 
teenagers. 

South Boston is mostly an 
area of white, blue-collar 
families, many of whose sons and 


daughters marry and remain in 
the area. Perpetual political can- 
didate Louise Day Hicks has her 
roots here. The majority of Irish 
has given way to an ethnic com- 
bination of Eastern Europeans 
and others. 


East Boston 


“East Boston used to be the 
stepchild of the city,” said a 
government official recently. 
The island community, 
separated from the central city, 
did tend to be left out whea 
municipal favors were dis- 
tributed. The White administra- 
tion notes proudly that their firsi. 
little city hall was opened here. 

East Boston has struggled to 
retain a residential character in 
the presence of one of the world’s 
busiest airports, Logan Inter- 
national. Every time a runway is 
extended, it’s probable that 
another park or street in East 
Boston will be sacrificed. 

The Massachusetts Port 
Authority, which operates 
Logan, has shown signs of shed- 
ding its insensitive approach to 
the community. Trucks making 
deliveries to cargo hangars have 
been rerouted, and offers of aid 
for those forced to move by ex- 
pansion have increased. 

Still basically an Italian com- 
munity, East Boston has dug in 
to protect its well-kept streets

from further encroachments by 
the airport. 


Aliston-Brighton, Jamaica 
Plain 

A long subway ride under 
water and beneath Back Bay 
brings one from the community 
of East Boston to the disparity of 
Allston-Brighton. Here, older 


persons have been forced to 
move out as students from 
Boston University and other 
schools move in, allowing 
landlords to raise rents. Couples 
with children criticize the school 
system and move to the suburbs. 
Thus, the area’s base population 
is fast becoming a collection of 
September to June transients 
with little stake in improving the 
area in which they live. 

Small corner groceries and 
pharmacies, used to serving a 
local clientele, are closing their 
doors as temporary residents 
find large chain markets more 


convenient. Night clubs are 
making inroads, especially in the 
Commonwealth Avenue- 
Harvard St. area. An explosion 
of automobiles, many of them 
parked illegally, creates further 
frustrations for longtime 
residents. 

Yet awareness of a sort may be 
blooming here, also. Recently, 
some residents successfully op- 
posed the establishment of an 
“adult” book store in the area. 
Having flexed their muscles on 
this issue, perhaps the communi- 
ty will go on to more important 
matters. \ 
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The Jamaica Plain section of 
Boston offers a string of con- 
trasts. Near Jamaica Pond. huge 
estates hold concealed mansions. 
Cioser to the city, however, 
apartment dwellers co-exist with 
several medical and social ser- 
vice institutions. 

Rents are often low in this area 
which includes the Veterans 
Hospital, New England Home 
for Little Wanderers, New 
England Baptist Hospital, 
Robert B. and Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospitals, and a 
branch of the Commonwealth’s 
Department of Youth Serivces. 

The rich, lower-income whites, 
and Spanish-speaking citizens 
live in Jamaica Plain. Blocks of 
three-family homes border in- 
dividual residences which lead 
the way to the Harvard Ar- 
boretum, an outdoor laboratory- 
park for students of nature. 


Mattapan, Charlestown 


Mattapan, where the MBTA’s 
Red line ends, is a neighborhood 
in flux. Blue Hill Avenue shows 
the signs of change, of interac- 
tion between older Jewish 
residents and an incoming black 
population. Segments of the old 
and the young make their homes 
here. 

Recently, a Boston newspaper 
ran an uncomplimentary 
column, on racial tension in the 
area, that seemed to unite 
previously disparate factions in 
opposition to this portrayal of 
their community. Following a 
strong counter-campaign, the 
paper now prints stories about 
“good news” events such as local 
barbecues. 

Charlestown sits isolated from 
Boston, an historic enclave of 


longtime Irish residents who 


have resisted urban renewal in 
the past, but are now ready to 
accept funds for rebuilding. 


Charlestown holds two impor- 
tant pieces of Americana: the 
Bunker Hill monument, which 
looks down on private homes, 
boarded-up buildings, and va- 
cant lots, and the U.S.S. 
Constitution, berthed in the 
nearby naval yard where it 
serves thousands of tourists year- 
ly. 

Parts of Charlestown suffer ur- 
ban transit woes. Like Roxbury 
and the South End, it has its 
own noisy elevated, which is 
slated to come down in this 
decade. The supports of the 
Mystic River Bridge make some 
streets narrow and murky. 

The neighborhood may be 
coming back, according to a city 
official who noted that single 
family homes are being built 
there again. People are restoring 
houses that may be 150 years 
old. The community recently 
fought the establishment of a car 
wash, an action which raised its 
sense of unity. 
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Roslindale, West Roxbury, 
Hyde Park 


Roslindale, West Roxbury, 
and Hyde Park, southwest of 
Boston Proper, are actually sub- 
urbs of the city. “Colorless” is 
how one Boston newsman 
describes them. A city official 
notes that an overwhelmin:; ma- 
jority of municipal emplovees 
live in West Roxbury. 

There is very little industry 
here, but many homes owned by 
post-30’s to middle-aged 
residents who appreciate their 
quiet streets. They are the peo- 
ple who left their parents’ homes 
in the city to establish their own 
“castles’’. 

Thus, a superficial view of 
Boston’s neighborhoods. Some 
are old, some are new. Some are 
complacent, others are tur- 
bulent. Their elements combine 
to create a city proud of its 
heritage and struggling to 
measure up to its past. 
Awareness is the byword in 
neighborhoods, but no longer in 
a parochial, ethnic sense. People 
have found that they can unite 
as neighbors regardless of where 
their grandparents came from or 
what work they did. 

Boston is the hub of its sub- 
urbs, whose residents put large 
demands on city services such as 
parking, restaurants, and stores. 
Many suburbanites who work in 
Boston jam its streets with their 
cars in the morning and then 
turn them around at night 
toward the Mystic River Bridge, 
the Callahan Tunnel, or the 
Southeast Expressway for an un- 
comfortable ride home. 


Cambridge, Brookline 


Two of the most important 
suburbs of Boston are “streetcar 
suburbs’’, Cambridge and 
Brookline. the towns closest to 
the city. 

Harvard University and Har- 
vard Square form a central im- 
age of Cambridge for many. The 
college stands behind its 
cloistered walls as autos bump 
and grind through a square full 
of dodging pedestrians. 
Bookstores are important here, 
and some of the best are near 
Brattle Square. 

Cambridge has several 
neighborhoods. In one direction 
from Harvard Square, one can 
find graceful old homes such as 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow’s; 
in another, the dilapidated hous- 
ing of Cambridgeport. Central 
Square is a bustling commercial 
district, the center of a middle- 
income residential area near 
Cambridge’s city hall. 

The young population is large, 
but not all are students. Many 
came to universities such as Har- 
vard and M.I.T., but dropped - 
out for various reasons to live in 
a community that, on the whole, 
tolerates their individuality. 

The old theory of strength in 
numbers was illustrated not long 
ago when newly registered young 
voters helped elect what was 
considered a reform city govern- 
ment. Although the coalition of 
councillors has shown signs of 
stress, it has generally been 
responsive to the community. 

The burghers of Brookline 
have always fought Boston’s 
annexation overtures, and with 
good reason. Most permanent 
residents are satisfied with their 
parks and school system. 

1970 census figures indicate a 
large population of older women. 
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Brookline’s elderly population 
was then the fifth or sixth 
highest in the Commonwealth, 
and the town had the state’s 
lowest percentage of males over 
18. A stunning 80 percent of its 
work force was engaged in white 
collar professions. 

Students have invaded family 
areas, causing subdivision of un- 
its and higher rents. Portions of 
the town are as suburban as 
West Roxbury, but the Coolidge 
Corner area still resembles a 
crowded shopping center of 
many years ago, with trolleys 
clanging down a center strip. 


Suburban Beyond 


Beyond Cambridge and 
Brookline are the other suburbs 
of Boston. These are the domain 
of the single-family home and 
the vast shop-a-ramas, where the 
car is king and crabrass a con- 
cern. A sample of these towns 
might include: 

Arlington: a bedroom com- 
munity near Cambridge. 
Demands by Bostonians for 
homes forced farmers to sub- 
divide their land in the late 
1890's. 

Belmont: in 1970, more than 
40 percent of its residents made 
over $15,000. Less than 3 percent 
were below the poverty line. The 
professional population is high; a 
large number of educators live 
here. 


Chelsea: the metropolitan 
area’s major recycling center or, 
in Oldspeak, junkyard. Some 
judicious public relations work 
could create a new image for 
Chelsea as a savior of our en- 
vironment. The residents spring 
from a mixture of Irish, Jewish, 
and other ethnic cultures. 
Population has declined since 
the 1930's. 

Needham: experienced a large 
increase in population in the last 
decade. Almost 55 percent of 
1970 residents made more than 
$15,000; this is a true upper-. 
income suburb. Parents cite the 
well-regarded school system as 
one reason for moving here from 
the central city. 

Newton: has had steady, 
healthy rises in population 
which have just levelled off. Its 
fourteen villages include residen- 
tial areas, light manufacturing 
districts, and commercial 
centers. The town’s prifmary 
educational institutions include 
Boston College, Andover- 
Newton Theological Seminary, 
and Newton College. Students 
are becoming a force in some 
neighborhoods. 

Somerville: much of-Boston’s 
food passes through here to be 
packed and processed. Its pop- 
ulation has declined since the 
1940’s, as young people have 
moved away from the industrial 
atmosphere.

WATERTOWN: GGO Arsenal St. 


(opp. Watertown Arsenal at Chas. River) 


Perhaps a Somervillian of 
Revolutionary times expressed 
the feelings of some residents 
when he stopped retreating from 
advancing British soldiers and 
said, “I am too old to run.” A 
tablet marks the spot where he 
was shot. 

Watertown: another “streetcar 
suburb”. Two points of interest 
are a significant Armenian com- 
munity and the traffic lights of 
downtown, which are wired with 
bells to aid students from the 
nearby Perkins School for the 
Blind. The historic United 
States Arsenal once occupied a 
large chunk of land in the town. 

MBTA service connécts a good 
section of metropolitan Boston. 
It’s a handy way to explore the 
area’s sights (a North End 
parade), sounds (a Pops concert 
at the Hatch Shell on 
the Esplanade). and smells (the 
cornucopia of vegetables and 
fruits in Haymarket).

The Whittier Street Health 
Center, 20 Whittier St., 
specializes in obstetrics, 
gynecology, family planning and 
pediatrics, according to Ms. 
Beth Beaumont, nursing super- 
visor. 

Birth control counseling, abor- 
tion referral and obstetric care 
may be obtained by appoint- 
ment only, Ms. Beaumont ex- 
plained. Nutrition, eye care and 
public health nursing is also 
available, she said, and VD, 
syphilis and gonorrhea clinics 
are offered for women. _ 

The clinic, federally and city 
funded, charges $6 for an initial 
visit and $3 for repeat visits, she 
said. Call 427-0500 for specific 
clinic information. 

Low-cost medical centers that 
can service the entire communi- 
ty are slowly increasing their 
numbers. But, without 
volunteers, community help, 
and money, clinics will only 
provide minimum hours and ser- 
vice. And the neighborhoods will 
wait longer for high quality, low 
cost health care.

months are usually a Boom Time for 
publishers — but the mid-summer 
Supreme Court decision on por- 
nography may prove to be fatal to 
the small industry, which was 
already plagued with careless ex- 
pansion and rising production costs. 
The decision, over-riding an 
earlier ruling, states in effect that 
local communities can now define 
the legality of all forms of public 
entertainment and information. I 
don’t believe the implications of this 
measure will extend only to por- 
nographic matters. Where a reac- 
tionary majority within the “Local 
Authority” exists, even harmless 
films like ‘Paper Moon” have been 
closed down. While ostensibly a 
move for decentralization (Hooray! 
Now small towns won’t have to 
stomach the perverse diet of the 
racy urban centers), it is really an 
intimidation of artist and public

alike through cultural surveillance. 
It gives to those who tend to be time- 
frozen in moral matters, and 
adverse to innovation, the final say 
in deciding what is fit material for 
the entire population to experience. 
Since its disclosure in early July, our 
sales have taken a nose dive. Not 
that things were so hot before the 
shit hit the fan, but now we aren’t 
getting paid for work that’s already 
been done, and there is a near-freeze 
on the production of new books. 
Open-Heart Surgery is indicated. 
The question is, where are we going 
to get a fresh human heart? Certain- 
ly not from “Accounts Receivable.” 
There is a very high turnover among 
the head shops, record stores, and 
news-stands that carry our work; 
credit risks are enormous. After 
three months an ‘‘Account 
Receivable’’ virtually 
irretrievable, and right now that’s 
where our money is. Nobody is rich 
in this game, not even the 
publishers. 


Here in San Francisco, there are 
about 20 artists who have been liv- 
ing off subsistence wages in order to 
keep plugging away at the serious 
business of telling stories with pic- 
tures. Egged on by the love of what 
they’re doing, and the joy of seeing 
the stuff in print, they think nothing 
of spending 3-4 days on a page which 
usually fetches a cool $25. There is a 
broad stylistic spectrum within the 
cult; the one common denominator 
is that there is no censorship or overt 
control. In other words, these artists 
have had complete freedom to do 
whatever they’ve wanted, provided 
they remained strapped to their 
drawing boards. 


It is a very intriguing proposition 
that creative energy can be 
transferred into such a compact for- 
mat as a comic book. Through 
cooperative effort of artist, 
publisher, and distributor, the work 
can be disseminated to many peo-. 
ple. Comix have been as accessible 
as Hula-hoops or bobby socks; our 
highest aspirations and worst fears 
are up for grabs in the marketplace, 
thanks to the Free Enterprise 
System. I think it’s a fallacy to 
equate “Underground” with “‘Alter- 
nate Culture” because this country 
is large enough to swallow any dissi- 
dent cultural element and then

Their completed 
product is the result of a group effort 
in which each member of an artistic 
team handles one facet like pen- 
cilling, inking, lettering, coloring, 
etc. Most of us are like Gypsy ar- 

-tisans. We handle the complete 
operation from conception to 
realization entirely as a solo effort. 
There may be a homemade look to 
much of our work, but we are striv- 
ing more for innovation than 
technical competence, which in 
itself is no virtue. 


I saw my first example of the mu- 
tant art form in Rome, ’67, amidst 
the treasures of western civilization,

according to Janson’s History of Art. 
I ran into a fellow countryman with 
a tattered copy of an “underground” 
newspaper. At this time of great un- 
rest, these papers were largely opin- 
ed to contain facts and lore that real 
newspapers either ignored or sup- 
pressed. Little did I know that 
therein was a cartoon by a fellow 
named Crumb that was to change 
my life. The page was packed with 
harsh drawing, stuffed into 
crookedly drawn panels. I was 
engrossed, even before reading, in 
the texture of the page. The drawing 
was disarmingly simple and consis- 
tent, yet had none of the spineless 
minimal look that characterizes so 
much contemporary cartooning. In 
fact, the piece reminded me of the 
harsh, gothic image of a woodcut. 
On closer inspection, I saw that all 
objects depicted (refrigerators, cars, 
noses) had the same look — a cer- 
tain lovable and tactile roundness. 
It was as if an artist with a reverse 
Midas Touch had transformed the 
outer world into a grotesque fac- 
simile. Even the lettering had this 
mark; very dark and irregular block 
letters that appeared to have been 
carved by a primitive scribe, The 
narrative of each panel was written 


in a nonsensical prose that clipped 


along like a militaristic jingle. Ex- 
ploding in frenzied laughter, and 
pounding the wall like a madman, I

knew.I was on to something. Oh, I’d seen 
funny fantasy drawings before. The most 
hum-drum art is transformed to instant 
vision under the influence of modern 
hallucinogens. But Crumb’s is an ar- 
tificial world that has a compelling force 
because it is hyper-real. (According to 
Thomas Mann, a hallmark of the grotes- 
que is that it is excessively real, not ar- 
bitrary or purely absurd.) I hadn’t seen 
anything that grabbed me as much since 
Harvey Kurtzman’s Mad was on the 
stands in the early 50’s, not even the 
“Pieta” in front of me. 

While various parties claim authorship 
of the first underground title, it is with 
ZAP#1 that the industry began to 
~burgeon. It started almost as a joke — in

the fabulous Summer of Love the artists 
hawked copies from the trunk of a car in 
Haight-Ashbury. On the east coast the 
Gothic Blimpworks began as a sister ship 
to the sinking East Village Other. Like 
Print-Mint’s early Yellow Dog, it was an 
all comic tabloid that brought much raw 
talent out of the woodwork. When the 
Blimpworks folded and the NY-based ar- 
tists moved to the west coast, the Bay 
Area became a focal point of subversive 
comic spirit that attracted dozens of ar- 
tists and several publishers (one of whom 
never left Milwaukee). Each artist and 
publisher would give you a different cap- 
sule version of how it all began, as well as 
why it might all end. 

Like an overly fecund beanstalk, the 
collective output of the industry has been 
so high that it may collapse under the 
weight of its own fruit. While some titles 
are always in demand, others are a glut on 
the market. The sheer square footage of 
mediocrity prevents the works of more in- 
tense quality from being exhibited. 
Comics must be displayed cover-wise, un- 
like paperbacks which can be packed 
tightly together, spine to spine; space is at 
a premium in most bookstores. The trou- 
ble is, there are no quality sanctions 
which everyone agrees on. Just about 
every title has its defenders and detrac- 
tors. It seems that the only thing we have 
semi-unanimously agreed on at our 
United Cartoon Workers’ union meetings 
is that for each printing of 20,000 the ar- 
tist should receive $25 per page. However, 
there is considerable leeway in the 
amount of work artists deem necessary to 
complete a page. One guy may 
painstakingly document his mother’s 
suicide, working in scratchboard and 
spending a day on every panel. Another 
may render a pot-boiler with close-ups of 
faces and severed intestines, and then add 
a little vulgar language to spice up the 
weak story line. One is irrigating the life 
stream of the genre while the other is 


defiling it. Both receive the same flat 


fee. 
If the industry survives, possibly it will 


have to be through very conscious and 


professional moves that are antithetical to 
the laissez-faire arrangement we’ve en-

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‘Payday’ Resurrected 


In Harvard Square

_ Since first-rate films have been in pain- 
fully short supply this season, it’s a terri- 
ble shame to see one go to waste. But 

_ Cinerama’s Payday has been even more 
sloppily handled than Fox’s The Last 
American Hero, an exceptional film that 

' somehow made its New York debut in 
several dozen suburban showcase 
theaters, without benefit of advance 
advertising, because at the last minute 
Fox didn’t have enough prints of the 

. previously scheduled Neptune Factor to 
go around. Payday’s handling has been 
even more seriously bungled than that, 
sad to say — although it will be perfor- 


ming the remarkable feat of rising from - 


the dead this week. Harvard Square 
Theater serves as official site for the 
resurrection. 

Payday first opened in Boston 
somewhere around the end of April. It was 
firmly scheduled for a certain Wednes- 
day, and I made a point of printing an 
affectionate review in the previous week’s 
paper because I thought the picture could 
use a little help. When the first call came 
in that Wednesday from a disgruntled 
reader who wondered why the picture 
hadn’t opened at all, I began to realize 
Payday was in need of a lot more help 
than I had to offer. As a matter of fact, the 
picture seemed decidedly jinxed; it finally 

- opened in Boston a week and a half late, 
with almost no advance word, because 
The Cheerleaders had been doing so well 
the Abbey hadn’t felt like closing it. And 
in New York Payday’s short run had 
somehow gone un- or mis-listed in Cue, 
the Post, and various other aids to the 
avid moviegoer.

No one is more acutely aware of all this 
than Rip Torn, who as of last May was 
convinced that his own personal jinx was 
even more serious than the one afflicting 
his picture. Cinerama’s New York 
publicity manager*had given me a 
somewhat mixed impression about Rip, 
assuring me that he was a terrific guy 
while she warned me not to ask him about 
his attack with a hammer on Norman 
Mailer on the set of Maidstone; but the 
one point she kept stressing was that Rip 
was depressed. And the one thing she 
forgot to mention was that he’d be com- 
pletely unrecognizable. 

Maury Dann, the stellar country musi- 
cian Torn portrays in the film, is a 
malevolent character whose face, whether 


smiling or contorted with anger, is all 
teeth. So we waited half an hour on the 
radiator of a Shubert Alley restaurant, 
figuring we’d spot the Torn molars any 
minute, until I finally began to notice a 
small, bearded, bespectacled, and terribly 
serious figure nursing a tequila on the far 
side of the room. 

“Pauline Kael once called me a basical- 
ly hostile human being,” said Rip, for 
openers. “Now obviously, it’s a compli- 
ment, in a way, that she seriously believes 
Iam the characters I play. But why can’t I 
meet -her for five minutes and let her 
realize that what I’ve done is a job of ac- 
ting ... ?” The lady from Cinerama did 
her best to comfort Rip with the 
knowledge that Kael’s review of Payday 


(favorable to the film, nasty towards its 
star) was a “money review,” but he was 
not about to be consoled. 

Torn spoke about the jinx at great 
length, and as calmly as he could. He 
spoke of eight years’ worth of 
“graylisting,” claiming that in the early 
sixties a wealthy California film backer 
had told him he “simply would not work” 
because of his political activities; Torn 
may not be a deeply committed radical, 
but he’s gamey enough to attract an oc- 
casional bullet through his dining room 
window. Then he spoke of his “big come- 
back,”’ a television version of The 
President’s Plane Is Missing that was 
“never shown, for some mysterious 


reason.”’ Torn played a villainous 


Pearl, c’est fini. 
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Presidential adviser modelled on Henry 


- Kissinger, and he thinks that may have 


had something to do with the show’s dis- 
appearance. 

Even Torn’s jokes, when he began feel- 
ing chipper enough to make some, were of 
a macabre bent. Ordering dinner, he 
laughed about its being his last, and 
suggested that the Cinerama lady — 
whom he liked, mind you — go seurry into 
the kitchen and put some ground glass in 


‘his steak. Remembering Cue, he said he’d 


be on a street corner handing out leaflets 
next time he had a picture playing in 
Manhattan. Thinking about Cinerama, 
he turned to the publicity manager and 
told her that ‘at least you know one thing 
about me, I’m not gonna talk behind your 
back.” 

Rip Torn has never had a significant 
leading screen role before Payday, and he 
has a rationale for that: Television. A 
tremendously gifted character player, and 
a prime proponent of the Method ap- 
proach, Torn likes to think that the only 
types of roles open to him were tremen- 
dously narrowed by the advent of series 
TV; if you weren’t a series hero, he 
reasons, then all you could play was a 
guest star villain. So he’s been playing 
heavies for quite some time now, in 
between stints Off-Broadway, and that’s 
why Payday came as such a personal 
breakthrough. The role was specially 
tailored for him, and for once his toothy, 
menacing screen persona could be central, 
vital, fully explored. Rip Torn had his 
biggest chance in a long time with Payday 
— and he made good, giving one of the 
year’s best performances. So it’s no 
wonder that his depression conceals a 
terrible bitterness and only barely con- 
trolled ragé. 

“I kept repeating one thing,” he told 
the Cinerama lady, ‘‘and that was that if 


you wanted to see it in New York, you 
couldn’t find it. And why the different 
magazines made all those mistakes, I'll 
never know: it must be what you call bad 
luck. But if you picked up the Post, unless 
you were hip enough to look in the 
alphabetical listings, you would look for 
the Waverly and it said Young Winston 
was playing there. Yes, in the Post! Yes it 
is! Well, let’s go, and I'll get it all out in 
front of you. Because I went to see it 
myself, dear heart’”’ — by now the teeth 
are out and clenched — “and I tried to 
find it! Now come on, I’m a bullshitter, 
but I’m not such a bullshitter that I'd 
make an ass of myself making such a 
serious charge and not being able to back 
it up.’ 

“T’ve always had a terrible reputation 
with you people in the industry, whether 
you met me or not — you were geared for a 
certain kind of attitude from the minute. 
I'd walk in the door. So I don’t frankly 
give a damn about anything except speak- 
ing the truth as I see it. And I’ve been in 
this business a long time, longer than you 
have. I have a few more gray hairs, and 
you’re a lovely young woman but I’m an 
old fart, so I can say it the way I see it. I’ve 
been seeing it for a couple of years now, 
quite a few more years than you have, so I 
know that when you go to a movie you 
look at certain sources. You pick up Cue.” 

The Cinerama lady tried to explain, but 
she liked Rip too much, and her heart just 
wasn’t in it. So she let him interrupt her: 
“You don’t know about these things 
anyway. What’re you trying to defend ’em 
for ? 

The lady was visibly flustered. “Tt’ s my 
company,” she began, “and. . 

“Ooooh,” said Rip. “A company girl!” 
But he liked her too, and so he managed 
— just barely — to let the whole thing go 
at that. 


Film Reviews 


SEX MADNESS; found in a base- 
ment, credits unknown. At the 
Cinema Kenmore Square — 


“I was a thing unclean,” she confesses 
to her kindly doctor. She thought it was 
just “innocent fun.”” Now that’s a funny 
attitude for this film to have. Sex 
Madness was constructed in an air of in- 
nocence, purity, and zeal to aid in the 
battle against syphilis. Syphilis is still 
with us, as is this film, but attitudes 
change, and today, when the threat of 
venereal disease once again reaches 
epidemic proportions, this earnest little 
piece of social reform has become an hour 
of innocent fun, an exercise in uninten- 
tional irony, a short glimpse at an alien 
culture and a bit of a bore. Such films, 
made in earnest, age poorly and therein 
lies their virtue, for their concepts are so 
dated that the irony of their approach 
becomes laughable and hey, presto! the 
film becomes a comedy item. 

The scenario includes a lascivious 
chorus girl who reaches for her bosom 
buddy’s bosom; a touch of homo terror 
before the producers zero in on the real 
villain; and extra-marital sex which ap- 
parently leads to v.d. every time. The 
guys leer and drool while chanting their 
litany of “innocent fun.” Pompous social 
reformers and white-haired doctors talk 
knowingly of lifetimes wasted. Every time 
a doctor warns a desperate young man or 
woman that “the treatment will be expen- 
sive’, we know he’s a quack. Whenever 
some lothario with a hair-line moustache 


reaches for two glasses of bubbly, we know 
there’s disaster in the offing. 

The acting is amateurish and the sets 
are treacherous. During one scene, a win- 
dow accidently slams shut, startling the 
heroine into flubbing her lines. The story 
line is too basic to be taken seriously even 
by 1930s standards, and the vision of 
young love, romance et al, that this film 
perpetrates would seem to be un- 
believable to any generation. As sex com- 
edies go, this is not funny. Perhaps it 
should have been left moldering in a base- 
ment somewhere. 

The accompanying short, “High On the 
Range” (this episode: “The Weed of 
Death”), about the dangers of marijuana, 
is somewhat refreshing after the dreadful- 
ly banal caveats of Sex Madness. Scenes 
of emaciated cowboys driven mad by the 
loco weed prove exhilarating. 

The funny thing is that sex without a 
little proper education and healthy at- 
titudes can be a real disaster, but 
everyone knows that marijuana is 
relatively innocuous.

Trower of Power

This is a piece about tradition, and 
about two British groups who concern 
themselves therewith. Robin Trower and 
the JSD Band, appearing last week at the 
Boston Club, are neither of them new ar- 
tists, but neither are they well known in 
America: Trower’s present band is 
overshadowed by the memory of his 
tenure with Procol Harum, and JSD are 
another traditional folk music band who 
would never have been released in 
America but for the current success of 
Steeleye Span. 


Robin Trower is a band whose lead 
guitarist is the person who distinguished 
himself in Procol for his technique, his 
restraint and his guitar tone. It was 
rumored that he ran the signal from his 
Les Paul through the guts of a car radio in 
order to obtain his inimitable sound, 
which became as luminous a part of 
Procol’s aura as the innovation of dual 
keyboards. Once, while on tour with the 
band Trower saw Jimi Hendrix perform, 
and was deeply affected, the more so 
when he learned of his new idol’s death a 
week later. He penned the spacey and 
enigmatic ‘Song for a Dreamer’ on the 
band’s Broken Barricades album, then 
left — and it is another tribute to Robin’s 
skill that the band had to recruit two 
musicians before replacing him. 


Guided by his image of Hendrix, Robin 
joined up with Reg Isidore, former 
drummer for Quiver and a strong one at 
that, and bassist/vocalist Jim Dewar, late 
of Stone the Crows, whose voice is as in- 
triguing as his manner is unobtrusive. 
Within the power trio format, Trower 
totally controls the pace and development 
of the tunes, which are various stages of 
weirdness away from rhythm and blues 
roots. The band’s recent album on 
Warner Bros., Twice Removed from 
Yesterday,exhibits both an increased 
propensity toward distortion and an over- 


all underwater sonority. In concert, Robin 
physically suggests Hendrix by contrast: 
he exaggerates his archetypal Saxon 
features by sporting a fleur-de-lis outfit 
like some knight of the Crusades, though 
his steed is Stratocaster white. 

The Trower band live is nowhere near 
the dry critical appraisal his approach 
suggests. Robin alternates selections from 
the album with new tunes, riff rockers 
which the most potent of the album cuts 


O’Rourke, flute and piccolo (primarily), 
and Des Coffield, for whom anything with 
strings and frets is fair game. They date 
the band back to 1969, making them the 
oldest extant folk band in England, but in 
fact the three of them have been playing 
together for a dozen years now.

Though his 
adamant refusal to play any Procol tunes 
(and the audience requested ‘Whiskey 
Train’ throughout the show) shows the 
depth of his fixation, the viability of his 
show indicates that he is not a blind 
follower of the Hendrix tradition, but an 
interpreter, and as ever, a uniquely in- 
teresting and irreplaceable guitarist.

The music is as spirited as it is varied. 
Sean leads a medley of Irish jigs and reels 
with the gay abandon of an eighteenth- 
century Ian Anderson, and then solemnly 
sings a poignant Scots ballad. Des can 
play and sing the moody English tune 
‘Sovay’ and then pick a jaunty American 
song like ‘Sarah Jane.’ All of their 
material is imbued with an energy which 


can turn itself into joviality for a dance 
tune or expressive beauty for a sorrowful 
broadside. They avoid comparison with 
Fairport or Steeleye by maintaining their 
Scottish inflections and their own ex- 
uberant manner, typefied by Chuck’s 
leading a reel into a false coda and 
shouting ‘God save the Queen!’ as the 
band plunges in once again. 


Chuck cites the approach of others in 
the field: ‘Ashley (Hutchings, who left 
Fairport to found Steeleye, which he then 
left for the Albion Country Band, lately 
disbanded) says, ‘Don’t laugh, don’t even 
smile, this is serious music we’re playing.’ 
On the other hand, ‘Tim Hart (of 
Steeleye) practically turns somersaults 
onstage.’ He cited Martin Carthy, who 
researches antique tunes tirelessly and 
plays tiny folk clubs for L35 (about $75), 
and Dave Swarbrick, who took in- 
numerable tunes from Carthy and used 
them to propel F’port to a position of in- 
ternational acclaim. 

It is very evident to the band, and es- 
pecially to Chuck, for he left the band for 
a spell over this point, that popularity 
and purity of tradition cannot coincide. It 
is the delicate balancing task of all of the 
electric traditional bands to determine 
how faithful they shall be. Chuck par- 
ticularly feels a sense of tradition, having 
been on the road with trad bands for the 
last 13 years. He recently arranged a 
beautiful old tune called ‘McShane’ for 
the band, but he was unable to collate the 
original lyrics, so he had to write some of 
his own which were close to the sense of 
the tune, but not the real thing, and he 
feels bad because of it. 


In the end, though, JSD continue. The 
tradition certainly was not one of study 
and musty scholarship, but of music and 
its enjoyment. Anyone who can play the 
airs and ballads in such a way as to cause 
as much pleasure as JSD is following that 
much of a tradition. 
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Black Byrd, Hello

Unbeknownst to the Boston area, the 
album Black Byrd (Blue Note BN-LA047- 
i, F) by trumpeter Donald Byrd is becoming 
os a national hit of Top-40 proportions. Fora _he is prying bp any of his days during his 
city with a supposedly large jazz 0 
listenership as these things go, little has 
been heard as yet of the single “Black 
Byrd” which is appearing on AM in 
several cities. The album is touted as the 
biggest seller in Blue Note’s history; with | 
sales to date of 250,000 and a second 
single (“Flight Time”) due for release, 
Black Byrd is at least well on its way to 
becoming a gold LP, and may be, as 
claimed, the biggest selling jazz album in 
history (though I heard that Bitches Brew 
— another BB — sold in excess of 


400,000).

This kind of popular success for a Byrd 
album is startling, and even Donald had 
trouble explaining it at a recent press 
lunch. “When it-was released, everyone 
treated it like ‘Oh, another Donald Byrd 
album;’ a lot of copies were given away. 
Then Detroit, my home town, which often 
picks up on what I do, got behind the 
album. Word of mouth spread to 
Washington, where I was teaching (Byrd 
has just resigned as Chairman of Jazz 
Studies at Howard), and people on the 
West Coast started getting into it. Then 
we put out a single, and now we're close to

The possibility of 
sharing concert bills with Earth, Wind 
and Fire or Stevie Wonder now exist, and 
an escape from the jazz club circuit is 
planned. Speaking with the voice of a 
man who foresaw the opening of a mass 
market, Byrd says that the total sales of 
Black Byrd will most likely be com- 
paratively meagre: “Larry Mizell, the 
man who wrote, arranged and produced 
the entire album, has written all of the 
hits for the Jackson Five, so if I sell any 
less than 800,000 copies I will be his 


The album is almost a prototype of 
current rock-jazz (as opposed to jazz-rock, 
the fusion from the other direction) recor- 
dings, with cleaner-than-usual 
arrangements over the stretched-out riffs 
and simple melodies. The entire collec- 
tion is more unswerving than most in its 
aim for the pop audience, and Byrd & Co. 
add occasional vocals, but the whole is no 
more of an extreme commercial gesture 
than many current sessions by other jazz 
soloists. Byrd, who has been heading in. 
this direction with Fancy Free, Electric 
Byrd and Ethiopian Knights, has merely 


followed what he sees as the musical shift 


of the past decade or so to its logical ex- 
tent. “For years popular black music and 
jazz each developed along separate paths, 


with the popular musicians getting their 
inspiration from the jazzmen. Then, a lit- 
tle over a decade ago, popular black music 
started making its own discoveries and 
jazzmen had to admit that something 
creative was happening and picked up on 
it. Look at the influence of a man like 
Pretty Purdie — a jazz drummer like 
Tony Williams has altered his playing to 
move towards Purdie. The two musics are 
heading together, and in the future will 
develop together.” 


Perhaps so, but if the result is more im- 
provisation and musicianship in popular 
music, the converse may be less imagina- 
tion and variety in jazz. “Black Byrd” for 
example is mainly a repetitive vocal in 
the style of War; the wonder is not so 
much that the record is a huge success as 
that other hornmen or pianists haven’t 
met with similar fortune. “I learned 
something by digging the audience reac- 
tion to Miles and Herbie Hancock,” Byrd 
says; “the jazz fans were mad because 
they felt the music was a sell-out, but it 
was still over the rock fans’ heads.” The 
stumper, however, is that Donald’s 
current music cannot be considered that 


much more of a sell-out. It’s not much 


different from Freddie Hubbard’s First 
Light or less-intense recent Miles. 
Perhaps the well-crafted tunes, relying 
heavily on the flute counter-lead to Byrd’s 
trumpet and an infectious rhythm section 
(no personne] due to contract hassles), 
plus the occasional vocals make the

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difference, or perhaps we are seeing the 
dawn of this decade’s equivalent of the 
Swing era. The signs are still forming. 

Byrd’s trumpet and flugelhorn, backed 
by a young septet including four of 
Donald’s Howard students, began in a 
more assertive jazz mood at the opening 
of each Workshop set I heard, only to wind 
down into more ordinary realms by the 
conclusion. Byrd has long been the disci- 
ple primarily of Milesian brevity in his 
solo lines, and may be the sole remaining 
practitioner of this brooding minimalism; 
there are, however, more discursive 
moments such as the original 
“Gogomania” where the fleetness and fire 
suggest the extroverted horns of Hubbard 
or Lee Morgan. Definitely at the center of 
contemporary trumpet standard bearers, 
Donald is impeccable even when the 
groove wears thin. Significant assistance 
was provided by Alan Barnes, whose tall, 
thin figure and uncomplicatedly blue 
tenor suggest Crusader saxophonist 
Wilton Felder, and David Williams, a 
most enterprising bassist. Guitarist 
Barney Perry was the sole tiresome 
member, reworking a small group of pet 
phrases ad infinitum. Even the least in- 
volving moments were spirited and 
dance-inducing, like well-played pop 
soul, leading me to wonder why Byrd. 
won’t sell as many records as War. Is it, as 
many’ musicians insist, because he is 
stuck with the label of.jazzman, and, if so, 
doesn’t it become more obvious why they 
hate the word? 
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ROGER McGUINN (Columbia KC 
31946)

The release of this, Roger McGuinn’s 
first solo album, leads me to wonder to 
what extent hasn’t every album under the 
corporate mantle ‘‘Byrds’’ been a 
McGuinn solo album. It was his voice, his 
electric 12-string, his vocal arrangements 
which typified the Byrds sound; indeed, 
he was the only Byrd who played on the 
record, “Mr. Tambourine Man,” which 
set the pattern into which all subsequent 
LPs more or less fell. As proof that Byrds 
and McGuinn are equivalents, when 
every founding member except McGuinn 
had left, Roger put together a new outfit 
on Dr. Byrds and Mr. Hyde which sound- 
ed remarkably like the old. True, there 
were Crosby’s contributions which 
resisted McGuinn’s permeation, but these 
were always seen to lie outside the Byrds’ 
identity as such, and were roundly con- 
demned for that. Only when David wasn’t 
David was he a Byrd. 

If Roger’s art has been totally expressed 
through the Byrds, what is he doing with 
a non-Byrds album? McGuinn, White, 
Parsons and Battin had almost evolved to 
the point where they were no longer play- 
ive Rvurde music — that is, Roger was no 

onger leader. Further, the re-forming of 


the original Byrds made the above, tour- 
ing Byrds look in effect like impostors. 
They had to disband. The reunion, in 
turn, was a lark. McGuinn wanted to re- 
assert control over his career. Ergo, a solo 
album. 

As a retrospective, a collection of earlier 
styles, a self-portrait if you will, Roger 
McGuinn partly qualifies as a Byrds 
album, although it lacks the uniformity of 
texture and professional care that title 
has come to signify. The opening cut is 
called “I’m So Restless,” and proceeds by 
examining the alternative models Mssrs. 
D, L and J (Dylan, Lennon and Jagger) 
have set up. They’re presented in decep- 
tively pat, media-mindless terms, but the 
point is not to give these three fellows 
(farmer, screamer, pervert) a fair hearing, 
but to reject models, solutions per se. 
Played simply on acoustic guitar and har- 
monica, the song in its bravery is quite 
moving. It is like McGuinn to consult the 
three leaders, then reach his own con- 
clusions: that in essence, is the story of 
the Byrds. Yet it is this restlessness, this 
inability to find a “solution,” however 
temporary, out of which an aesthetic 
direction might flow, which makes this 
album an erratic affair. 

There is one conceptual breakthrough 
— “Draggin’ ’’ — which sports Beach 
Boys harmonies performed by no less than 
former B.B. Bruce Johnston. The song is 
about jets’draggin’, and thus marries the 
two great California pop legacies — 
Byrds and Beach Boys, jets and hotrods, 
sky and earth. But this wonderfully 
mature ecumenical concept is marred by 
sloppy execution, in particular Charies 
Lloyd’s totally lame sax. Lloyd similarly 
mutilates “‘My New Woman,” a not very 
promising number to begin with, which 
employs all of the original Byrds — un- 
doubtedly a rejected track from the reu- 
nion album. “Lost My Drivin’ Wheel” is 
churning, turbulent, and features Roger’s 
long-missed brash electric 12-string — 
one of the most beautiful sounds in rock. 
The presence of the exceptional Jim Gor- 


don on drums, replacing the more 
prevalent John Guerin, is also crucial. 
The methodology of “Time Cube” is a 
pale reprise of “Space Odyssey”, a 
galactic reverie done as an Appalachian 
ballad (banjo plus synthesizer). I would 
guess Roger had a feeling that the 
eerieness and abandonment of space 
could be best conjured up by the unsettl- 
ing, remote music of Appalachia or the 
Scottish Highlands. ‘““Heave Away” is an 
old sea chanty. Roger tries on a brogue, 
plays 12-string again, and Spanky (of Our 
Gang) pitches in, but engaging as it is, we 
have heard something like this before in 
“Jack Tarr the Sailor.” ‘‘Bagful of 
Money,” like “Mr. Spaceman,’” is a 
C&W treatment of the astro-blues. 
“Hanoi Hannah” is a satirical folk protest 
a la the Chad Mitchell Trio (whom Roger 
at one time backed up). Accident prone 
David Crosby’s strained high harmony 
hurts “The Water is Wide.” Also, Roger’s 
inimitable voice is unfortunately elec- 
tronically altered throughout. Here we 
can see one of our beloved national heroes, 
the creator of folk-rock, acid rock, country 
rock and space-rock, reduced to that com- 
monest of musical compromises — the

Ian Matthews: VALLEY HI (Elektra 
75061) 


Formerly the world’s sweetest tenor, 
Ian Matthews’ voice has acquired some 
teeth since we heard it last in Plainsong; 
at times, his execution is even harsh. 
Where before he was a mere observer and 


a gingerly one at that (“I had a friend, a 
country singer... now I find he can’t recall 
my name”—‘‘Call the Tune’’), he is now a 
powerful participant in his tunes, at times 
even macho (though he only really attains 
this extreme in “Leaving Alone”’). He has 
assimilated from producer Mike Nesmith 
a bit of the cowboy personality. 

He has also absorbed from the same 
source a lot of the musical stunts the 
straight-from-the-saddle crowd use. His 
background pedal steel was always in the 
past renowned for its taste and restraint; 
here it’s all WCOP grade, especially on 
Richard Thompson’s ‘Shady Lies.” 
Rather than negotiate the hefty skips in 
Randy Newman’s ‘What Are You 
Waiting For” with his customary preci- 
sion, he slips all over the scale like a 
greased pig, almost as if he were yodelling 
sloppily. His sidemen on this album in- 
clude Nashville greats ““Red’”’ Rhodes and 
Byron Berline, adding their share of coun- 
trydom to Nesmith’s, which prevails 
utterly in Ian’s final tip of the ten-gallon 
hat—a hoary Don Gibson tune. 

By far the best tunes on the album are 
the ones from the single that preceded it: 
Jackson Browne’s “These Days” b/w The 
American traditional ‘Old Man at the 
Mill.” The former is classic Matthews 
with the new edge to-his voice: the theme 
is offset by five faultless pedal steel notes, 
tension converted to energy with a round 
array of cautious instruments, etc., exact- 
ly as it was done on “Woodstock” three 
years ago (though the harmonies are quite 
spare now). “Old Man,” on the other 
hand, manages a hoedown feel without 
sounding Nash-vile, and Berline’s fiddle 
is the most infectious since Steeleye 
Span. 

I see in this record the format of slick 
production and teaser hit plus hastily 
assembled filler which characterized pop 
albums before the advent of rock. Yet 
another step in the direction of the Dean 
Martins and Bing Crosbys. Musical 
whoredom returns, and it’s all our fault.

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Archie Shepp: CORAL ROCK 
(Prestige PR 10066) 


The word is that Sun Ra is alive and 
well, still in orbit and under contract to, 
of all labels, Blue Thumb. After literally 
decades of neglect, the new recordings 
plus the Saturn reissues on Impulse 
should provide listeners with a sizable 
lode of Ra’s music. Ra’s temperament has 
always been encyclopedic, never willing 
to discard any area of past exploration, 
and the second side of his first “major 
label’’ recording is fittingly a journey from 
the Arkestra’s best fifties post-bop groove 
(“Images”) through the transition to 
loosening form (‘Discipline 33’’) to solar 
energy (“Sea of Sounds’) and a final 
group vocal (“Rocket Number Nine’). 
The side is a tour de force in terms of both 
conception and execution, proof for the 
doubters of the Arkestra’s scope and con- 
sistency. Besides the fine arrangement, 
“Images” has su prisingly lyrical piano 
from the leader plus John Gilmore’s tough 
tenor; ‘‘Discipline’’ also has moving 
keyboard work and a flute ensemble that 
is both light and tough. All stops are out 
on “Sea,” the piece that sounds like most 
listeners’ preconception of Ra; the reeds 
do some. incredible hollering at each 
other. “Nine” is short and swift, a swirl of 
vocals by the four female vocalists (Space 
Ethnic Voices) and the members of the 
Arkestra. 

Side one, in contrast, is one thing, and 
that thing goes on for twenty-one 
minutes. “Space is the Place” is sung in 
counterpoint, over and over, while the 


band rises and falls in varying com- 
binations. This now-familiar style of in- 
finite riffing, first made popular by 
Pharoah Sanders and Leon Thomas, bogs 
down as usual because a point is reached 
where everyone gets too hung up in play- 
ing the riff to extract any surprises from 
it. Still, Sun Ra is more successful than 
most who choose the style because he 
both uses the most infectious of rif*s and 
allows everyone in the band to get Toose 


and create. Most surprising of all, the 


_ performance recovers from a limp middle 
and finishes-in a dazzle of instrumental 
and vocal sounds. The last five minutes 
are highly recommended. 

I have no such reservations concerning 
Phase One, the second of two albums by 
the Art Ensemble of Chicago that Prestige 
has acquired from the French Musidisc 
label (the first, with 
photo, is PR 10049 and features Fontella 
Bass). This February, 1971, recording 
proves once. again that Lester Bowie, 
Roscoe Mitchell, Joseph Jarman, Malachi 
Favors and Don Moye are collectively se- 
cond to none in the creation of improvised 
works. The two side-long pieces here are 
conceptual opposites, group interplay ver- 
sus extended soloing, but both are high- 
level creations and the latter provides a 
rare opportunity to hear the individuals 
solo at length. I supect the labels on my 
copy are reversed, but my side two (labell- 
ed “Lebert Aaly”, and described as an 
Albert Ayler dedication, but opening with 
someone saying “Odenaruh (sic), Phase 
One: Coltrane’’) is the extended blowing 
piece; cymbal and bass intro, then sax 
solos sandwiching Bowie’s trumpet. In 
the past I’ve been tempted to paraphrase 
the famous comment about Ellington 
and say that the Ensemble is each man’s 
true instrument, but there is no denying 
the virtuosity displayed here, especially 
‘by Favors’ bass and the second sax- 
ophonoist (Roscoe Mitchell, I believe; he 
seems to stay on left channel, Jarman on 
right, throughout). Side one is titled 
“Ohnedaruth,” the name which Alice 
Coltrane now uses to refer to John; it is 
the AEC’s constantly evolving, 
everybody-plays nobody-solos form which 
allows the members to make use of their 
aresenal of “little instruments.” The per- 
formance is an amazing show of empathy

which reveals more with each rehearing. 
You can’t take in the Art Ensemble’s 
music all at once, but I know no current 
group more deserving of constant listen- 
ing. 

Archie Shepp’s album is from the same 
European source, this being his third im- 
ported effort to appear on Prestige- 
Fantasy. Two more side-long perfor- 
mances, but here one is unfocused and in- 
conclusive. Shepp has chosen to play the 
standard “I Should Care” as a feature for 
his piano, but he is not a piano soloist and 
makes most of his points in the first three 
minutes. The title piece is much better; 
an exotic slow vamp with Bobby Few’s 
piano accompaniment washing over some 
of Shepp’s warmest-sounding tenor and 
three of the best young brassmen — valve 
trombonist Clifford Thornton, flugelhor- 
nist Alan Shorter, who is also credited as 
composer, and the Art Ensemble’s Lester 
Bowie (mistakenly identified as Joseph 
Jarman), who is muted and at times 
suggests Miles Davis. For those who 
remember the “old” Archie Shepp, pre- 
big band and pre-vocalists, ““Coral Rock” 
will sound like the real thing. 


Staple Singers: USE WHAT YOU 
GOT (Fantasy 9423) 

Staple Singers: BE WHAT YOU 
ARE (Stax 3015) este 


Almost since the group’s inception, Pop 
Staples has had his eye on bigger things 
than the gospel music field could provide. 
* In the early 60’s “bigger things” meant 
an abortive foray into the then- 
burgeoning folk circuit and the above 
Fantasy album is as much a representa- 
tion of what that audience expected from 
its “gospeliers” as it is any kind of state- 
ment from the Staples. Much like Bill 
Broonzy’s decision to “give ’em what they ° 
-want” (meaning the “authentic” protest 
songs the British audience of the fifties 
thought black blues singers sang), Use 
What You Got is filled with everything 
from early pop/folk standards like ‘“This 
Little Light Of Mine,” to pop Dylan 
(“Blowin’ In The Wind”), pop gospel 
standards and a few Pop Staple originals, 
including a remake of their first gospel hit 
“Uncloudy Day.” 

The music on this album conjures im- 


ages of gently swaying folkies, holding 
hands, beatifically smiling in the New- 
port breeze while the Staples hold forth 
on stage, packaged between Chad 
Mitchell and the Kingston Trio. The 
remake of ““Uncloudy Day” is moving, a 
few others are passable, but unless you 
enjoy Pop singing “Blowin’ In The Wind” 
with a C + W arrangement avoid this one. 

The Staple Singers found their niche in 
the late sixties with the soul audience. 
At the risk of committing heresy, I find 
their recent material immensely more 
appealing than even their late fifties 
“classic” gospel things. 

Be What You Are is the slickest of the 
recent Stax albums on all fronts, in- 
cluding the cover, which is certainly an 
improvement over some of the dismal jobs 
of the recent past. Pop’s guitar and some 
of the more “homey” harmonies have 
been sacrificed, which might seem like 
blasphemy to some, but the slickness has 
produced the most listenable, fully realiz- 
ed soul album the Staple Singers have 
recorded on Stax. 

If Use What You Got brings to mind 
enraptured folkies, Be What You Are is 
music for the belly-whopping, funky 
roboting Soul Train gang. Almost without 
exception the songs have some variation 
on the reggaed “‘I’ll Take You There’”’ styl- 
ed arrangement, culminating in “If 
You’re Ready (Come Go With Me)’’. The 
obvious derivation of “If You’re Ready” is 
no detraction. It’s an absolutely 
irresistable call to board the friendship 
train with a bridge that rivals the In- 
truders’ “I’ll Always Love My Mama” 
and Stevie Wonder’s “Higher Ground” as 
the finest in a year of great dance music. 

‘‘Grandma’s Hands,” one of Bill 
Withers’ fhest compositions, is com- 
plemented by a subdued slide guitar and 
Mavis’ torchy vocal. Mavis is a church 
shaker of the first order, but, in one of the 
only drawbacks in this album, Mavis is 
locked in a little too tightly by the 
arrangements. With the exception of “If 
You’re Ready,” there isn’t the freewheel- 
ing improvisation of “I’ll Take You 
There.” That aside, this is a fine album, 
giving Soul ’73 a healthy shot in the arm 
after a dreadful first eight months.

‘Butley’ Wit Without Weight

’ T’d like to be able to give a magisterial 
“yea” or “nay” to Butley so that all you 
theatregoers out there would be spared 
the agonies of decision making, but I’m 
afraid I’m going to have to hand down a 
split decision. 

Butley, which opened last week at the 
Colonial, is a comedy about a thoroughly 
disagreeable, venomous, alcoholic 
English university lecturer. He loathes his 
work, his colleagues, his wife of one year 
from whom he has just separated, and his 
infant daughter. What he wants is total 
repossession of a former student and 
protege, now a junior member of the 
department. Since the wife is out of the 
way they are once more sharing a flat, as 
well as an office. But Joey has been step- 
ping out with Reg, a tough, cool publisher 
from the north of England, and he is 
clearly slipping out of Butley’s clutches. 

Observing the classic unity of time and 
space, all the action takes place in one 
day in Butley and Joey’s shared and 
slovenly office, a set which marvelously 
conveys just that air of self-hatred and 
claustrophobia exuded by English 
departments. What happens is, from 
Butley’s point of view, completely 
passive. At the end of the @st act he 
learns that his wife is planning to divorce 
him and marry Tom, a mutual friend 
whom Butley spends much time and 
energy attacking as the most splendid 
bore in London. By the end of the second 
act Joey has departed to an office of his 
own and an apartment with friend Reg. 
Butley makes a half-hearted attempt to 
interest himself in vamping a new student 
to replace Joey but gives up almost im- 
mediately and is finally alone. 

Now, if you like witty one-liners

delivered by an actor so charming and ac- 
complished that he can carry off two 
hours of them and even make it look as if 
he isn’t doing it all by himself (which is 
not to slight the cast, all of them ex- 
cellent) then Butley and Brian Bedford 


are for you. And I have to confess that I 
took great pleasure in hearing Bedford 
recite Beatrix Potter nursery stories, at- 
tack Byron and Herrick, and torture a 
poor graduate student reading her inter- 
pretation of “A Winter’s Tale’. Lines 


like, “It’s laid out like a film script. Must 
be an American MA. thesis’’, or even an 
imitation Wildeism, “‘Lust is no excuse 
for thoughtlessness”, can and did make 
me laugh. 

But honesty compels me to say that 
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there is no play. Simon Gray, the author, 
has not given even a cursory glance at 
Butley’s relations either with his wife or 
Joey, or the slightest attempt to render 
the conflict between his needs to hate and 
to love. The character of Butley, as it is! 
written, is essentially that of a monster. I 
gather from other discussions of the play, 
originally produced in London and New 
York with Alan Bates in the leading role, 
that he was portrayed that way. James 
Hammerstein, the director of the touring 
company, has made a mistake in trying to 
soften that image when there is nothing in 
the text to lend substance to his vision of 
Butley as a superior, because honest, 
man. Butley’s wisecracks are used against 


others, not himself. His first move on lear- 
ning that his wife is going to leave him is 
to try and spread scandalous rumors 
about her and her new husband that will 
perhaps cost them their jobs. 


’ Vindictive, selfish, and shallow, Butley 
could have at least aroused our intense 
dislike. Theatrically, we all love a villain. 
But Bedford’s natural charm and 
Hammerstein’s direction have undercut 
that element, leaving us with a witty but 
petty figure about whom we can feel 
nothing at all. 


Beyond its failure to develop Butley as 
a real character, what I find disturbing is 
the play’s cheap exploitation of the theme 


of homosexuality. Now that the love that 
dares not speak its name is able to 
proclaim it freely in hot and cold media, 
we have seen new frontiers of banality 
open before us. Except for the redeeming 
performance of Peter Finch, “Sunday 
Bloody Sunday”’ was the sudsiest kind of 
soap. Just changing the sexes in the 
triangle, girl loves boy boy loves boy, or 
boy loves boy loves boy, isn’t going to il- 
luminate the nature of heterosexual- 
homosexual relations unless the writer or 
playwright is willing to explore them. 


Butley simply uses a convenient new 
peg on which to hang the same old mis- 
ogynous and anti-homosexual jokes of

What is there to say about the musical 
Molly, the latest incarnation of the 
Jewish Mother myth based on the Ger- 
trude Berg family epic‘‘The Goldbergs’} 


which began decades and decades ago? 


Gertrude Berg, the genius who created the 
story and the role of Molly, had an un- 
forgettable voice, something between a 
woman who is about to expire and a 
woman who is making threats on your life. 
But Kay Ballard, the Molly of this out-of- 
town opening at the Shubert, has none of 
Berg’s personal and ethnic charm, 
although her television role in “The 
Mother-In-Law” has made her something 
of a cult figure and the audience was as 
excited as any group of teeny-boppers at 
seeing her in the flesh. 

The play is set in the Bronx of 1932. 
Papa Jake has lost his job as the best 
cutter in all New York. Daughter Rosalie 


muffs her Mozart and doesn’t get into 
Music and Art. Son Sammele is four years 
too young and callow to win the heart and 
mind of his beloved Stella. And Molly, 
Mrs. Fix-it, has gradually given away all 
the precious savings in the flowerpot. But, 


never aN Molly i is determined to set up 
her Jake in business for himself. Isn’t she 
married to the greatest scissor-wielder in 
all of the Boroughs? “You belong in Ladies 
Dresses,’ she tells Jake tearfully.If only we 
all believed in our men that way. 

Naturally, she succeeds in the end, and 


the audience seemed to be loving every 
minute of a production which was neither 
bizarre nor homely enough to be Camp. It 
had the flavor of a lime drop forgotten at 
the bottom of your bag. On the pro side, I 
thought that the lyric“‘Life is not an ex- 
press train, there are stops along the way.” 
would go over big with riders of the 
MBTA red line. And rhyming mazeltov 
with love was a find never included in my 
goyishe rhyming dictionary. 


The only member of the cast who sur- 
faced from the chicken soup was Eli 
Mintz, who plays Uncle David the Inept. 
A diminutive figure of great charm, Mintz 
has been in just about every production 
having to do with the Goldbergs over the 
last three decades. If anyone could have 
stopped the show, he could have, but he 
simply didn’t have the material to do it 
with. 


However, given its garment trade’s 
work ethic (it’s wool that makes the world 
go round) and the present craze of 
nostalgie for any decade but our own, this 
show may run for years and years and 
years in New York. But Rogers and 
Hammerstein it isn’t. 


supposedly less “with it” generations. 

Listening to audience laughter at the 
words, “pansy’’, “queer”, “fairy”, and 
“fruit”, in the scene where Butley taunts 
Reg, his rival, it was clear that plays like 
this one pander to the public’s prejudices 
while pretending to be frank and liberal. 
There was a good deal of Butley mutteing 
“bloody bloody women” rather inex- 
plicably and jokes like “She told me if I 
was half a man I’d leave; discovering that 
she was, she left”, and “I’m a one woman 
man and I’ve had mine, thank God’’, and 
“She was always succinct even with her 
knickers off.” 


I find it curious that the critics, and 
James Hammerstein, the director, have 
defined Butley as bi-sexual. Butley is a 
closet homosexual who never shows 
anything but revulsion for his wife, and 
hatred for women in general. I wonder if 
male homosexuality won’t in time gain 
respectability by the back door. The 
courage of gay people who have come out 
is inspiring those still in the closet. If 
more men follow their example it will be 
in the interests of the ruling sex, if I may 
use that expression, to redefine the whole 
business as “‘bi-sexual’’. In that way they 
may be able to legitimize their own 
homosexual feelings without confronting 
the realities of the situation. 


It remains to be seen if women will be 
similarly dealt with. We have not yet been 
treated to a round of boy loves girl girl 
loves girl for all the many and obvious 
reasons, not the least of which is the trou- 
ble the women have getting access to the 
media. 


Butley will continue at the Colonial 
through this week. My compliments to 
the cast. Paul Jott as Joey was both 
likable and “‘gutiess”’, James Hummert as 
Reg was exactly right in his clash with 
Butley. Barbara Lester, as the bedeviled 
teacher of Byron, had the least rewarding 
role of the play but carried it off. And 
Sharon Laughlin, Linda Charet, and 
Saylor Creswell all did their bit to create a 
polished production. 


It’s a pity they had no play to work 
with.

waits. The protagonist of this Cuban film 
wears an externally contrite expression, 
just to the somber side of puzzlement. A 
bourgeois landlord under Batista, he 
stays on in Havana out of intellectual 
curiosity and an intolerable inability to 
make decisions. He considers trying his 
hand at writing, but mostly he wallows in 
woefully generalized memories of the 
past, a past whose validity is rejected by 
the forces of revolutionary change on all 


sides of him. Although Sergio has the in- 
sight to recognize what is happening, he 
lacks the sensitivity to understand its 
significance. 


Both Sergio and Cuba are haunted by 
the specter of subdesarollo — un- 
derdevelopment in all its forms, 
economic, cultural, political, personal. 
Visiting Hemingway’s villa outside 


Havana, Sergio chafes under the 


patronizing colonialism Hemingway 
represents in his relationships with 
Cubans. For him, the island was a place 
to fish, to entertain, to exploit. Like many 
peoples who are erroneously presumed in- 


ferior by imperious races, like natives of 


India, Iraq, or Chicago, Sergio as a Cuban 


must confront his Third World” complex, 
a pervasive sense of unworth in the eyes of 
others. He attempts to live his life as a 
European, but the young girl he attempts 
to shape in this image resists his efforts. 
Bored by the painting he shows her in a 
gallery, she straightens his tie. 

Alea’s point is that all forms of un- 
derdevelopment proceed from a common 
set of causes and are essentially the same. 
Sergio never learns this lesson, although 
the camera, in its sometimes crude 
documentary way, highlights the 
relationship of his own underdevelopment 
to his lack of political awareness. 

The film, for all its intellectual thrust, 
is shot; in a cramped, manipulatory style, 
‘giving it the appearance of a visual com- 


plexity that it never earns. Some of the 
visual symbols are little more than hoary 
contrasts or obvious ironies, and some of 
the introspection goes heavy on the 
runaway rhetoric. Yet its concerns are real 
and fundamental, and the novel context 
in which they are examined reveals fresh 
pertinences for a ‘Northamerican’ 
audience. It is revealing to see the Cuban 
side of the impending Missile Crisis of 
1962 with which the picture ends. And the 
final imagery, which relates the everyday 
actions of the individual to the larger 
preoccupations of an ‘underdeveloped’ 
nation on the brink of possible disaster, 
tends to unite the looser ends of the film 
in a stunning synthesis of surface and 
idea. —— Myron Meisel

There have 
already been busts in New York, New 
Jersey, lowa, and Ohio. In most cases it is 
difficult to say whether the lega! 
proceedings cover just the comic books 
themselves, or the more infamous com- 
pany which they occasionally keep: 
Bonafide Smut. A New York judge 
tolerated the family-situation incest, but 
drew the line at sodomy in Zap #4. During 
the period when they were unavailable 
due to an earlier court decision, Zap #4 
and other titles commanded a $10 under- 
the-counter fee. 

Production costs are rising steadily. 
There is the newsprint shortage; the 
suppliers to the various publishers are 


of royalties for each comic is: Artist - 5 
cents, Publisher - 5 cents, Printer - 10 
cents. The wholesaler pays 20 cents for 
each book which he then sells for 30 cents 
to the store in which it is sold for 50 cents. 
Add these figures up and you'll be able to 
figure out who is going to absorb the 
higher printing costs. If the consumer has 
to pay an additional 25 cenfs, no more 
than a handful of titles will survive. These 
would probably be anthologies where ar- 
tists working in somewhat similar veins 
would exhibit together. 

The most obvious solution to this whole 
mess, “Clean up the comics — Act as your 
own censors, before it’s too late!” is 
odious to those who fear that giving in to a 


repressive climate makes it all the easier 
to give in a little more, a little bit at a 
time. Not that everyone feels the need to 
depict genitalia in every story, but sex- 
uality is part of the palette, too. And 
Doonesbury notwithstanding, the stan- 
dards of syndicated comics are so. 
stringent in regard to both style and con- 
tent that we couldn’t hack that either. 
Those of us who have invested so much ef- 
fort into learning the ropes aren’t about to 
stop drawing our own brand of cartoons 
just because there is no immediate 
market. We may have to resort to printing 
the comix at our own expense, a possibili- 
ty already investigated by a few artists, 
and one which would truly earn for us the 
title “underground.”

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Dance: Sticky Summer

What passed here for the Bolshoi Ballet 
spread an appropriately sticky 
marshmallow topping on Boston’s 
summer sundae of dance. Scheduled 
programs promised 28 flavors, delivered a 
few, and melted easily from the memory. 

The group sent on U.S. tour is not (and 
this is no news to anyone) the cream of the 
Bolshoi Ballet. They opened here with a 
production of Act II of ‘Giselle,’ that can 
only be taken as a great joke. There sat 
Boston, expectant to the point of pain, 
seated after a long crush through the lob- 
by of the Music Hall, waiting for this 
legendary ballet company to do their 
stuff. What we least expected was to get a 
terrific chuckle out of the whole thing. 
But it was grand. To set the tone, the 
ushers allowed the audience to continue 
filing into the theater (all the way down to 
the first few rows of the orchestra) for ten 
minutes after the curtain opened. The 
orchestra was pleasant, though, and one 
had only to sit back and wait for the aisles 
to clear. When everyone was finally 
seated (and the ballet long since started) 
the comedy began. Wilis were running 
into each other, making exits with a 

bounce, excuse-me, push, plop and stum- 
ble against one or another of the troupe. It 
was pure slapstick through ‘Giselle.’ The 
company seemed too tired to get through 
the thing and I guess they had to remind 
each other to stay awake because there 
was more whispering and elbowing 
onstage than there was in the audience. 

The program tightened into what could 
reasonably be called ballet later in the 
ee particularly with ‘The Ocean 


and the Pearls.’ Alexander Gudunov, 
besides being very sexy, is a formidable 
technician with enough charisma to keep 
everyone breathing hard, gasping oc- 
casionally. ‘Walpurgis Night,’ balanced 
the ‘Giselle’ disaster, bringing us home 
with a RED mass of wriggling lust. All the 
undulating flesh was more reminiscent of 
self-conscious imprevisation the third 
week of elementary modern dance than 
performance by the highly-touted (if 
highly-criticized). company. 


The summer was not particularly a hot 
one for dance. Sweating records were set 
by both audience and dancers (the floor- 
boards of Agassiz Theater must have 
rotted from all the moisture) but perspira- 
tion from pure inspiration wore thin after 
Harvard Dance Center’s first perfor- 
mance. 

Agassiz, for all its craggy charm, just 
isn’t the kind of place to make a dancer 
drool, particularly in the summer heat. 
The stage is tiny and the sound system 
grates and scratches, vomiting away its 
little conceits, calling attention to itself 
and away from the dance. Bill Evans, 
choreographer/dancer for Harvard’s first 
set of concerts, was borrowed from Utah 
Reperatory Dance Theater not only by 
Harvard but by the folks out at Jacob’s 
Pillow later in the summer to choreograph 
a modern dance for Cynthia Gregory. His 
Harvard concert, reputed to be the hap- 
pier of these choreographic attempts, was 
enormously enjoyable. ‘Within Bounds,’ 
which Evans referred to during rehearsals 
as ‘my ———— duet,’ explores two

sides of his personality. It’s ‘Outer Limits’ 
inspired — conceive ‘and nurtured with 
the notion that a little bit of weird is okay 
and a lot is too much, but a mix with ar- 
tistic creativity is sublime. Here the 
choreographer replaces traditional dance 
flow with architecture. It’s a rich mix; you 
never feel a movement over-defined 
although it can be repeated and restated. 
Evans has the gift of developing drama 
along with some of the more staggering 
physical demands I’ve seen in modern 
dance. In this piece, Evans is a mechaniz- 
ed character, marching away without 
respite, programmed to march in a 
square, and marking time occasionally 
with a rythmatic super-salute. His eyes 
focus far, far in the distance, except when 
he pauses, sensing the pathos of the other 
dancer. Reuben James Edinger staggers 


upstage in a horrifying variation of pacing 
which falls at the opposite end of the spec- 
trum from Evans’ patterned marching. 

h are trapped in extreme human 
situations: unthinking. unquestioning 
obedience, and the all-encompassing 
melodrama of suffering. 


Martha Armstrong Gray contributed a 
side-slapping, roaring piece called ‘Rock 
Dances,’ recalling the sight and sound 
cliches of the Fifties and Sixties. An 
athletic dance, it came complete with 
bobby-soxers, greasers and lacey collars. 
Gray’s other work, ‘Journeys,’ which 
seems to be getting its share of perfor- 
mance (it was part of Dance Collective’s 
June Concert at Kresge) is inventive, 
flowing gracefully — and would probably 


zbe a very effective advertisement’ if 
* offered as a promo for Eric Hawkins’ 
Company. 

& The late July concerts at Harvard, lack- 
yin Evans’ 


imaginative salesmanship, 
were a disappointment. It was Martha 
Graham night, with David Hatch Walker 
and Takako Asakawa. Although there’s 
much to be said for tributes to Our 
Teacher, this was intended to be more 
than a takeoff. It wasn’t more. 

‘I loved all the sex in it. I thought it was 
done so sweetly, so lightly,’ John Updike 
said of Martha Armstrong Gray’s version 
of his ‘Rabbit Run.’ During the last of 
Harvard’s summer concerts, chuckling, 
biting his lip, clutching one hand with the 
other, Updike sat through the opening of 
the work in the Agassiz Sauna the second 
week of August. Reuben James Edinger 
and Dorothy Hershkowitz gave smooth, 
lyrical performances as Rabbit and Ruth, 
pouncing and crouching, hurling, coming 
together and falling apart. It was as nice 
work as was to be seen in Boston this 
summer, dramatically inspired by 
‘Petrouska’ and ‘Lizzie Borden’ as much

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Books: Ravaging The Rivers 


By Howard Husock 
Rivers in the City: by Roy Mann, 
Praeger Publishers, 256 pages, $20.00 


With the recent recognition that part of 
our American social ills can be traced to 
. that supposedly unbiased history lesson 
we received, a growing market has 
developed for ‘books offering to enlarge our 
perspective on the past. The most well- 
known of such elaborations and correc- 
tions of commonly- held history have been 
made by the ‘minority’ movements of 
women and blacks. In both cases, the 
primary contribution has consisted of dis- 
covering that there indeed exists a black 
and feminist past worth knowing, and 
that docile acceptance of social caste was 
as much a lie as the myth of genetic 
inferiority. 
Roy Mann’s Rivers in the City is part 
of a similar movement, one that informs 


present-day environmentalists that they, : 


too, have a long proud past, and that the 
struggles for harmony with the environ- 
ment, for clean rivers and preserved green 
space, is as old as the trend of Western 
technology to plunder its habitat. the 
history books may have taught that the 
coming of the industrial revolution was 
an unparalleled and sacrosanct good, but 
ignored the recurrent trend of people to 
question and protect what they have 
wrought in their ecosystem, be it urban 
or rural. 

Roy Mann, a Harvard School of Design 
alumnus and former consultant on river- 
side and coastal use for the Department 
of Interior, put together this visually and 
conceptually dazzling (though verbally 
dense) study after receiving a Fullbright 
grant to examine urban river corridors. 
Concentrating on rivers in Great Britain, 
Western Europe and three in the U.S., 
Mann has constructed a primer for both 
environmental historians and urban 
planners. He has insightfully chosen 15 
urban rivers as a most accurate and sen- 
sitive barometer of a region’s environmen- 
tal health. how liveable can a city be 
when its riverside shores are crammed 


with abandoned warehouses (The 
Thames in London), topped by highrises 
(The Hudson in New York), or lined by 
expressways (The Charles, although to a 
lesser degree than some)? How much 
more liveable are cities with riversides 
protected as parks (The Amstel in 
Amsterdam), or developed as bikeways 
(The Potomac in Washington). 

Urban rivers are, moreover, a par- 
ticularly sound environmental barometer 
because of their fragile nature: you can’t 
dump sewage and industrial waste or even 
too much warm water for long in a river 
without creating a sewer like Cleveland’s 
infamous Cuyahage, a former Indian 
canoeing stream now patrolled by 
fireboats. Worse, rivers are easily abused 


because of their flat sides and are often. 


obvious choices for highways and sewage 
treatment plants. 

Mann begins his environmental history 
lessons with the Renaissance city of 
Florence, whose river Arno was one of the 
first shaped by a concerted public works 
oriented administration—the Medici. Did 
you know that Leonardo da Vinci, in 1502, 
devised, at the request of the Medicis, the 
first plan for artificial river diversion —an 
attempt to direct the Arno away from the 
downstream port/competitor of Florence, 
the city of Pisa. The plan for environmen- 
tal war was, thankfully, not carried out. 
Fulfilled, however, were Medici plans for 
combination bridges/shopping malls over 
the Arno, linking the family private 
palaces and working-class Florence with 
government centers. The Medici 
daughters Catherine and Marie later 
married French Kings and wisely brought 
similar river-use planning to Paris: the 
Florence bridges still stand, forming the 
core of the city. 

In describing Florence, Mann strikes at 
what is perhaps the crux of the Western 
environmental crisis: 


The resultant paradox of 
knowledge and technology 
created a paradox. On the one 
hand, man discovered ways of 


looking at the landscape that 
enlarged appreciation and 
respect of nature. On the other 
hand, this same awakening led 
to new discoveries of the 
utilitarian value of resources and 
to their exploitation, which has 
ever since all too often ended in 
the crude abuse of the environ- 
ment. 


Mann goes on to describe the 
environmental challenge of industrial 
development, always incorporating the 
river via photo and diagram, in parables 
for planners concerning historic urban/en- 
vironmental battles: eg., fights against 
highways (Rotterdam, Boston — the 
original MassPike would have paralleled 
the Charles downtown), and river-killing 
dams (The Potomac, where for 40 years 
the.Army Corps of Engineers has har- 
bored plans for dams and reservoirs that 
would destroy a scenic waterfall and 
wreaked havoc with the river-conscious 
city design of French planner L’Enfant). 

The story of the city of Venice, which 
converted land no one else wanted into a 
marvel of small neighborhoods and shop- 
ping/arts centers connected by canals in 
the Adriatic lagoons, is particularly 
dramatic. When first founded, the city 
provided stern penalties for environmen- 
tal offenses: an improperly-dug well that 
could threaten the level of the city and its 
buildings built on wood pilings, could 
result a few hundred years ago, in am- 
putation of one’s right arm, plucking of 
the left eye, and confiscation of goods. 
Sadly, similar environmental offenses are 
occurring unchecked today as Venice 
faces a burgeoning population. The dim- 
ming of the city’s environmental con- 
sciousness is leading inexorably to the 
death of the city: it is sinking into the sea. 

Mann obviously harbors a special 
fondness for the city of Boston, whose 
chapter is couched in much less of the 
dense language that clouds the drama of 
some of the other river stories. ‘Boston,’ 


he writes, “‘is a state of mind surrounded 


by water,’’ and proceeds to relate this 
city’s proud environmental history of the 
late 1800’s. At that time, the rapidly 
growing city experienced a major citizen 
movement for new park lands which 
resulted in the city’s hiring Frederick Law 
Olmstead, the designer of Central Park 
and perhaps the most ecology-conscious 
and generally people-oriented urban 
planner in American history. Olmstead 
designed the entire city Green Belt 
System, from the garden-like Common to 
untampered Franklin Park, and con- 
verted the marsh of the Fens into an in- 
city re-creation of a marine tidewater 
zone (the Fens project was later ruined by 
the Charles dam which stopped the ebb of 
up-river tides and caused the Fens to re- 
tain pollutants it picks up during storms). 
Ever-ready with reccommendations, 
Mann urges the city not to widen the 
Jamaicaway/Arborway roads, which 
already threaten the Green Belt, and to 
severely restrict building along the 
Charles. As the city approaches the 
Bicentennial memorial, perhaps it might 
consider erecting historical explanations 
about its remarkable Olmstead park 
system as ecological memorials. Already, 
plans are afoot to extend the Green Belt 
with the 8-mile ‘Olmstead Park’ which 
would connect Charles-to-Charles via 
now-private Brookline lands. Perhaps 
the greatest tribute, however, would be a 
clean Charles. 

Mann, for one, hopes such memorials 
are possible, and includes several plans 
for an ecologically-sound future. The book 
might have been improved with a few 
more stories of successful urban river- 
sides, as well as examples of how less- 
developed, non-Western countries are 
now treating their rivers, but, in general, 
Mann succeeds in pointing the way for ur- 
ban areas willing to revise their view of 
rivers. He includes detailed ideas about 
riverside zoning, the expansion of cities 
without ruination of rivers, government 
reorganization to handle environmental 
concerns, and engineering recommen- 
dations for community study groups.
